but often puzzling questions in cookery 


What does “duxelles” mean? 


It is a mince or purée of mushrooms with shallots, parsley. 
and seasonings used to garnish all sorts of preparations (see 
page 97), created by La Varenne, a famous gastronome 
and 17th-century author (La Cuisine Francaise) who dedi- 
cated his creation to the Marquis d’Uxelles, his master. 


How do you crush whole peppercorns? 


A chef usually crushes them in a mortar with a pestle. Lack- 
ing this equipment, peppercorns can be crushed in a bowl 
(preferably wooden) with the bottom of a bottle. This writer 
does it by placing the corns in a heavy polyethylene bag 
and crushing them with a meat pounder. Ingenuity is a good 
thing to have in your kitchen when confronted with such 
problems. See our recipe for Hamburger au Poivre (page 
97). Note: Cracked black pepper in 214-ounce jars is avail- 
able commercially in stores specializing in fine foods. 


How does pan-broiling differ from pan-frying? 


Pan broil means to cook, uncovered, in a skillet with little 
or no fat added. The pan is sometimes rubbed very lightly 
with fat or oil but the food itself is not cooked with melted 
fat. Pan fry means to cook in a skillet in a small amount of 
hot fat. The French call this “sautéing.” 


How do you keep shallots? 


The Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Association tells us to run 
them under cold water or spray them, shaking off any ex- 
cess, then place them in a polyethylene bag. tied securely. 
and refrigerate. Since the flesh is not as well protected as 
that of onions or garlic, they need this additional moisture. 
Obviously, this makes sense only when you buy shallots in 
quantity, such as by the pint box. 


What is moussaka? 


A meat and eggplant dish found in many Middle Eastern 
countries (see page 99). The Greek spelling is mousaka: 
the Arabic. musakka’a: and the Turkish, musakka. Common- 
ly spelled ““moussaka.” 


Addendum 


in our October 1969 issue, we discussed timbales (also 
spelled without an “e” and pronounced with the accent on 
the last syllable), but neglected to include what Mr. James A. 
Beard tells us are American timbales. So, resorting to that 
old established authority The Boston Cooking School Cook 
Book (now The Fannie Farmer Cookbook), one can only 
continue to be amazed at how international the author was 
way back in 1896, We find: Rice Timbales. Macaroni Tim- 
bales. Spaghetti Timbales, Halibut Timbales, and Lobster 
Timbales. All are molded in darioles, small cup-shape 
molds, and baked in a pan of hot water. Served as garnishes 
or as luncheon dishes with a suitable sauce. ©

Perhaps it only seems this way—but we late: 
ly visited a green and fabulously terraced 
valley held in the giant arms of the Hima- 
layas, called Kathmandu. It is the royal seat 
of Nepal, a sliver of a kingdom between 
Tibet and India, 4500 feet close to the 
clouds, a glance away from Mount Everest— 
and it must be the weirdest, gaudiest capital 
of all the capitals in the worid. Here every- 
one lives, sleeps, works, and plays within the 
precincts of the gods—in a plethora of 
intricately carved, gilded, demoniacally dec- 
orated buildings that are either temples 
themselves or so close to temples that they 
might as well be. Every day seems to be a 
festival, celebrated with the beating of gongs 
and blowing of horns and thronging of 
crowds. To tell of it is like the fabrication of 
a fairy tale, because most Occidentals fly 
out of this place wondering if they have in- 
deed seen what they think they have seen. 
We say “fly” since the current popular mode 
of ingress and egress is by planes, which 
swoop into this amazing valley, weather per- 
mitting. via Bangkok or India. One may 
drive from India, too, by car or bus—or 
trek, for this mountainous, top-of-the-world 
country is Mecca for serious climbers. In 
Kathmandu most tourists put up in the un- 
temple-like but dependably tidy precincts of 
bed-and-bath hotels for a three- or four-day 
visit—then wish they had planned to stay 
for a longer time.

TEMPLE TO THE SUN IN THE BAHAMAS: 


creates a holiday sanctuar 
on a dune in Eleuthera 


Reaching back toward the dawn of architecture for 
their inspiration, co-designers David Hicks and 
Robert Stokes have brought an essence of the Nile 
Vailey to this winter residence on the Bahaman Is- 
land of Eleuthera, British West Indies. Their de- 
sign alludes to the clean cubism of the Temple of 
King Zoser, built at Saqqara nearly 5,000 years 
ago by the great Egyptian architect, Imhotep. Tall, 
cool, and contemporary. it suggests, rather than 
imitates, its ancestor. Its glass-pierced outer sim- 
plicity is the direct expression of its inner reason 
for being—to provide a restful, mini-maintenance 


holiday sanctuary for escaping metropolitans. 











“Savannah,” as it is called by its owners, com- 
mands the sea and beach from atop its own private 
Sahara—an acre of sand dune cleared of native 
growth. Its storm-safe concrete-block walls are 
coated with plaster mixed with honey-colored lime- 
stone dust from a local quarry and textured with 
seashells. The house is surrounded by a light raft- 
like walking deck anchored at its outer edges by 
occasional low-standing parapets of the same plas- 
tered masonry. A detached guest pavilion is at 
right, above. The grand entry, opposite, fianked by 
freestanding pylons, leads through a fountained 


forecourt to the screened porch beyond (inset).

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REBIRTH IN THE SOUTHWEST: 


An architect 


and his wife 
rescue 
an old adobe

Springing from one of the New World’s oldest indigenous build- 


ing styles—the pueblo dwelling—this russet adobe house faces 
the morning sun with the remembrance of a thousand years of 
architectural tradition. Shaped by Indian hands under the infinite 
sky of New Mexico, it proves again that age cannot wither the 
spirit of pure, functional design. Its primitive contrasts are as 
timeless as if they were born tomorrow. The thick. sparsely 
windowed walls, some of which have been standing for a century, 
shoulder the elements aside with rude, earthen power. yet gently 
enclose an inward presence of soft, undulating form and pristine 
spatial clarity. 

These inner resources were well-concealed assets when Mr. and 
Mrs. Harvey S. Hoshour discovered the house, empty and ne- 
elected, and purchased it along with its old secrets and its five 
fogones (fireplaces). Adding here and restoring there—Mr. 
Hoshour is an architect—they coaxed it back to a rich life. mostly 
by letting it have its own native way. The niched interior surfaces 
were refreshed with traditional coatings of calcimine. Gleaming 
depths were polished into the pine-plank floors. Subtle wall- 
washes of incandescent light were added to flickering candle 
flames and blazing fireplaces to challenge the stars on deep New 
Mexico nights. In rescuing the soul of the house, they have cre- 
ated a rare habitat for themselves, as well as an ideal environ- 


ment for a peaceable pot-pourri of ancient and modern possessions.

To complement the house, 
a true patio in grand scale 


Reinforced with staunch, out-flying wedges of 
adobe, bottom right, opposite, a five-foot-high 
wall surrounds the large patio area at the rear 
of the house. Comprising nearly 10,000 square 
feet, the graveled earth floor of this compound 
(see plan below) is easily maintained—with a 
rake. Towering mulberry, cottonwood, and pop- 
lar trees and lower clumps of bamboo and Rus- 
sian olive cool the beat of the afternoon sun and 
create dappled plays of foliage patterns on the 
simple surfaces of the structure. Lightweight out- 
door furniture from Knoll Associates, designed 
by Richard Schultz, can be readily carried to fol- 
low the shade. The long. slanting shadows that 
fall across the master bedroom wing in the back- 
ground, photograph at right, are caused by the 
ends of the vigas which are allowed to penetrate 
through the walls from inside. The slender pro- 
jections from the nearer wall are canales, elon- 
gated open spouts of sheet metal which drain 


water away from walls during heavy downpours. 
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FROM VERMONT TO ST. CROIX: 


A New England couple 


escapes the winter 


at this poolside pavilion 


Most of the year, Mr. and Mrs. William Belknap live a 


rather orderly and formal life in a board-and-batten 


coflee-colored New England house at the top of a wind- 
ing dirt road in Dorset, Vermont. For their retreat 
from conventional, landlocked living and icy winters, 
they chose St. Croix—a warm, sunny Caribbean island. 

Here on a hill of flowering trees and tropical flora 


that need little pruning—the very antithesis of the 


Vermont scene—their pure-white stucco house over- 
looks the glittering sea. Designed by Keith R. Kroeger, 
of Kroeger-Perfido, chitects, it is completely in- 
formal, planned for the leisurely life inside and out. 
The expansive terrace and the large lanai, built 


around the pool, are nearly always open to the breeze. 





But the bamboo shade that covers one wall of the liv- 
ing room, opposite and above, may be pulled down 
during light rains, and another wall of sliding glass 
windows may be closed during the real blasts. 

Only the bedrooms, with ordinary doors and win- 
dows that shut, are snug in the usual sense. Although 
entertaining is one of their pleasures in this house— 
friends from Vermont often stay several weeks—there 
is only one guestroom, so that things don’t get out of 
hand. Colors throughout the house are cool—blues, 
ereens, white. The furniture, much of it bought in shops 
in Christiansted, the main town, is simple, the rooms 
uncluttered, calm. Although the Belknaps live here dur- 


ing winter only, it will one day be their year-round home.

the Caribbean inspired—indeed, required—a cool 
and open house. The ocean, seven miles away, is 
seen from many different spots—lanai, terrace, 
kitchen, and pool.

Entrance to 
the house is through an arched gate, left, under a 
trellised ceiling, then along a long gallery lead- 
ing to the living room (see plan below). The 
kitchen, above left, opens to the pool so that en- 
tertaining is pleasant and easy. Nearby in an 
open breezeway, the dining table is placed so \ 
that there is a mountain view.

Thousands of years of neo-Hellenic culture pervade Patmos 


—a Greek island off the coast of Turkey. Because escape to 


Athens or Rhodes is possible only a few times a week, life 





calls for the contented withdrawal from the excitement—and 
jolts—of modern civilization. When Teddy Millington-Drake. 
a British artist who is one of today’s easy wanderers in time 
and place, came here as a visitor from Rhodes, he found this 
otherworldliness, the climate. and the Cubist patchwork of 
white houses were just what he wanted. 

\ year later, he bought a large. two-story stucco house, 
seen above in the late-afternoon shadow of the great |1th- 
century Monastery of St. John the Theologian. where the text 
of the Revelation was composed. Like many of the Patmos 
“mansions built in the 17th Century. additions (that often 
spoiled the houses) had been made in the centuries that fol- 
lowed. Mr. Millington-Drake. with the help of Designer John 


Stefanidis. restored the house to its 17ih-century character. 
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gainst the white walls: 
rple from the sun, 
n the candlelight 


Except for new gardens and terraces created by Designer 
John Stefanidis, the exterior was left pretty much intact. 
Stucco was whitewashed (local custom requires whitewash-

once a year); old paint was removed from doors and 
windows; ceilings and floors were restored: and a few 
doors and windows were added. In the large, rambling 
house, Mr. Millington-Drake now uses several places for 
dinir g, indoors and out—the decision often depending on 
the strength and direction of the wind. In furnishing the 
house, he and Designer Stefanidis sensitively mixed 
antiques from many countries with high-style contempo- 
rary pieces and accessories. On the terrace table, above, 
are the blue-and-white ceramic plates he designed himself. 
The stone-slab table here W designed and made by local 


crattsmen. as were many of the furnishings in the house. 





The indoor dining room, above, was originally the 


kitchen, with two ovens for baking bread. Mr. Mill- 
ington-Drake closed one off, but left the other for 
decorative interest. Floors, ceiling, and old wooden 
stairs that lead up to the living room were restore¢ 

the door at the right leads to a “parlor room.” The 
entrance to the house is through a covered courtyard, 
right. Although much of the floor in the house is 
the original, here the red clay tiles are copies of 
the old ones. The well in the middle holds precious 
rainwater collected from the roof. Because water is 
such a problem on Patmos, the more roof area to a 
house, the more water. An “extra” roof is a local 
status symbol. The old clay jar, now a planter, was 


once used to store oil.

In the all-white living room, opposite 


and left, the only touches of color are 
in the triptych painted by Mr. Milling- 
ton-Drake, two silk screens by Roy 
Lichtenstein on the window wall, and the 
antique Khilim rugs. Typical on Patmos 
are high windows over the doors that 
bring light into back rooms: usually the 
interior room is a small bedroom. The 
wood floor is the well-worn original, prob- 
ably over 200 years old. The long sofa is 
a copy of an antique found on the island 

the wood frame was made by a local 
carpenter, the mattresslike upholstery 
and pillows fabricated of sailcloth by a 
nearby seamstress.

and its condition, indicated that it was probably 
built at the same time as the main house. In this 
smaller house, he fashioned space for visiting 
friends and a studio for himself. 

On the first floor he created two bedrooms (out 
of the original living quarters) as well as a large 
bathroom (out of the original kitchen). Upstairs 
there are two additional bedrooms, a bathroom, a 
terrace, and the studio. Although guests generally 
eat with him in the main house, a new kitchen was 
built at an intermediate level. In a covered niche on 
the terrace, right, the table is set for breakfast (one 
of his housekeepers comes across the street to pre- 
pare it). 

At left is one of the first-floor bedrooms, with the 
modern wood beams supporting an unusual criss- 
crossed bamboo-and-oak ceiling. Furnishings for the 
guesthouse are Patmos-found or Patmos-made. 

In the bathroom, below left—once a kitchen—the 
original ceiling and floor tiles were in good enough 
condition to keep, but there is now a new washbasin 
and behind the sofa, a shower. Pillows covered in 
natural cotton, a rug, and the painted bench give 


this room its pleasant living-room quality. 


Except for scraping the woodwork, no other 
changes were made in the studio, below. Here 


the artist paints the large abstract canvases that 
seem to capture the light of Patmos.

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From the first fall crocus to the last one of spring, 
there are flowers that bloom outdoors in winter 
weather. These are the plants that need only the 
slightest hint of warmth to turn buds inio flower. 
They may be caught in snow or ice storms, but the 
petals are sturdier than those that come later. 

My own interest in winter flowers began when 
friends dug a bouquet of heather out of a snowbank 
and brought it to us on a cold New Year's Day. All 
winter they have three different heathers in bloom: 
Erica carnea (sketched above by Thomas La Morte) 
and its varieties. Springwood White and Spring- 
wood Pink. Besides shrubs and bulbs. there are trees 
and perennials that bloom in winter. and for more 
color, bright berries, and interesting bark. 

The way to promote winter flowers from the plants 
that naturally bloom earliest in the year is to situate 
them in warm, sunny pockets of the garden where 
even one beautiful clear day in winter will warm the 
soil—or the branch, as the case may be. A sun pocket 
that gives maximum sun exposure but has protection 
from cold winds will bring on the little bulbs weeks 
ahead of those in the open garden. 

When we think of winter-flowering plants. the 
Christmas and Lenten roses are the first that come 
to mind. Helleborus niger. the Christmas rose, 
blooms after the holidays in really cold climates, but 
its variety altifolius can be depended on for Christ- 
mas flowers everywhere. Millet. a French breeder, 
has been working with the hellebores for several 
years, and now his hybrids are coming onto the 
market here. They give flowers from October to May, 
ivory in color, and finely speckled with pink. purple. 
or chestnut-brown. Set out plants in spring or fall. 

The crocus season begins with those of autumn: 
C. zonatus (pale lilac), C. nudiflorus (dark mauve), 
C. pulchellus (pale lavender with derker veining). 
C. sativus (rosy purple), and C. speciosus (pale 
blue-mauve). The winter crocus species and their 
not-too-sophisticated hybrids have more stamina than 
the highly bred. large-flowered varieties of spring. 
The winter kinds include C. imperati (mauve and 


eo

yellow). C. laevigatus (pale lilac with darker purple 
markings). C. tomasinianus (combination of mauve, 
blue. and lilac). and its varieties Barr’s Purple. 
Taplow Ruby. and Whitewell Purple. In addition, 
there is the big family of C. chrysanthus, especially 
Blue Pearl. Cream Beauty, E. A. Bowles (dark yellow 
—one corm may produce as many as 50 flowers in 
a period from January to March). Goldilocks, and 
Lady Killer (white and mauve). 

The fall and winter crocus pop up and bloom 
during even a brief pause in cold weather. If a heavy 
freeze or snow catches them, there will simply be a 
new crop of buds at the next warm spell. 

The species or miniature narcissus are also spring 
bulbs to posiiion in sun pockets for winter bloom. 
Narcissus minimus is earliest. and, incidentally, 
smallest of the golden trumpet d2flodils—only a few 
inches tall. Also early are N. lobularis, February 
Gold. March Sunshine. \. cyclamineus. Peeping Tom, 
and Bambi (white perianth with yellow trumpet). 

Two of the snowflakes are especially desirable for 
cold-weather flowers. Galanthus verna grows well in 
part shade. and has smaller flowers than G. elwesz?, 
which blooms as early as January. always by late 
February, in full sun. and has much larger flowers. 

Scilla sibirica is another precocious little spring 
bulb flower that may often hive its blue flowers 
covered by snow. Anemone blanda, the Grecian 
windflower, gives blue. pink. or white daisylike flow- 
ers very early. literally spreading a carpet of color 
on the ground. Winter aconite makes a similar ap- 
pearance with golden buttercup flowers. Its hybrid. 
Cilicica. is sterile. so the blossoms are held longer 
than those of the species. 

Among the bulbous iris, there are several that 
bloom early enough to be caught by snow. I/ris reti- 
culata has bright blue flowers with yellow signal 
patches. Its hybrids include Cantab (pale blue). 
Clarette (violet and gentian, marked white), and 
Harmony (sky blue). /. danfordiae has velvety 
golden-yellow flowers. /. histrioides Major has blue-

Would you believe a revolution in the 
kitchen? Would you believe that the 
kitchen as you know it—that specialized 
room for the storing and preparation of 
food—may well be obsolete by the time 
2000 A.D. rolls around? 

Observers of the kitchen scene point 
to signs and portents. revolutionizers that 





are already here. Consider, for starters, 
the kitchen practically molded into a 
prefabricated room; the computer pro- 
grammed to run the whole works, includ- 
ing mixing recipes; the microwave oven 
that cooks food in minutes: the machine 
that almost eliminates trash. There may 
even be a message in the way we use our 
portable appliances—the coffeemaker in 
the bedroom: the little refrigerator in 
the den. These make it possible to prepare 
food wherever there’s an electric outlet. 

From the drawing boards and imagi- 
nations of farsighted designers comes the 
possibility of a movable, rearrangeable, 
flexible kitchen. This would be based on 
the modular unit, a projection that could 
become a reality in the not too far-off 
future. Modular units would be free- 
standing appliances that could be placed 





separately or in groups wherever it might

they might slide out of a concealing wall; 
they might group into boxlike islands, 
folding in on themselves, to be pulled 
out as needed. 

The idea suggests smaller, slimmer ap- 
pliances easily positioned anywhere in 
the house, perhaps incorporated into fur- 
niture. It suggests kitchens with two or 
three small refrigerators, conveniently 
placed, instead of one monolith. It sug- 
gests a kitchen rearranged to suit seasonal 
needs, or a kitchen that disappears com- 
pletely into a wall or folds into an island 
—perhaps, startlingly enough, no kitchen 
at all as were used to thinking of it. 
Possibilities are dizzying. See, for ex- 
ample. our artist’s three flight-of-fancy 
manipulations with modular units. To 
learn what the experts prognosticate for 
the future. turn the page for the com- 
ments of eight leading designers of ap- 
pliances and kitchens.

“The kitchen as a room is the most 
likely candidate for change within the 
next five years. Why does a kitchen have 
to look like a kitchen? Why must it be 
visually distinctive from the rest of the 
home? The inevitable trend toward pre- 
fabricated construction has got to bring 
about a kitchen change. Prefabrication 
might result in a thick-walled food-prep- 
aration center, integrating storage space 
with all appliances needed for the preser- 
vation and preparation of foods. Most 
kitchen appliances today would meet that 
built-in requirement. Within the next five 
years it is possible that refrigeration can 
be broken into pieces and distributed to 
locations most convenient for food prep- 
aration. When this happens. the so-called 
modular kitchen can become a reality. 
Heating elements that are printed or other- 
wise applied. to surfaces may be applied 
to pots and pans, turning them into self- 
cooking appliances. One other vehicle to 
provide flexibility to kitchen function is 
the ‘smart waiter,’ a dumbwaiter with a 
compartment to keep foods cold, another 
to warm or cook foods, and controls to 
provide the bedroom above the kitchen 
with kitchen services. Such flexible facili- 
ties may solve the kitchen isolation of the 
homemaker, give her a place where she 
can be mother, hostess, and cook easily 
and graciously. This hasn’t happened since 
the cave, but it might by 1975.”

In 1968, for the first time in our

Wipe the mushroom caps with a 
fresh damp cloth. Snip off the tips 
of the stems.

Hamburger Roll: 


1 cup fresh bread crumbs (about

1 tablespoon Cognac 

8 to 10 sprigs parsley, minced

Combine the bread crumbs and 
milk and mix to a smooth purée. 
Combine thoroughly with all re- 
maining ingredients. 

To finish the Wellington, roll 
out the dough on a lightly floured 
board (a canvas and_ stocking 
sleeve on the roller makes rolling 
easy) into an oval approximately 
18” long and 16” wide. Roll up on 
the rolling pin, center over a 
large baking sheet. and unroll. 

Spread the cold duxelles in the 


center of the pastry to make an 
oval about 10” long and 5” wide. 
Shape the meat mixture into a 
roll the same length but only 2” 
wide. Place in the center of the 
mushroom mixture. 

Now bring the pastry up over 
the meat so that one side overlaps 
the other. Brush the edges with 
cold water to make the pastry 
stick together. Turn the ends up, 
envelope style, and seal with 
water. Using both hands, lift the 
entire roll and turn it upside 
down so the “seam” is at the bot- 
tom. Brush the entire surface 
with a beaten egg. Then, with a 
small sharp knife make 3 little 
“chimneys” equidistant down the 
center so steam can escape. 

Bake in a preheated 425° oven 
for 20 minutes. Reduce heat to 
400° and bake another 25 min- 
utes or until the crust is golden. 
Lift to a serving board or heated 
platter and allow the Wellington 
to rest for a few minutes before 
cutting. Serves 6. 


To make the Perigueux Sauce*:

Steak Tartare 


Although Steak Tartare is as Ger- 
man as lieder, it has been ac- 
cepted for generations by Ameri- 
cans as part of our food pattern. 

You ask for ground “cowl*” 
(this term is generally accepted 
by butchers), which is ideal for 
this particular dish because it is 
free of fat. If served as a main 
dish, you will need about 144 
pounds for two people: if as a 
first course, allow about 44 pound 
per person. This is how Steak 
Tartare is served here in the U.S. 
and in Germany: 

Make a mound of the meat on 
individual plates. In the center of 
the mound make a little well and 
drop in the yolk of one egg. Take 
great care not to break the yolk, 
for it should be a bright, fresh 
orange ball looking you right in 
the eye. With it serve separately, 
in separate dishes: finely chopped 
onions, finely chopped parsley, 
drained capers. salt. pepper (a 
peppermill is a must—it should 
be freshly ground). sweet butter, 
and pumpernickel bread. 

It's a do-it-yourself sort of 
meal. To eat it, you mix the yolk 
into the meat with a fork, then 
mix in as much of each of the 
seasonings as you want. Butter 
the bread and enjoy, enjoy. 

To those underprivileged Amer- 
icans who have never eaten Steak 
Tartare in proper style, and per- 
haps look askance at raw meat, 
we can only say “Try it.”

Swedish Meatballs 


Butter 

% small onion, chopped fine 

2 slices firm bread, crumbled 
fine 

14% cups milk 

14 pound finely ground chuck 

14 pound finely ground lean 
pork

115 teaspoons salt

Melt 1 tablespoon butter in a 
large, heavy skillet. When hot. 
add the onion and sauté over a 
moderate heat until golden. Com- 
bine the bread and milk. When 
soaked. add both the meats. onion, 
egg, cornstarch. salt, and pepper. 
Mix very thoroughly. Shape into 
balls about the size of walnuts, 
using a tablespoon dipped in cold 
water. 

Melt two or three tablespoons 
of butter in the same skillet; add 
as many meatballs as will fit into 
the pan comfortably, without 
crowding. Cook over a good heat. 
shaking the pan constantly to 
keep the balls turning over. When 
nicely brown all over, pour, juices 
and all, into a clean skillet. Wipe 
out the first skillet with paper 
toweling before adding more but- 
ter and another batch of the meat- 
balls; when brown, add to first 
batch. When all are cooked, place 
the skillet with meatballs over a 
moderate heat and cook for two 
to three minutes. With a slotted 
spoon lift meatballs to a hot sérvy- 
ing dish. Keep warm. 

Mix the flour and cream until 
smooth, stir into the skillet drip- 
pings, bring to a boil, then sim- 
mer for five minutes. Taste for 
seasoning. If the sauce seems a 
bit thick. add a little more cream. 
Pour over the meatballs to serve. 

Serve with boiled potatoes, cu- 
cumber salad, and lingonberries. 
Serves 6 to 8. 


Hamburgers, Swedish Style 


34 cup chopped. pickled beets* 

114 pounds ground chuck

balls flat. Take off the heat: add 
the meatballs and enough beef 
broth to cover the meatballs com- 
pletely. Bring up to a boil, reduce 
heat to simmer, and cook for 
30 minutes or until the meatballs 
are done. Take off the heat. 

*While this goes on, make the 
Avgolemono Sauce: Beat 3 egg 
yolks and 1 whole egg until light 
and fluffy. Gradually beat in the 
juice of 1 lemon, whipping con- 
stantly. Very gradually add a few 
tablespoons of the hot broth from 
the skillet, still beating con- 
stantly. Pour this sauce over the 
meatballs and put back over a 
low heat just long enough for the 
sauce to come to a boil. 

Serve immediately to 6.

This is an excellent dish to serve 
at a buffet, for it can be made the 
day before and reheated in a low 
oven.

Add 44 
teaspoon salt, a big pinch freshly 
grated nutmeg, and 2 cups milk, 
heated, whipping constantly with 
a wire whisk.

To compose the Moussaka: 
Place a layer of eggplant slices 
on the bottom of the prepared 
pan, covering it completely.

Sprinkle with bread 
crumbs and cheese. Add another 
layer of eggplant, again a sprin- 
kling of crumbs and cheese. Fi- 
nally, spoon the sauce over the 
entire surface and sprinkle with 
the remaining cheese. 

Bake in a preheated 375° oven 
for ] hour. Serve lukewarm rather 
than piping hot. Cut in squares to 
serve. Serves about 8.

How the hamburger got that way 


The introduction of the broiled 
Hamburg Sandwich, which we 
know today as “a hamburger,” is 
generally believed to have been at 
the 1904 St. Fair. But 
there are “Broiled 
Meat Cakes” and 
Steaks” in the 1896 edition of 
The Boston Cooking-School Cook 
Book (forerunner to the well- 
known Fannie Farmer Cookbook) 
—seasoned, minced. lean, raw 
beef, shaped “as small flat cakes,” 
then broiled or fried. 

The name hamburger. an Amer- 
icanism, may well have come from 
the city of Hamburg, which once 
enjoyed commerce with the Baltic 
provinces of The Balts 
were fond of shredded raw meat 
(hence the name Steak Tartare, 
page 98), an appetite adopted by 
the people of Hamburg. But even

white markings. It stands up un- 
usually well to the vicissitudes of 
winter weather. Plant these and 
all the other early bulbs in Sep- 
tember or October. 

The hardy cyclamen are sur- 
prisingly easy to establish, and 
thereafter they will give fal] and 
winter bloom. Any under the 
classification of C. coum will give 
winter-to-spring flowers, and may 
be sold variously as C. orbicula- 
tum, C. hiemale, C. ibericum, C. 
vernum, and C. atkinsit. If you 
cannot find plants. fresh seeds 
will germinate readily and give 
blooming-size plants in two sea- 
sons. The more common C. nea- 
politanum blooms in late fall. 

Among early woody plants, 
Japanese witch-hazel is a favorite. 
It lasts for weeks after the first 
blossoms open in a January thaw. 
They close up during very cold 
weather, but open again in warm- 
er periods. Corylopsis, the winter 
hazel, especially C. pauciflora, 
blooms early, with fragrant, pale- 
flowers. Mahonia_ bealei 
has intensely sweet-smelling flow- 
ers that often open in February. 

Also spectacular in their own 
way on a day when the landscape 
is snow-covered. but warm, are 
maple trees which many times 
bloom in January. The alders, 
with dark, brownish-red catkins, 
make a dramatic — silhouette 
against snow. 

For colorful and interesting 
bark in winter, made doubly in- 
teresting by snowfall, consider the 
corkscrew hazel or “Harry Lau- 
der’s walking stick,” a corylus 


yellow

with twisted branches and lemon- 
yellow catkins up to 4” long in 
earliest spring. : 

Redtwig dogwood, Cornus alba, 
is beautiful in the snow. For | 
brightest color, cut back stems to 
about 5” in late spring. Eventu- 
ally knobs will form at this 
height, and when cut back to this 
point annually, the new growth 
will always give brilliant color- 
ing the following winter. Also for 
winter interest: Prunus serrula 
(a cherry) with bark so metallic 
you can see hints of color reflect- 
ed in it, and a stylish maple tree, 
Acer griseum, which sheds papery 
bark, as the birch does. 

Berries give welcome color in 
the winter garden, with colors in- 
tensified by snowfall and _ ice. 
These include bearberry, par- 
tridge berry. holly, Christmas 
berry, bayberry, dogwood, crab 
apple, and hawthorn. In_ the 





_South, pyracantha fruit holds for 


a long season, and breeders are 
working on varieties that will 
keep red berries longer in the 
North. Cotoneaster multiflora has 
showy berries until they are eat- 
en by the birds. 

The skimmia is of special] in- 
terest for its red berry clusters 
that are larger than most hollies, 
and they remain all winter. At 
the same time on the male skim- 
mia, flowers for the next season 
are evident. These buds are yel- 
lowish and conspicuous against 
the evergreen foliage. Pick a few 
in winter, take inside, and the 
flowers will open with a marvel-

touch-the-clouds landscape, the 
good temper of the bright-eyed 
Nepalese, or whatever? The place 
undoubtedly has a pull, and it’s 
hard to say exactiy what that pull 
is. It’s referred to as the land of 
the yak and the yeti—the yeti 
being that mysteriously untrace- 
able abominable snowman that 
has left elusive—real or fictional 
—footprints on the Himalayan 
snows. 

Because of its proximity to 
Tibet, this place is often equated 
with James Hilton’s mythical 
Shangri-la (which might impel 
distaff travelers to take along 
plenty of wrinkle cream), but it 
is no paradise—on many counts 
sadly backward, squalid, poor, a 
don’t-drink-the-water country. But 
for some reason there is a vitality 
and good humor in the air, an ab- 
sence of the dreariness one senses 
in many other evolving countries. 
(To all intents and surely tour- 
istic purposes, Nepal has been 
open to the outside world for 
scarcely 20 years. ) 


Photographers’ holiday 


All daily life here is predicated 
on religion—a complicated blend 
of Hinduism, Buddhism, and a 
mountain-god demonology, sym- 
bolized everywhere by the gigan- 
tic all-seeing eyes that decorate 
stupas and doorways and_ the 
fierce, gaudily painted god faces 
grimacing wherever you turn. To 
the uninitiated outlander this is 
spookily exotic. Photographers 
run out of film on their first stroll 
through Darbar Square. There 
never were more temples, shrines, 
pagodas, and colorful people to 
point a camera at, never a more 
bewildering mixture of the beau- 
tiful and the grotesque, from the 
indigenous dark wood architec- 
ture, latticed windows, and lacily 
carved facades to the earthy, 
bright-painted pornographic con- 
tortions sculpted on the capitals 
of holy places. (And curiously 
unshocking pornography it is; 
rather wholesome, one concludes, 
in. contrast with the Western 
World’s latest movies. ) 

Probably nowhere in the world 
is the sightseeing traveler more 
prone to mental indigestion. I 
you have trouble remembering the 
cathedrals of Europe, wait till 
you see the monuments of Kath- 
mandu, which crowd in on each 
other, all relatively in the neigh- 
borhood of Darbar Square, all sur- 
rounded by the liveliness of living 
quarters, shops, markets. You are 
likely to remember Hanuman 
Dhoka, historic seat of royalty 
and a compound of ancient carv- 
ings kept bright with gilt and red 
paint—the Taleju Temple, the 
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gatekeeper Monkey God pro 
tected by a gold umbrella, th 
gargantuan, frightening God o 
Destruction who doesn’t seem t 
have much effect on the young 
sters who romp about him. 


The Living Goddess 


And very few would be apt ta 
forget a visit to the Temple of 
Kumari Devi. This is the resil 
dence of a strange Nepalese deit 
—the Living Goddess, a little gir 
nominated to be worshipped unti 
she reaches adolescence. Unti 
then she is kept apart, a 
like a doll, carefully dressed an 
made up for public appearances 
protected from anything which 
might scratch her or draw blood 
for in that case she would have t¢ 
be deposed. On her festival days 
she is carried through the streets 
of Kathmandu, drawn through th 
crowds on a gilded stage. For thd 
rest of the time she may _ be 
gazed upon from the courtyard 0 
the temple where she lives, a court 
incidentally, that seems a favorit 
playground for a gaggle of i 
girls. You clap your hands, cal 
“Kumari,” (“Virgin”), a latticf 
window opens on the second floor 
and there she is, an unsmiling 
pretty little nine-year-old, rouge 
and powdered, propped up, oné 
assumes, by her elders. The cu 
tom, for tourists, at least, is t 
leave one Nepalese rupee (ter 
cents) for this strange, pathetii 
encounter. 

Out of Darbar Square a skeir 
of streets and lanes teems with thé 
sort of activity that can occu 
only when strollers, children 
dogs, goats, and casually roving 
sacred cattle (which may not bé 
pushed aside) tangle with thi 
automobile. (One taxi company 
paints the hoods of its white cab) 
with a ferocious tiger head whicl 
seems to charge through th 
crowds.) While the gods lool 
down and the prayer flags flutte 
from the stupas like festooned en 
signs at a regatta, ladies in sari| 
haggle over sidewalk trays o 
plastic knickknacks; five mel 
weigh a sack“of grain on an an 
cient scale as big as an oak tree 
a tiny girl lies down, bare botton 
up, in the center of an intersec 
tion; the tinsmith stands outsid| 
his open shop waiting for cus 
tomers, the ewers, pitchers, buck 
ets, bowls hung in orderly beauty 
gleaming like silver against th| 
shop’s brown-black wood panel 
ing; onto the scene lurches a tri 
of grimy, blond-maned hippies 
These. to the dismay of the Ne 
palese, are the latest sightseein; 
curiosities. They come from. thi 
world over, drawn perhaps by th 
mysticism of oriental religion 
| 


| 
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but certainly by hasheesh, which 
is legitimately available. Their 
particular hangout is The Cabin. 
a dirt-floor restaurant where they 
smoke or indulge in such goodies 
as hasheesh candy or cookies. 
free to pick up a paint can and 
decorate the walls with psyche- 
delic self-expression. Some tour- 
ists give The Cabin an evening 
whirl, self-consciously watching 
each other experiment with hash. 
That's a sight to see, too. 

Out of Kathmandu, there is 
plenty to see with the lagniappe 
of the stupendous mountain sce- 
nery en route. For design indoc- 
trination stop at the Nepal Mu- 
seum. Art expresses itself chiefly 
_in bronze figurines of deities (few 
except scholars can conquer the 
list) and in the silk paintings 
called tankas, an ecclesiastical 
art form perfected in Tibetan 
monasteries. These are the most 
desirable and not inexpensive 
souvenirs. 

_ Not far, high on a hill, its great 
_weird eyes looking down on the 
city, is a major Buddhist stupa. 
/Swayambhunath, 2000 years old. 
/an impressive complex of holy 
sround, monasteries. and profane 
living quarters. “Welcome,” read 
a message painted on a wall in 
red, “to the Crown Prince and 
Princess of Japan.” 

Patan, the crafts center of 
Nepal, said to date from 299 a.p., 
thas its own Darbar Square 
crowned with innumerable tem- 
ples. remarkably carved in stone 
and terra cotta. The distinctive 
Nepali craft is jewelry, boxes, 
and figurines (very large on rhi- 
-nos and birds) of gilded copper 
inset with turquoise and coral 
from the Indian Ocean. It’s en- 
dearingly crude, the price is 
right. and it makes smashing sou- 
_venirs. Silverware in the Tibetan 
tradition is good. Masks, gro- 
tesqueries in papier-maché, used 
in religious festivals and dances. 
are well done. Soft pashmina 
wool rugs are made here, and you 
may find bargains in suede coats 
and furs like chinchilla and snow 
leopard. the styling iffy. Near 
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Pages 60-63

Patan, there is a weaving shop for 
Tibetan refugees. 

The gem of the cities is 
Bhadgaon, a town shaped like a 
conch shell, founded in 889 a.p. 
Loaded with temples and pago- 
das, its two major attractions are 
a sumptuous golden temple gate 
and the palace of 55 windows. a 
15th-century masterpiece of wood 
carving, the windows all in a row. 

Two places not to miss—early 
morning at the Pashupatinath 
Temple, holiest of places in Kath- 
mandu, where devout Hindus 
bathe from ghats on the Birat 
River and the elderly come to 
die; the Saturday morning festi- 
val of sacrifices at the Temple of 
Dakshinkali, in the hills near 
Pharping, where the faithful 
bring their offerings—chickens, 
goats, etc.—to be slaughtered for 
the goddess. It is frightening, 
crowded. colorful, bloody, with 
flowers and incense and eager 
participants—a Nepali life style. 

Hotels in Kathmandu: the 
clean, cozy. modern Annapurna: 
the Royal; the Soaltee, an impres- 
sive resortish attempt at posh. 

On-the-scene Yeti Tours, Third 
Eye Tours and Travels, and Rhino 
Tours cope with excursions at rea- 
sonable cost. To experience the 
real grandeur of the Himalayas. 
there are plane excursions that 
skirt Mts. Annapurna and Ever- 
est, and a tour to the Pokhara 
Valley by plane. Most exciting, a 
three-day tour to Tiger Tops. in 
the jungle, a luxury resort on 
stilts where the great rhino, ti- 
gers, leopards, and other wild 
fauna can be observed. 

Kathmandu is reached from 
Bangkok and Calcutta by Thai 
Airlines; from Calcutta. New 
Delhi, Patna, and Dacca by Royal 
Nepal Airlines; from many In- 
dian cities by Indian Airlines. 

A visa is needed, available at 
$2 from a Nepalese consulate. 
Smallpox and cholera vaccina- 
tions are required, typhoid shots 
recommended. For more informa-

In Waterbury, Conn., a 
medium-to-high-priced 
building area, Architect 
John Damico managed to 
design this clean-lined, 
spacious house, and see 

it built for under $21,000. 
When the owners, Mr. Rob- 
ert Zappone, a real estate 
consultant, and his wife, 
came to him, they had a 
limited budget and strong 
ideas about the house they 
wanted—ideas that didn’t 
coincide with local 
development housing. 
Damico managed to keep 
the cost down by simplify- 
ing the design (a series 

of slope-hugging boxes, 
flat-roofed to cut the cost of 
site labor) ; by grouping 
the mechanical equipment; 
by selecting standard 
materials familiar to 
workmen, and by carefully 
planning construction (for 
example, wall studs are ex- 
actly 7/10”, just as they 
come from the lumber 
yard). Another 15 to 20 
percent was cut from the 
price when the Zappones 
chose to deal with sub- 
contractors directly, rather 
than hire a general 
contractor. This tactic is 
recommended only for the 
hardy: Mr. Zappone 
discovered that he spent 
“an immense amount of 
time” arranging schedules 
and bargaining with 
craftsmen. Yet, he and his 
wife feel the result was 
worth the effort and 
would do it again.

Tackling the termit 


A few myths exploded 


and facts uncovered on what to do about 


the wood-eating pest 


You may be surprised to learn 
from the map below that only one 
state, Alaska, is today totally free 
of the termite. While it’s true that 
these pests are more prevalent in 
states where summers are long 
and winters short, the incidence 
of termite attack on homes in 
such cool states as Connecticut, 
Michigan, Nebraska, and Oregon 
is on the upswing. No, the pests 
aren't suddenly migrating north; 
they’ve always been in the ground 
(for at least 250 million years, 
say entomologists), but as hous- 
ing replaces woodland, the ter- 
mites’ food source—cellulose in 
any form but mostly wood—has 
shifted from fallen logs to the 
cleanly cut studs, joists, and sill 
plates in centrally heated homes. 
Termites won’t actually cause 
you any physical harm (they 
don’t bite or spread disease), but 
they can bring plenty of mental 
anguish by damaging your prop- 
erty and costing money in repairs 
and extermination. To help you 
understand the termite problem 
and what you can do about it, we 
should clear away some popular 
misconceptions: 
e As long as the house is clean 
no termites will show up. Posi- 
tively not. Termites don’t give a 
hoot about dirt. They’re after 
wood, or wood products, and they 
are just as happy attacking a 
spotless home as one that’s un- 
kempt. 
@ Our house is on a concrete 
slab. There’s no way for termites

to get through. Couldn’t be fur 
ther from the truth. Dr. Walte 
Ebeling, Professor of Entomolo 
at UCLA, believes that termit 
activity is accentuated in th 
northern states because of th 
warmth generated under concret 
slabs. And he calls heated slab: 
“termite blankets,” because th 
slab provides heat and the groun 
has enough moisture to sustai 
termites quite well. Since th 
pests can skim through a crac 
1/64” wide, there are many way: 
they can enter the house (via th 
tiny spaces between drain pi 
and slab, for example). 

e Termites wont attack a ne 
house. Believe that, and you’re i 
for trouble. In Ohio, a custo 
builder of homes in the $75.00 
to $125,000 range told buyers wh 
asked about termites: “Don’t wor. 
ry, there aren’t any aroundhere.” 
In three years, 14 of the 3 
houses he built were infeste 
The result was that the owner 
had to pay fees of from $400 t 
$1,200 to get rid of the insect 
and have the soil treated agains 
further incursions. Had they in 
sisted that the builder treat t 
soil before construction bega 
the cost would not have beer 
more than $75. Moreover. pr 
treatment is just about twice 
effective and twice as long-last 
ing. 

@ Chemically-treated soil is dea 
ly to shrubs and potentially poi 
sonous to pets and small chi 
dren. Again, false. Chemicals i

use today (chlordane, dieldrin, 
aldrin, and heptachlor) are nei- 
ther, provided they are applied 
by reliable professionals. 

An Atlanta pest-control spe- 
cialist recalls that 30 years ago 
soil was poisoned with an arsenic- 


based water solution. “Then, we 


had to ask the homeowner to 
transplant foundation shrubs for 
fear the termite treatment would 
kill them. Nowadays, with new 
chemicals in the hydrocarbon 
group, we can fire away within 
inches of the most delicate aza- 
leas and camellias, and never 
worry.” 


Treating the termite 


What’s the best way to find a 
reliable pest-control man? First, 
determine his qualifications, just 
as you would those of any con- 
tractor, How long has he been in 
business? Ask for references, and 
check them out. Give the firm’s 
name to the Better Business Bu- 
reau, and see if any complaints 
were lodged against it. 

Second, learn whether the com- 
pany is a member of the National 
Pest Control Assn. (a good sign 
if it is). And you can also rely 
on firms that are a part of pro- 
initiated by one of the 
three major suppliers of pest con- 
trol chemicals. (Names at the end 
of this article. ) 

One more way to recognize a 
reputable firm is by the written 
warranty given after a termite 
inspection and treatment. The 
warranty will run for one year. 
If, during that time, termites 
show up, or new termite damage 
is discovered, the company will 
re-treat the soil, and repair the 
damage at their expense. Other 
contracts guarantee against ter- 
mites for five years, but call for 
yearly and reports, 
for which there is a small fee— 
rarely over $25, and often not 
more than $10.

Checking on insect invasion 


How do you tell whether termites 
are in your house? Easiest way 
is to call the firm you’ve checked 
out and ask for an inspection. On 
your own, you could circle the 
basement, jabbing an ice pick or 
penknife into the wood sill plates 
every foot or so. Termites eat 
from the inside of the wood out. 
If the blade pops through the 
wood as though it were butter, 
you can be fairly certain there 
are termites present. 

You may be lucky (or unlucky) 
enough to see a spring (or some- 
times, fall) swarming of termites. 
Swarming is the flight of winged 
from an

colony, on their way to establish 
a new colony. An average colony 
contains 250,000 termites. If this 
happens within the house, you'll 
spot the termites themselves, or 
see the tiny white wings left be-— 
hind, assuming they died trying to 
batter through a window. 

Some people mistake termites 
for flying ants. You can distin- 
guish the termite by its straight, 
well-rounded body, the flying ant 
by its pinched-in waist. 

Suppose you find termites? 
What next? Contact that reliable 
pest-control firm and let them 
wipe out the insects in your home, 
and treat the soil to form a chem- 
ical barrier between house and 
earth. Since the termite depends 
on moisture from the soil for its 
existence, it will die cut off from 
the path back to this supply. 


The cost of putting things right 


Thorough treatment in a_base- 
ment-style or on-slab house will 
take an average of six to eight 
hours. For a larger home—say, 
over 2,500 square feet on one 
level—the applicators may have 
to return the second day to com- 
plete the job. You can plan on 
spending somewhere between 
$150 and $450 for treatment, de- 
pending on where you live (prices 
are somewhat less in the South 
and Southwest), the size of your 
home, and the extent of termite 
damage in your home. As you 
might expect, $150 isn’t the low 
and $450 isn’t the high; those 
figures bracket the average range. 


The Formosan threat 


All this information applies to 
the common subterranean termite, 
the most widely found species in 
the U. S. There is a new but—so 
far—small threat from a termite 
inadvertently imported from For- 
mosa. It was first spotted in Hous- 
ton, Tex. Honolulu, which is

FORMOSANUM 


the late-late lily 


When lilies are mentioned, you 
probably think of Easter and 
midsummer. Unless the temper- 
ature in your area remains around 
zero and below for most of the 
winter, you may be able to add 
Thanksgiving or Christmas to 
your list by growing the For- 
mosanum. My own introduction 
to these marvelous flowers came 
purely by chance. 

While selecting lily seeds, I 
included the Formosanum because 
they were listed as late-blooming 
and would stretch the season a 
few more days. Had I known just 
how late they would be, thoughts 
of having them perish in the cold 
would have frightened me off. 

My Formosanums could not have 
developed under much worse con- 
ditions. In April, 1965 they were 
planted half an inch deep in a 
special seedbed, but it was shared 
with many other types of lilies 
and some evergreen cuttings. The 
bed was on the only spot avail- 
able at the time: the crest of a 
little knoll of semi-hardpan that 
had been pushed up by the bull- 
dozer when our house was built. 
The sides of the bed were made 
of rough-slab wood. To facilitate 
drainage, a layer of large pebbles 
was put in the bottom of the bed. 
Over this scanty base I added 
two inches of ordinary garden 
dirt. After the tiny plants popped 
out of the ground, they had ade- 
quate water, occasional applica- 
tions of liquid fertilizer, and 
were kept reasonably weed-free. 

In two years the various types 
of lilies produced a few blooms. 
And some were going to be rather 
late, indeed. Their buds progressed 
at a completely different rate. At 
the end of September they were 
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still just the tiniest bit plu 
Frost would cut them down if t 
didn’t hurry.

No odor from burnt steak 


Within the walls oi our-home, we 
can already block out street 
noises, maintain an even temper- 
ature, dehumidify summer air, 
humidify winter air, and electron- 
ically filter out pollen and pollu- 
tion. Now, thanks to Honeywell, 
we can eliminate—automatically 
—the final irritant: odor. 

Unlike aerosol sprays, which 
mask odors, or activated charcoal 
filters, which function decreasing- 
ly well as the filter becomes satu- 
rated, Honeywell’s latest (called 
Scentrol) disperses an odor coun- 
teractant that “combines chem- 
ically with odor particles and 
renders them odorless before they 
can annoy,’ according to a 
spokesman for the company. The 
unit is about the size of a porta- 
ble radio, and attaches with its 
own fan to ductwork in a central 
heating and/or cooling system. 

In addition to knocking out ob- 
jectionable odors, Scentrol  re- 
leases a trace of fragrance: mint, 
orange blossom, floral bouquet. 
or mountain air—the last very 
subtle. Cost for the unit is around 
$50. The price for installation 
varies. A three-month supply of 
liquid counteractant is $6 (you 
get the first bottle with the unit). 

Three settings on the unit per- 
mit you to have a low-key, con- 
tinuous elimination of household 
odors, a “high” setting to get rid 
of emergencies like a smoky fire- 
place, and “off” to enjoy nostalgic 
scents like cake baking or freshly 
cut roses. Then, too, if you want- 
ed to get rid of unwanted guests.

Lock with an alarm 


Suppose you’re away from home.

A flour made from a special kind of hard-grained, amber- 
colored durum wheat, used for making macaroni, spaghetti, 
and other pasta. (See page 42 for recipe for homemade 
pasta.) It is sold exclusively to bakers. 


What exactly are fresh breadcrumbs? 


Crumbs that have been freshly made, as against dried 
crumbs. (The term “soft” is sometimes used for fresh.) Rec- 
ipes should and usually do specify the type of crumbs to be 
used. Fresh crumbs are best made from a firm-textured 
bread and most easily in the electric blender. Dried crumbs, 
seasoned and unseasoned, are available commercially. To 
make your own, simply dry bread in a low oven or use 
bread that has already dried out. Here, too, the electric 
blender works like a charm. 


Is Boston bluefish a true bluefish? 


No. It isn’t even in the same family. Dubbed Boston bluefish 
by the New Englanders probably because the uncooked fish, 
much like true bluefish, is dark. The flesh, however. turns 
white when cooked. Boston bluefish actually is pollock, a 
close cousin of both haddock and cod, and of special interest 
now because we are running out of haddock (once the eco- 
nomic mainstay of the New England fishing industry), due 
to overfishing for the last several years. Whether you call it 
pollock or Boston bluefish (we think its name should be 
changed legally), it is well flavored, with a good texture 
that holds up well under freezing. The fresh fish can be pre- 
pared as you would haddock or cod. We refer you to James 
Beard’s Fish Cookery, an excellent authoritative source for 
good fish recipes. For frozen steaks and fillets, follow pack- 
age directions. The Bureau of Commercial Fisheries tells us 
that frozen breaded stick fillets are in the near future. 


Are dried mushrooms interchangeable with fresh? 


It depends. If the mushrooms are to be used to flavor sauces, 
soups, gravies, stews, casseroles, omelets, stuffings, etc., the 

dried are excellent. See Lasagne Bolognese. page 100. On the = 
other hand, if the mushrooms play an important role, such | 
as a duxelles in a Boeuf Wellington, or are sautéed or stuffed 
and used for a meat garnish, or are served with a sauce as an — 
hors d'oeuvres, fresh mushrooms are essential. 


Are dried mushrooms readily available? 


Yes. But note: There are both dried and freeze-dried mush- 
rooms, and there is a marked difference. Freeze-dried, im- 
ported from France and relatively new, come in 1/-ounce 
cans and rehydrate to 54% to 6 ounces. Available in stores 
specializing in fine foods. Dried mushrooms, imported from 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Rumania. as well as from France, 
are available in food stores nationally and are usually | 
packed in 1%-ounce containers. However, in foreign-food 

stores, dried mushrooms are available loose, sliced, caps | 
with stems attached. and caps only. When rehydrated, dried 
mushrooms about double in weight. Excellent as_ these 
products are for flavor, they do not have the crispness of 
fresh mushrooms. [Continued]

When should a Beaujolais be uncorked? 


We queried Chef Jacques Pépin, who grew up in that sec- 
tion of France. He tells us Beaujolais wines are drunk young 
and—unlike Bordeaux or Burgundy wines, which should be 
uncorked a couple of hours before serving to allow the wine 
to breathe—the fruity character of a young Beaujolais, its 
special attraction, is at its best if the wine is uncorked five or 
ten minutes before it is poured. He also says Beaujolais 
should be cool—not cold—when served. 


What does marchand de vin mean? 


Culinarily, it means a red-wine sauce; in the world of com- 
merce, a wine salesman. 


Can you stop milk from “catching” when heated? 


This perennial problem confronts all cooks, big and little. 
We discussed it with Jean-Claude Szurdak, chef-owner of 
New York’s fine Elysée Pastries. He tells us a heavy pan 
and low heat help matters; that the addition of a couple of 
tablespoons of water to the milk may turn the trick; and 
finally that stirring the milk every few minutes while it is 
heating sometimes forestalls sticking. Usually effective in 
these circumstances is the Flame Tamer, a double metal 
device made for both gas and electric stoves that can be used 
in place of a double boiler because it distributes heat so 
evenly. 


What does “water added” on a ham label mean? 


The USDA tells us it means the ham contains up to ten per- 
cent added moisture after it has been cured and processed. 
Under federal inspection regulations, if the added water 
goes beyond ten percent, the product would have to be 
labeled “imitation ham.” 


How did veal birds get their name? 


Mr. Craig Claiborne of The New York Times recently wrote: 
“The chef who first dubbed the dish may have been a French- 
man with a sense of humor. He called his meat roll-ups 
oiseaux sans tétes or ‘headless birds.’” The Italians turned 
the phrase and called them uccellini or uccelleti scappati, 
“little birds that flew away.” So, when the recipe reached 
these shores, the dish became, typically, plain veal birds. 
Whatever the language, they are basically the same: thin 
slices of meat (generally veal. although beef is frequently 
used), filled and rolled, then braised. A further note from 
Mr. Claiborne: “Some Italian menus call veal birds bracio- 
line and rollatine.” 


How do you keep garlic? 


In an open jar in the refrigerator. The garlic doesn’t dry out 
and stays fresh much longer than if it is kept at room 
temperature. 


Should the seeds be left in a cut melon? 


Yes. Remove the seeds only from the piece of the melon you 
are going to eat. Seeds act as a shield to keep the flesh 
moist and fresh. Seal the entire piece, of course, with Saran 
or foil, especially the cut sides. ™ 








loomed behind so that though 
each was separate they seemed in- 
extricably involved. The looking- 
glass whitened its pool upon the 
wall.

The extra dimension that the 
portrait brings is the life of the 
house itself. For the house is a 
being. It is more than the walls, 
the décor, the length of its win- 
dows, the pitch of the roof; more 
sven than the passage of lives 
within, the stain of sound that 
lingers in the air. 

In his poem, “The Fourth of 
July in Maine,” Robert Lowell 
vives shape, as a painter might. 
to the face and faith of early 
houses: “This Colonial 
frame house./willed downward, 
Dear. from you to us./still mat- 
ters—the Americas’ /best artifact 
produced en masse./The found- 
ers’ faith was in decay, and yet 
their building say:/ 
Every time I take a breath./ my 
God you are the air I breathe.’ ” 

From the paintings of the past, 
we learn more than the shape 
and proportion of a house. The 
portrait of a Colonial mansion or 
Cape Cod saltbox does more than 
duplicate what once stood. It il- 
lustrates our heritage. The style 
of the house together with the 
style of the painting deepens our 
knowledge of its owners and their 
times. Having a portrait of one’s 
own house increases public, as 
well as private, heritage. 

In “Mortlake Terrace,” painted 
in 1826 by Turner, light filters 
through trees and mist to fall in 
light and shadow on a quiet cor-

ner of the house away from the 
full-traficked river and the gen- 
tlemen lounging against the para- 
pet before a columned Georgian 
portico. The lawn that stretches 
toward us is being tended by the 
gardeners; their basket of leaves 
sits beneath a tree.

Their future 
hovers and dissipates like the 
mist into the pale sky.

By Helen McCully 


How to make, cook, 
and serve pasta 


Italy's national dish can be a pleasure on your 


table. See story and recipes, pages 98 and 99 


What exactly is pasta? 


The Italian name, used generical- 
ly. for a whole family of doughs 
that come in countless shapes. In 
the U.S. we use the word maca- 
roni, despite the fact that maca- 
roni is a shape. There are two 
main distinctions to be made with 
regard to pastas. There are home- 
made pastas and “factory” pas- 
tas. Manufactured pastas are 
sometimes made with eggs (noo- 
dles always are), and homemade 
are always made with eggs. Green 
pastas are those made with spin- 
ach. If, instead, they have been 
dyed (and this happens). the col- 
or will “bleed” on cooking. So 
make a note to read the label 
when you buy green pastas to de- 
termine how they are colored. 
Pasta, whatever the type, is dis- 
tinguished not by its taste but by 
its texture—determined by a spe- 
cial grind of durum wheat (se- 
molina) used in making it. 


Fresh homemade egg noodles 
made in the electric mixer: 


The electric mixer, a boon to the 
enthusiastic cook, kneads this 
heavy dough far better than hands 
ever could, Of the several books 
we consulted for noodle recipes, 
The Complete Book of Pasta is 
the only one that calls specifical- 
ly for semolina flour. adding, 
however, that all-purpose can be 
used. The recipe also departs 
from all others in that it uses 
both olive oil and water. This 
noodle dough can be used to 
make manicotti, fettuccine, la- 
sagne, cannelloni, and ravioli.

To make noodles 
in a pasta machine: 


Divide the dough into thirds an 
press each into a flat rectanglé 
Using one piece at a time (kee 
the rest covered to prevent ther 
from drying out), set the dial o 
the machine for the widest ope1 
ing (No. 10), and run the doug 
through several times, gradualll 
decreasing the size of the opel 
ing. As the strip of dough lengtl 
ens, fold it in half for each su¢ 
cessive rolling. Use the No. 2 se’ 
ting for the final rolling for car 
nelloni and ravioli. For noodle; 
use a No. 3 or No. 4 setting. 

When using a machine, shap 
and fill the dough immediatel 
for cannelloni and ravioli; alloy 
it to dry briefly before runnin 
through the noodle cutter.

easily. Broadly speaking, it takes 
about 10 minutes to reach this 
degree of perfection but it de- 
pends, obviously, on the shape 
and thickness of the pasta. 

Mr. Jack Denton Scott, author 
of The Complete Book of Pasta, 
says, “At least seven quarts of 
water should be used for one 
pound of pasta. It should be in 
a very deep pot, so the pasta can 
swim. Two tablespoons of salt 
should be added after the water 
is sharply boiling, and the in- 
stant just before the pasta goes 
in the boiling water. To prevent 
the pasta from sticking, a table- 
spoon of olive oil can be added 
to the boiling water, a technique 
employed by chefs. 

To keep the water at this boil- 
ing rate and temperature, after 
adding the salt, turn up the 
heat, then gently add the pasta 
(without breaking) and push it 
down until it is all submerged. 
To stir, use a wooden fork, sep- 
arating the strands as they cook.” 

Keep in mind that macaroni 
and spaghetti almost double in 
volume during cooking. Noodles, 
on the other hand, 
same size. Never. under any cir- 
cumstances, cover the kettle while 
cooking pasta or it will boil over 
and you'll have a mess to clean. 

Now for the timing: Mr. Scott 
says: “Professionals use only one 
test: the tooth.” He suggests that 
the cook begin testing after the 
first three minutes. having at 
hand a small bowl of sauce in 
which to dip the pasta for each 
tasting. “Pasta should be biteable 
and have no flavor of flour—then 
it is done al dente.” 

A final bit of advice: Watch the 
pasta rather than the clock.

How to serve pasta 


Here again there is a slight dif- 
ference of opinion. Most people 
drain the pasta through a sieve, 
but Mr. Scott lifts it from the 
boiling pot with a long fork into 
a large warm bowl in which he 
has some melted butter. He al- 
lows 8 tablespoons (1 stick), for 
a pound of pasta, letting it drain 
off into the cooking pot. When 
all the pasta is in the bowl, he 
adds two turns of the peppermill, 
then tosses the pasta gently with 
a wooden fork and spoon. Finally 
he adds freshly grated Parmesan 
cheese and tosses again. At this 
point the pasta is placed in in- 
dividual bowls ready to receive a 
heaping tablespoon of the sauce 
(see Sauces, page 106) on top.

Seviche 


Diane Franey. who spends her 
summers on Long Island and 
loves to fish, first tasted this dish 
in Mexico, It is customarily made 
with cubes of weakfish, bluefish, 
flounder, red snapper, bass, etc.; 
she adapted the recipe to bay 
scallops, which are in abundance 
during the long, lovely summer. 
It is essential in making this dish 
that the fish be absolutely fresh, 
since the only “cooking”’ is done 
by the action of the lime juice. 


2 cups bay seallops 

1, cup coarsely chopped onion 

2 small green hot peppers, 
minced, or several dashes of 
Tabasco 

5 eup fresh lime juice (about 
114 limes* ) 

1, cup tomato juice 

1, cup olive oil 

1 large ripe tomato, peeled, 
chopped 

114 cloves garlic, peeled, minced 

14 teaspoon dried thyme or 3 
fresh sprigs. minced 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Handful parsley sprigs. minced 

Handful fresh coriander leaves, 
minced (optional) 

1, cup finely chopped sweet red 
peppers (optional) 


Combine all ingredients in a 
large bowl. cover tightly with 
Saran or foil, and refrigerate for 
several hours or, better, over- 
night.

3 cups heavy cream \

Pour the cream into a_ heavy 
saucepan, place over a low heat 
on an asbestos pad or, better, a 
Flame-Tamer. Add the granu; 
lated sugar and heat, stirring 
constantly, until the sugar dis; 
solves and the cream is hot. Do 
not allow it to boil. 

Beat the yolks with a rotary or 
electric beater until light in col- 
or. Add the hot cream very slow- 
ly, stirring constantly with al 
wooden spatula. Do not beat. Stir 
in the vanilla: Strain into a 1- 
quart baking dish (a soufflé dish 
is fine). Place the dish in another 
pan and add hot water to the 
depth of about an inch. 

Bake in a preheated 300° oven 
until a knife inserted in the cen- 
ter comes out clean—that is, 
without any of the custard cling- 
ing to it. About an hour. Lift 
from the pan and allow to stand 
at room temperature until cool. 
Chill in the refrigerator. 

Just before serving, sprinkle 
the brown sugar over the top of 
the custard. Set the baking dish 
in a bed of cracked ice and place 
in a preheated broiler just long 
enough for the sugar to melt, 
Watch sharply to see that the 
sugar doesn’t burn.

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The acknowledged artists in any age 
are the creators who make an im- 
pact on the world they live in,

are loners. Their very claim to fame 
is that they are individuals among 
their kind, standouts in the charts 

of excellence. In current parlance, 
they do their own thing. On the 
following 20 pages, we investigate 
six artists of our time—an

An unconventional arrival. You first have to tell 
that nice Mrs. Rakower at the corner store that you 
have an appointment. She phones Robert Indiana, 
and you walk around the corner to a red door. He 
opens it and leads you up five flights of stairs. 

This, his fifth loft, is in New York’s Little Italy, 
a block from Chinatown, a block from Prince Street 
(which is Puerto Rican) and another block from the 
Jewish ghetto. “I don’t know if it’s some kind of 
latent romanticism within the artist’s character, but 
he always feels more comfortable in a rundown area 
with the feeling of déshabillé about it.” 

Indiana came here from the Middle West, “where 
people lead their lives with blinkers on.” After 15 
years in Manhattan, a succession of lofts. and suc- 
cess as an artist who has “reduced his art to a very 
classic, severe presentation,” he still chooses to live 
in a studio-loft on a dingy, shabby. noisy street on

terrible disrepair when he came upon it five years 
ago. “It took about six months and $9,000 to get the 
loft into shape.” All the windows were scraped down 
by hand—his hand—which took weeks. There was 
a layer of rosin on the floor—thick, congealed wads 
of glue and wax. “One afternoon I spent four hours 
just trying to clear away one square foot. I gave up 
and had a new floor put in. The landlord provides 
nothing, so in a sense it is a cold-water flat. I have 
hot water, which I supply myself.” 

Enormous, blooming plants seem to thrive on the 
loft life. “When I was a child,” Indiana said, “gar- 
dens, flowers, landscaping fascinated me. Many of 
my early drawings are concerned with flowers. The 
reason the plants do so well is that they’re placed 
against the south windows—they’ll suffer a little this 
winter. One of the unfortunate things is that we heat 
by gas, and plants are not too fond of gas.” 

He is not a morning person—in fact, if you want 
to reach him, don’t try until noon. “It takes me 
most of the morning to warm up, which is just as 
well in this studio because the light is so strong it’s 
unpleasant. By the time I’m ready to work, say at 
eleven or twelve o’clock, the sun has swung around 
to the plant side, which is great for them.” 

The studio, which is an extension of the artist, 
just grew, unplanned, into sections for sleeping, 
eating, cooking, working, and sitting. What is it 
like to be completely and confidently surrounded by 
what you have created? Though Indiana shares the 
studio with another artist, William Katz, it reflects, 
he says, the bachelor spirit. “If one is married—and 
the artist’s life does not lend itself to domesticity— 
one has to compromise on comfort and the views 
of another person. Someone who lives by himself 
can live much more creatively and completely. Al- 
though Bill works here (he cooks as creatively as a 
painter paints), there is no domestic situation that 
demands compromise.” 

He looked around the studio. “I’ve made some of 
these things, and I’ve found some. As an artist I 
don’t consider myself an observer, and my work 


never reflects the scene. (Continued on page 166)

The villa in Parma has been in the Lan- 
franchi family since the early 1400’s. During 
World War II, 25 families took refuge in its 
enormous rooms. Eventually the Partisans 
came and took anything of value that could be 
carried away. Anna and Mario continue to 
search for the missing—or similar—paintings, 
mirrors, silver, and furniture. Piece by piece 
they have lovingly reassembled the rooms. 

When Anna talks about the house in Parma, 
her voice reflects a new aura of softness. “It is 
a heaven place. Quiet, and good air. Through 
lue stone gate, a long drive, with lots of flow- 
ers and ancient trees along the way. The walls 
of the old house are so thick, it is cool inside 
even in August.” Last summer they added a 
swimming pool with huge terra-cotta tubs of 
oleanders and geraniums nearby. 

Anna is as comfortable in the kitchen as she 
is on the stage at the Metropolitan. “I like to 
cook everything. Most people do who love 
to eat, you know.” She is what we least expect 
of a great opera singer: an international 
beauty with a bubbly, exuberant naiveté. But 
she is also what we expect: glamorous and 
supremely disciplined. For all the eating, she 
remains a model size eight, the delight of Val- 
entino. who designed all the clothes shown on 
ihese pages. “You wouldn’t believe how square 
iud ugly I was as a student. Only serious 
clothes. No makeup. Tons of books.” 

Anna loves to entertain and to be with peo- 
ple. How she entertains depends on which 
house, and whether or not Mario can be with 
her. “He likes to be with people he enjoys 
socially. He dedicates himself to the meal and 
likes to be perfectly placid. We always eat off 
silver. On the other hand, | don’t mind mixing 
business with pleasure, especially in New 
York. There is so little time, I can satisfy my 
urge to cook, eat, entertain, and discuss busi- 
ness all at once.” 

After so much beauty in her own homes, 
how does Anna survive hotel living? “I can 
adjust instantly. First, | am never in one place 
long enough to worry about it. By the time [ 
arrive, there are flowers in the room. | turn off 
tne phone, and in America I may look for a 
TV set just as a sleeping pill. Its my way of 
unwinding. I don’t do any of that business of 
carrying my own pillow.” 

And practice? “Always. Even when I am 
filming, there are minutes between takes. When 
| am going to sing, I don’t dare go out the day 
before because | talk myself to death. But I 
admit, seclusion is difficult. | am lured by the 
telephone, and that can be even worse. | have 
to consciously make myself stand and speak 
with the same support I use singing.” 

Anna Moffo knows life in extremes—from 
being the object of rapturous applause from 
90,000 in a live audience to days alone in 
which she draws strength to die as Violetta. 
Her secret? “I always have fun.”

By MELISSA SUTPHEN Jerry Orbach 
may rent out his on-stage apartment to 
philandering executives every night in 
Broadway's Promises, Promises, but the 
Manhattan brownstone where he heads 
when the curtain falls is his for keeps.

Jerry Orbach and his 
wife Marta live on a street so quiet that 
in summer “the only sound that wakes us 
is the lawnmower going next door.” 
Five years ago they took a flyer and 
plunked down all their savings on a rather 
ragtag boarding house in New York’s 
Chelsea district. It was only the second 
place they had been shown, but it took 
only a quick tour to sell them. Once head- 
quarters for a bakers’ union, it had some 
distinguished quirks.

Still, the huge 
kitchen, with 19th-century copper trim 
over the stove, catches most of the action.

(They married in 1958 when both were in 
The Threepenny Opera in New York.) 
Jerry’s father managed restaurants in the 
East. and out in San Francisco Marta’s 
whole family cooked memorable feasts. 
What is now on the Chelsea table is of 
utmost importance, too. The Orbachs to- 
gether explore old city markets to collect 
regional foods (sausages from Toronto, 
tortillas from Los Angeles) the way most 
people collect Green Stamps.

“Td like to wave

By KEVEN SOHIGIAN Mrs. Graham Pratt 
is a happily transplanted Manhattanite, 
whose “first real house” sits on a hilltop 
above Los Angeles. Mrs. Pratt—Leslie 
Uggams to stage and TV audiences—is 
now only minutes away from the studios 
where she has to spend much of her time. 

“It’s impossible to live like this in New 
York and not be miles away from your 
work,” says Leslie. And, though she cried 
for the first two months in California, she 
has now succumbed to the relaxed and 
easy pace of Los Angeles. Since she does 
all the cooking herself, the quick trip 
home from the studio, always well after 
five. is a welcome convenience. 

The Pratts once had a palatial country 
house far outside New York. “But we we e 
there only on rare weekends and never did 
have time to do anything with it.” Their 
Beverly Hills home is quite different in 
feeling, a rambling ranch-style house they 
share with a great Dane puppy named 
Sasha, a Silky called Sidney, and a re- 
volving -contingent of house guests.

MCKUEN 


“My house is beautiful to 
me, but nobody else ts 
going to care about it ” 


By SUE NIRENBERG- Eight—actually eight—for- 
eign cars were parked in front of this loner-poet’s 
house. Inside. managers, press agents, publishers, 
and Rod Mckuen, a gentle, restless man—you may 
not have heard of him if you’re over 30—who works 
and sings on concert stages in sneakers, chinos, and 
often a sweatshirt (it says “I’m Strong But I Like 
Roses’’). 

No solitary, passive rejecter of life. Rod McKuen 
is enthusiastic, sought-after, and at this time in his 
life. surrounded. Loner? “People think a loner is 
lonely,” he says in one of the songs he has written, 
“but it’s really not wanting to put all your marbles 
in one pocket.” Indeed, he doesn’t. Poetry. Records. 
Movie scores. Television. 

“When I get done with it, I just move on to the 
next thing.’ McKuen says. Always working. Always 
moving—in place, as well as in work. But even a 
loner has to have a place to hang his hat. McKuen, if 
he has one, hangs it in a small stucco house in Los 
Angeles overlooking the San Fernando Valley. Two 
bedrooms, living room, dining area, kitchen, large 
workroom. 

“It’s hardly a showplace.” Nor does he care, and 
you have the feeling that he wouldn't care much 
either if it blew away. “The bottom could drop out 
of everything for me tomorrow. If no one would buy 
my books, if the house disappeared, I doubt if it 
would make any difference. It’s gotta be within me.” 

Nevertheless, he enjoys the house. “The only pos- 
sessions | dig are my records and my paintings.” 
Although McKuen’s living room is furnished with 
perfectly respectable classics (“the incidental objects 
are not much”), it is the workroom in which he is 
the most interested. McKuen’s code: “I want to do 
things that are genuine reflections of me.” This is 
the room where he turns them out. “I have 12.000 
records in this room—8,000 in storage.” The bar- 
ber’s chair in the corner has no special meaning— 
i's a present from his press agent, Jay Allen, “a 
nice man who knows I like kooky things. 

“I’m hung up on animals. The outsize furniture is 
for them as much as for me. I hole up at the house 
for days at a time—it’s got to be comfortable. | 
believe in comfort.” One of the large sheep dogs 
(there are cats, too) is Mr. Kelly, McKuen’s con- 
stant sofa companion.

Immediately after receiving your kit, open it and remove 
the rosebush. Spread out the roots in a box or pail and cover 
them with moist peat moss. Until the ground outdoors thaws 
enough to allow permanent planting of the rose, keep it in a 
dark, cool place, possibly in a corner of the garage. 

Next, open the tote bag to allow air to reach the seeds and 
bulbs inside. As soon as you can, plant the tuberous begonia 
and geranium seeds in order to have summer blooms. 

The first warm day that the soil can be worked, plant the 
rosebush, the 25 de Caen poppy anemone rhizomes, the 15 
Dutch iris corms, and the Knee-Hi sweet-pea seeds. 

Four to eight weeks before the last freezing temperatures 
are expected in your region, plant the perennial seeds indoors.

dwarf carnation. viola, Gloriosa daisy, and Madcap hollyhock. 

Of the six herbs and two salad vegetables in the kit, only the 
Red Cherry tomatoes need to be started indoors, ideally eight 
to twelve weeks before warm weather. All the others do just as 
well sown directly in the garden: basil, dill, sage. savory, sweet 
majoram, thyme, and bronze-and-green Prize Head lettuce. 

When spring planting is in full swing in your area, all the 
other seeds and the dozen gladiolus corms can go in where 
they are to grow and bloom. 

Flowering kale is probably the most unusual item in the kit. 
It grows as easily from seed as a radish, and can be planted 
outdoors any time until the end of June. The plants resemble 
cabbage, but the leaves are ivory or pinkish-lavender with 
edges blue-green and ruffled from late summer until winter. 

Before you plant any seeds or bulbs from the kit, study the 
instructions that accompany the new chemical, Water Mate. 
This wetting agent in effect makes water “wetter.” Use it 
indoors and out to effectively moisten dry soil. 

By the end of spring your Garden Kit will be planted, and 
from it will grow flowers for any garden, however large or 
small, and whether it must survive city smog, salty air at a 
weekend place, or neglect. There will be anemones and Dutch 
iris in spring, first roses in June, soon joined by a wave of 
bloom from annuals that lasts until frost. By July, there will be 
gladiolus, begonias, and geraniums. 

Just before heavy frost, dig the tubers of any favorite dahl- 
ias and the gladiolus corms. Bring in geraniums for winter 


bloom, and as many begonias as you can use next year.

MAISON IMPOSSIBLE 


A California designer performs 
space wizardry on a miniature lot 


By JAMES DELONG Left over from the 
dividing of an old estate, this steep 60’ 
by 80’ site in land-scarce Sausalito, 
Calif. had consistently defied the dreams 
of former owners to put a house on it. 
It looks out across the bay to the spec- 
tacular alabaster cityscape of San Fran- 
cisco and, despite its tiny size and seem- 
ing impossibilities, its value through 
the years of changing hands soared until 
the price was as staggering as the view. 

John Carden Campbell, Director of 
the California School of Design in San 
Francisco, weighed the problems and 
decided that the amenities of the lot 
made it worth the price. In addition to 
the view, the getaway life of the village 
nestling near the other end of the 
Golden Gate Bridge appealed to him. 
“It’s the kind of place,” he says, “where 
you can go to first-run movies in your 
old clothes.” 

Though the land price was dismaying 
and the rising costs of hillside con- 
struction alarming, he set out to achieve 
the impossible dream. Turning himself 
into a miserly wizard, he tightened his 
belt, thought simple thoughts, and 
threw out the frills—from there on, 
everything he touched turned into pure

space. Working up from the double car- 
pori, opposite, he made a quiet sleeping 
and study area on the second level.

A note to other would-be misers: 
Faced with a choice between an eight- 
foot or a twelve-foot-high ceiling in his 
living room, Mr. Campbell calculated 
the difference and found that the higher 
space would cost about $300 more. He 
figures his “splurge” added $10,000 
to the value of the house.

Look for lustrous linen itself, in main- 
tenance-free cloths with a crisp hand and 
coarse weave which need little or no iron- 
ing, shed stains, release soil . . . provided 
you treat them fairly. (Don’t send per- 
manent-press items out to be laundered, 
for the easy-care properties will eventu- 
ally be removed with the stains. Always 
take them from the dryer before tum- 
bling ceases to insure a smooth, wrinkle- 
free surface. ) 

Let pristine polyester lace or organdy 
grace your formal dinner tables. Easy- 
care cottons, powerfully printed, will 
spark your breakfast scenes. (The all- 
over designs mask tiny creases and elimi- 
nate that touch-up ironing. ) 

Consider, for partying at separate card 
tables, the new-look paper cloths with 
soft drapability. (They can even be 
washed once or twice, though laundering 
does remove the flameproof quality. ) 

Since mealtimes today may find you 
dining off anything but the traditional 
wood, choose textures as carefully as 
fabrics. Match the cool look of a glass 
mat to a glass table, or a pewter mat on 
a sleek sheet of slate. Or bring out the 
pattern of latticed wood on a bright, lac- 
quered Parsons table. (Wipe-clean, mini- 
care items all.)

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FINDING YOUR WAY 

AROUND THE PASTA FAMILY 
The hundreds of kinds of pasta available 
today here and in Italy are staggering. 
but they break down, roughly, into these 
groups: 





Rope or string pasta, which includes spa- 
ghetti, fidellini, vermicelli, linguine. 





Tubular pastas, both plain and ribbed, 
hollow or pierced, familiarly known as 
macaront, ranging in size from bucati (no 
larger than spaghetti) to tufoli, a good 
inch in diameter. 





Flat or ribbon pastas, which include all 
types of noodles (fettuccine, for example ) 
and lasagne, in varying widths, sometimes 
rippled on one or both sides. 





Fancy-shape pastas include stars, curls, 
diamonds, bows, shells, butterflies, and 
the old familiar alphabet letters. Very tiny 
shapes are used in soups, larger ones in

Fettuccine Ravetto 


[ Fettuccine with cheese, 
cream, egg, and truffle] 


In The Complete Book of Pasta, (Mor- 
row), Jack Denton Scott writes: “I have 
never seen fettuccine served more skill- 
fully or had it taste better than at the 
restaurant of my friend Harris Ravetto.” 

Although fettuccine is a specialty of 
the house, the cuisine at Ravetto’s is ac- 
tually Continental. Situated on Route 
118, five miles north of Yorktown 
Heights, N.Y., the restaurant is open 
every evening except Tuesday for dinner, 
and on cool nights there’s a cheerful fire 
in the fireplace. 

At the restaurant the cooked fettuccine 
is dressed in a chafing dish before your 
eyes, but it can be done successfully by 
you in a pot over low heat on your stove. 
Here is the recipe as it is prepared and 
served at Ravetto’s: 


1 pound fettuccine, cooked, page 42 

8 tablespoons (1 stick) sweet butter, 
softened 

14 cup heavy cream 

Loads of freshly ground black pepper 

5 ounces freshly grated Parmesan 
(about 14 cup grated) 

1 ege yolk 

1 white truffle, thinly sliced* 


Toss the hot, drained fettuccine with the 
butter until well mixed. Add the cream, 
the black pepper, the cheese, and the egg 
yolk. Toss lightly again. Finally, add the 
truffle wafers and toss again. 

“Save the liquid from the truffle can 
and add to the fettuccine when you add 
the truffle wafers. Serves 4 to 6. 


Lasagne Bolognese 


1 pound package green lasagne* 
(about 20 pieces) 

144 ounces dried mushrooms, soaked 

4 tablespoons (14 stick) butter 

1 clove garlic, peeled, whole 

3 or 4 sprigs parsley, minced 

1144 cups milk 

Pinch salt 

Béchamel Sauce, page 107 

Bolognese Meat Sauce, page 106 

1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 


There are four steps in preparing this 
famous dish. First, the ragu. the Bol- 
ognese Meat Sauce, traditionally served 
with Lasagne Bolognese but also many 
other kinds of pasta; then, the Béchamel: 
next, the Mushroom Sauce; finally, cook- 
ing the lasagne and assembling the dish. 

Care must be taken in choosing the 


dish in which the Lasagne Bolognese is 
to be baked and served. If you use wide, 
flat commercial lasagne, you will need an 
oblong ovenproof baking dish (porce- 
lain earthenware or metal pan, approxi- 
mately 8” by 12” by 12”). If, on the 
other hand, you make your own lasagne, 
you can cut it into any shape you like. 
Small shapes. such as 3” squares or 
rounds, will fit into a deep, round baking 
dish comfortably. 

Cook the lasagne in boiling, salted 
water as directed on the package, or see 
page 42. Drain thoroughly. 

Cover the mushrooms with boiling 
water and allow to stand 20 minutes. 
Drain thoroughly. Heat 2 tablespoons of 
butter in a heavy skillet. Add the garlic 
and sauté until golden brown, taking 
care not to allow it to burn or the butter 
will turn bitter. Discard the garlic. 

Chop the drained mushrooms coarse- 
ly. Add to the skillet with the parsley, 
milk, and a good pinch of salt. Bring to 
a boil, then simmer about 15 minutes. 

Butter the baking dish generously. 
Cover the bottom with a layer of lasagne, 
add a thin layer of Béchamel, then 
Bolognese Meat Sauce, and sprinkle with 
a tablespoon of grated Parmesan. Con- 
tinue until all the ingredients are used 
up. substituting the Mushroom Sauce for 
two or three layers of the meat sauce. 
Finish with a layer of lasagne, sprinkle 
generously with grated cheese, and dot 
with butter. Bake in a preheated 375° 
oven for 45 minutes or until a light 
golden crust has formed. Serve piping 
hot, straight from the dish, to 6 or 8. 

“Green lasagne can usually be found 
in food stores in Italian neighborhoods. 
Although green is traditional in this rec- 
ipe, you can use the regular lasagne. To 
make your own lasagne, see page 42.

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Well-favored wines of Alsace 


The northeast corner of France 


sends us a variety of white wines that are 


Louis XIV called it “Le Beau Jardin,” 
but its rolling hills have seen so much 
conflict that there has hardly been peace 
enough to justify the name. Now, finally, 
in the last 25 years the trees and vines of 
Alsace have come back to produce again 
the fruits of the soil that the Roi Soleil 
enjoyed so much. Among these, none 
have matured to better purpose than the 
grapes and their namesake wines. 

Today, among the noble vintages of 
France the white wines of Alsace have a 
character, an integrity all their own. 
More than just having its own distinctive 
climate and ways of making wine, Alsace 
has grape varieties different from the re- 
mainder of France. These are the Ries- 
ling, Gewurztraminer, Sylvaner (three 
most often exported), the Pinot Gris or 
Tokay d’Alsace, and a Muscat whose 
wine differs from most other Muscats in 
being completely dry. 


Naming the wines 


Alsatians call their best wines by the 
names of the grapes, like the winemakers 
of California but unlike producers else- 
where in France and in the rest of the 
world, who usually name their wines for 
a place, district, town, valley or vine- 
yard. Thus when you pick up one of the 
tall graceful green bottles (like those 
used for wines of the Moselle) you see by 
the label first that it’s a “Vin d’ Alsace,” 
then a “Riesling” or another variety 
(and in Alsace it must be 100 percent 
what it says, not two-thirds as in Ger- 
many or more than half as in Califor- 
nia), then the vintage year, and finally 
the name of the producer or shipper. 


Since there is little use of district or vine- 
yard names, the name of the producer 
has added importance, for the wine is his 
personal selection or blend. If you want 


the same wine again, you must look for

his brand, not for just another Riesling 
from Alsace. 

The wine you find is almost certain to 
be white. There is a small quantity of red 
wine made from the Pinot Noir, the 
great red Burgundy grape. But Alsace is 
too far north for it to do very well, and 
the wine is less like a red Burgundy than 
a dark-colored rosé. It tastes best chilled. 

But the cool northern climate that lim- 
its the success of the reds works wonders 
for the whites, particularly the Riesling, 
as it does in Germany. There’s a ten- 
dency to lump the wines of Alsace with 
those of Germany, and, while partly jus- 
tified, this is better avoided if only be- 
cause the Germans did it by force from 

370 to 1918 and again from 1940 to 
1945, when they occupied the country. 
Actually Alsace is one of those border 
areas successfully blending two cultures, 
and in the days before modern nation 
states this presented no problems. Here 
lay the heart of the Holy Roman Empire. 
Johann Gutenberg was able to migrate 
from Mainz to Strasbourg (where he 
probably built his first printing press 
about 1437) without crossing national 
boundaries. 


A lull in quality 


At that time and dating back to the visits 
of the Roman legions, the wines of Alsace 
were popular and choice, as their early 
export to England and Scandinavia tes- 
tifies. But during subsequent periods of 
devastating war and economic chaos they 
declined in quality and acceptance. Un- 
der the half-century of German occupa- 
tion following the Franco-Prussian War, 
Alsatian wines were used to make every- 
day German blends. With no better fate 
in prospect, growers either neglected 
their vines or planted inferior grapes 
easier to cultivate and higher in yield. 


still good buys in a rising market 


The revival of distinctive high-quality 
wines of Alsace dates from 1920, and 
progress was retarded first by the Great 
Depression, then by World War II, 
which raged through the villages and 
vineyards between Mulhouse, Colmar, 
and Strasbourg. Only today are the Al- 
satian wines showing their great poten- 
tial, with concentration on growing the 
best grapes. producing wines of excep- 
tional quality, and the beginning of nam- 
ing wines for particular vineyards. 


A successful revival 


At a recent count Alsace was reported to 
produce 131 different wines, plus 36 spe- 
cies of peaches, 33 varieties of apples, 29 
sorts of plums, 27 kinds of pears, and 
seven different mushrooms. No need to 
wonder why Louis thought of it as one 
extensive garden. Stretching from the 
Vosges to the Rhine with Switzerland to 
the south and Germany to the east and 
north, this easternmost 
France reminds one of Shangri-la, of a 
hidden paradise or mythical storybook 


province of 


kingdom unique in language, landscape, 
architecture, and everything else, includ- 
ing food and wine. 

In the face of universal standardiza- 
tion, Alsace retains its traditional char- 
acter to a reniarkable degree. There's 
some advantage in its being relatively 
removed from the tourist track—though 
it rewards the perceptive visitor at all 
seasons. Traveling through orchards and 
vineyards by car or train (better still by 
bicycle or on foot) one comes upon un- 
believably picturesque medieval villages 
where storks still nest in chimneys and 
life seems to move at the moderate pace 
of the Ill, the rivulet flowing into the 
Rhine from which Alsace takes its name. 
The small city of Colmar, which is the

Tokay d’ Alsace 


Next after Riesling in my selec- 
tive affection comes a wine you 
probably cannot yet find, Tokay 
d’Alsace. This is the local name 
for the Pinot Gris, which is 
thought to have been brought 
from Hungary, where Tokaj 
comes from. But it’s nothing what- 
ever like Hungarian Tokaj, which 
is made from the Furmint grape. 
Tokay d’Alsace or Pinot Gris is 
a heady and full-bodied wine, 
opulent without being sweet. The 
Alsatians drink it with rich but 
not sweet food, with their world- 
famous Strasbourg foie gras, with 
a succulent roast of beef or game. 
Production is not great—the 
grape is hard to grow—but we 
will surely be seeing it. Pinot 
Gris is a ravishingly beautiful 
wine; please take care not to 
confuse it with vin gris, an un- 
interesting rosé. 

Now we come to Gewurz- 
traminer, which to many wine 
lovers is the distinctive wine of 
Alsace. Its big bouquet and spicy 
taste (“Gewiirz” means “spice” 
in German) make it one of those 
useful wines that very nearly go 
with everything, including a Chi- 
nese banquet or an Indian curry. 
Alsatians see it as the best wine 
to drink with cheese, with their 
Muenster or with Roquefort, and 
with a dessert that’s not too 
sugary, such as a sweet-sour fruit 
tart. Gewurztraminer also does 
honor to the rich goose liver of 
Alsace (if you can’t find Pinot 
Gris), more than the tradition- 
ally recommended sweet Sau- 
ternes does. 

The Muscat d’Alsace is no 
better known to us than the Pinot 
Gris, alas, and it’s likely to 
take longer on the way. Well- 
chilled, it makes an interesting 
apéritif, dry but fruity, even 
musky. To call its taste pervasive 
or distinctive rather dodges the 
issue. It seems that some people 
like Muscat grapes, others don’t. 
If you do, you'll probably be 
fascinated by this surprisingly 
dry wine. 


The ubiquitous Sylvaner 


There are three lesser but not 
insignificant wines of Alsace; the 
one you will see most often is 
Sylvaner. This grape also grows 
profusely in Germany. It gives 
light, fresh wines to use in all 
the ways you use dry Rieslings, 
beginning with fish. Try it with a 
platter of cold cuts or sausages, 
when you might find a Riesling a 
bit too elegant. Or with Chou- 
croute Garnie, that refinement of

sion to the suburbs of gastron- 
omy. The Alsatians do it by 
draining the sauerkraut and re- 
placing part of the vinegar with 
wine. If you’re one of the people 
who can live without sauerkraut, 
you may serve a similar dish (of 
ham, pork chops, bacon, and 
sausages) based on an Alsatian 
potée of stewed carrots, potatoes, 
beans, peas, cauliflower, cabbage, 
and other vegetables. Or drink 
Sylvaner with a stew of pork, 
lamb, and beef with onions and 
potatoes, the country dish called 
Baeckaoffa that turns up now and 
then on the menu at the Brasserie 
in New York. 

The other named grapes found 
occasionally are Pinot Blane (or 
Klevner) and Chasselas, the form- 
er considered an all-purpose wine, 
the latter usually used in blends 
called Zwicker, or, when made 
from noble varieties of grapes, 
Edelzwicker. Many shippers pro- 
duce an inexpensive blend or two 
of these lesser grapes bearing 
trade names like Fleur d’Alsace, 
Crystal, or Charmant.

The clams must be thoroughly 
scrubbed with a stiff brush, then 
soaked in fresh water for about 
half an hour to get rid of any 
sand.

Sauces for pasta 


Pesto alla Genovese 
[Genoese Basil Sauce] 


This marvelous sauce, described 
by Elizabeth David as “the best 
pasta sauce in the whole of Italy,” 
is served with spaghetti, lasagne, 
tagliatelle—in fact, any pasta you 
fancy. It is also used as a flavor- 
ing in minestrone (a tablespoon 
or so stirred in at the last minute 
gives a most delicious flavor). 
Further, it is very good mixed 
into baked potatoes in place of 
butter. The only hitch to this 
great sauce is that you must have 
fresh basil. However, once the 
sauce is made it can be frozen, 
so any foresighted pesto fan can 
make up a big batch in the sum- 
mer and savor it in the dead of 
winter. We suggest freezing it in 
individual ice-cube containers.

In Italy pesto is made by pound- 
ing the mixture to a paste in a 
mortar, but we’ve found it much 
easier and just as good when done 
in the electric blender. 

Combine the basil leaves (no 
stems) with garlic, salt, nuts, and 
1 cup of oil in the container of 
the blender. Blend at high speed 
until smooth. Pour into a bowl 
and stir in both cheeses. If it 
seems too thick (the sauce should 
have the consistency of creamed 
butter) beat in more oil. This 
makes about 114 to 2 cups. Since 
you allow about 2 tablespoons of 
pesto for each serving, this 
amount goes quite a long way. 

To serve, place a serving of 
the pasta in a heated soup plate;

add 2 tablespoons or so of the 
cold pesto and a big lump of 
sweet butter. The butter and 
sauce are mixed into the pasta, 
individually, at the table. Grated 
Parmesan is served separately. 
*Mrs. Alexander Calder’s rec- 
ipe for pistou, the French ver- 
sion (Réalités, October 1969), 
calls for Gruyére cheese in place 
of the Sardo. This is rather in- 
teresting in view of the fact Mr. 
Edelman of New York’s Ideal 
Farms tells us that Sardo is a 
sharper cheese than Parmesan and 
is used primarily in recipes to 
give the completed sauce (or 
dish) a little extra bite. He goes 
on to say that in Southern Italy 
cooks would probably choose a 
Romano over a Sardo. Sardo 
cheese available in the U.S. comes 
not from Italy but Argentina. 
Pesto alla Genovese, in 4%- 
ounce cans, is available in stores 
specializing in Italian foods. 


Basic Tomato Sauce* 


2 cans (1-pound, l-ounce size ) 
Italian tomatoes, or 3 pounds 
very ripe plum tomatoes, 
peeled, seeded, and diced 

1 big clove garlic, peeled, split 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 teaspoon salt 

Loads of freshly grated black 
pepper 

1 tablespoon sweet dried basil 
or 3 tablespoons fresh, minced 
very fine 


Push the canned tomatoes 
through a food mill or fine sieve. 
Save the leaves of basil you'll 
find in the cans. 

Combine the garlic and olive 
oil in a deep skillet. Simmer over 
very low heat until the garlic has 
browned lightly. Do not allow it 
to burn or the sauce will be bit- 
ter. Press the garlic with a spa- 
tula to extract all its flavor; then 
discard. Dump the tomatoes (ei- 
ther kind) all at once into the 
pan. Add the salt and pepper, the 
basil, and the basil from the can. 
Cook over a low heat, stirring fre- 
quently, until the sauce is well 
mixed and starts to boil. Turn 
heat very low and cook until the 
juices have evaporated (about 40 
to 45 minutes) and the sauce 
thickens sufficiently so that a 
spoon pulled through it leaves a 
light path. Taste here for season- 
ing. Makes about 2% cups. 

*This sauce can be used to

to remove himself from other art- 
ists—in fact, he adds, “I don't 
think it’s even desirable.

When Gene Boucher, a baritone 
at the Metropolitan Opera, is not 
singing, he may unwind by hand- 
pulling coarse K-32 fescue from 
his bluegrass lawn, which he finds 
“sood therapy, two hours at a 
time,” or by painstakingly prun- 
ing a rosemary plant to bonsai 
form. 

Boucher’s operatic schedule var- 
jes widely. Sometimes he sings 
“everything in a week, then noth- 
ing for days.” Plants can’t adapt 
as easily as people to this kind 
of erratic care. “My house plants 
survive,’ he explains, “because 
the humidity is controlled auto- 
matically. Otherwise, there would 
be no hope for them. I keep the 
furnace humidity control at maxi- 
mum most of the year so that 55 
percent relative humidity is main- 
tained in the house. There is a 
‘separate humidifier in the plant 
‘room (photo above) which main- 
‘tains at least 70 percent humid- 
ity. Besides, what singer wouldn't

| Herbs are Boucher’s specialty. 
Most grow in an entry garden, 
the neat beds radiating from a 
large rock which came out of the 
excavation for the house and 
swimming pool, situated about an 
thour’s drive north of New York. 
| Annual herbs are started from 
jseeds each year, but Boucher is 
never able to give them an early 
‘start because he is always on 
ispring tour.

“The clippings go into paper 
bags to dry in the attic. I never 
wash any of the leaves before- 
hand because no pesticides are 
used in the garden, and dust is 
no problem here. When dry, I 
strip the leaves from the stems, 
put them through a sieve to re- 
move sticks and other debris, and 
then bottle to use at home and to 
give away.” 

Of the non-culinary herbs, 
Boucher grows lavender for flow- 
ers and fragrance. Sweet wood- 
ruff is used as a ground cover in 
moist, partially shaded places. 
Santolina is fine in clumps, but 
could also be used in a more for- 
mal herb garden as a low clipped 
hedge. Rue makes a pleasant ac- 
cent of blue-green foliage. 

Boucher has let Corsican mint 
spread naturally through the herb 
garden. This little carpetlike plant 
grows flat against the ground giv- 
ing the appearance of beautiful 
green moss. It is excellent be- 
tween flagstones. In another part 
of the garden three kinds of 
creeping thyme mingle, giving 
subtle color and scent contrasts. 
Also used as a ground cover is 
the everbearing French strawber- 
ry which thrives in any sunny 
place and gives a constant crop 
of the tasty “fraises des bois.”

There are two outstanding bene- 
fits to gain by hiring a 

vood architect. The most impor- 
tant is an allotment of space 
inside the house that fils 
known—and sometimes un- 
known and unrealized—needs. 
The second is a pleasing exterior 
appearance and an intelligent 
relationship between 

house and land. 

The fine house you see here 
is virtually a textbook case. 
Located in Kent, Ohio, it’s 
the home of Kent State Univer- 
sity Professor Lotar Stahlecker 
and his wife. The architect was 
Gerald Rembowski of 
Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio. Here’s 
how it evolved. 

The Stahleckers came to 
Architect Rembowski with a 
combination of needs that 
translated into a generous-size 
house (ultimately 2200 square 
feet within, plus 600 square 
feet of garage and outside 
storage). But the lot was small 
—only 75’ by 133’, and the 
Stahleckers wanted to conserve 
every tree on the property. The 
architect’s solution: a two- 
story home, shaped to save the 
trees. Simultaneously, he 
oriented the house for privacy 
from the street (off to the right 
in the plans and drawing), 
relating living areas to the 
view, and kept construction 
costs as low as possible (i.e. no 
unnecessary wings, 
indentations, or frills). 

To capture the full view of the 
ravine behind the house—a 
glorious sight in spring, 
filled with wildflowers. the 
blossoms of cherry trees. and 


new greenery of tall oaks— 
Rembowski put the living areas 
on the second level. This move 
also allowed inexpensive use of 
lower-level roofs as sundecks. 
Thus the Stahleckers, who enjoy 
entertaining, won a large 
living/dining area, open to the 
view, spilling out on warm 
days to the deck. and convenient 
to (but not on top of) 

the kitchen. 

And more gains: The lower- 
level den, quiet and separate, 
provides the professor with a 
home office. and the guestroom 
allows apartment-like living 
for exchange students. 

Finally, the straightforward 
glass walls. redwood siding, 
and flat roofs blend in a series of 
handsome, balanced planes.

Oriental slant on exercising 


Like it or not, this is the youth age. Today, women 
(and men, too) are more concerned about keeping 
young as long as possible than growing old grace- 
fully.

In brief, ac- 
cording to Mr. Claude Terrail, owner of the Tour d’Argent, 
this is what goes on: A 2-pound duck is roasted at a high 
heat for about 20 minutes. It is then taken to the table with) 
the sautéed, puréed duck liver. The legs are removed (some- 
times they are sent back to the kitchen to be grilled). The. 
breast, carved in thin slivers, is placed in a warm chafing 
dish. Juices and blood are extracted from the carcass in the 
duck press, warmed with the liver. finished with brandy, Ma- 
deira, salt and pepper, and poured over the sliced breast. 
Served immediately. 


What does quatre-épices mean? 


It means “four spices” and is actually a blend made in these 
proportions: 3 tablespoons ground white pepper, 5  table- 
spoons ground cloves, 3 teaspoons ground nutmeg, and 3 tea- 
spoons ground ginger. Combine them all in a small jar, screw 
on a tight lid. and shake until they are well mixed. The 
French add quatre-épices to stews, sweet yellow vegetables: 
such as carrots. to bean and bacon soup, and sprinkle it over| 
sautéed mushrooms. If used over broiled meats, salt should 
be mixed into the blend so it will be distributed evenly. 


Is mold on bacon harmful? 


Of course not and it does not necessarily mean the bacon is} 
spoiled. Usually it can be trimmed or scraped off. Obviously, 
if the bacon smells rancid, it should be discarded. 


Should meats be wiped before cooking?

How to preserve 
fine furnishings 


A famous museum gives valuable 


advice on the best ways 


to care for your most cherished pieces 


Fine furnishings, like art objects, 
start deteriorating as soon as 
they are created. The aging pro- 
cess relentlessly takes its toll, no 
matter what the material is. Glass 
can develop a “sickness.” Bronze 
“disease” can attack bronze and 
copper. Neglected paintings can 
slide from their canvases into a 
heap of colored dust, as did a 
fabulous 15th-century Madonna 
and Child by Vivarini. The dep- 
redations of furniture beetles 
that feast on antiques are visible 
only when the wood begins to 
crumble into powder. 

To help you control this deteri- 
oration, we conferred with Brook- 
lyn Museum conservators, who 
have the day-to-day problem of 
preserving great furnishings. 


Furniture 


Some antique furniture, dry with 
age, is especially susceptible to 
insect attacks, and should be ex- 
amined frequently for newly 
chewed holes and little dustlike 
heaps of powder. Often you need 
a magnifying glass to see those 
holes. English antiques of walnut, 
beech, and deal are more suscep- 
tible than those of mahogany. 
oak, other hard, compact woods. 
If woodworms are 
(woodworms hatch 
beetles’ eggs laid in furniture 
crevices), use an_ insecticide, 
spraying directly into the holes 
and repeating at needed intervals. 
Whether to use oil or wax on 
antique furniture depends upon 
wood and finish, but the two 
should never meet on the same 
piece.

sion from creasing, avoid folding 
table linens; hang them on wide, 
padded hangers. Roll small items 
around a mailing tube. Plastic 
bags or sheaths used for hang- 
ing treasured items or laying 
them on shelves for storage 
should be left open to air. 

Keep draperies and wallhang- 
ings away from strong sunlight; 
it weakens tissues and fades dyes. 
Antique samplers and wallhang- 
ings of embroidered cotton, linen, 
or silk should be kept under 
glass, sealed against dust and air. 

In framing needlework, keep 
the glass away from the embroi- 
dery; hang out of strong light. 

Fine lawn and lace christening 
robes and other memorable dress- 
es in a child’s life can be pre- 
served and at the same time used 
to decorate bedroom walls, if 
framed in a _ light-deflecting, 
moth-protected shadow-box case. 
Actress Mary Martin had baby 
dresses of her daughter Heller 
preserved by plumping them out 
with tissue paper and mounting 
them in moiré-lined rosewood 
shadow boxes. 

When they are not in use, keep 
textiles protected from silverfish 
and clothes moths. The museum 
experts use crystals of paradi- 
chlorobenzene sprinkled between 
folds, over tissue paper layered 
between afghans, quilts, and cov- 
erlets in storage trays, drawers, 
and cabinets. Lacking these facil- 
ities for storage, treat each item 
with a moth preventative and seal 
in a separate parcel. 

Watch constantly for mold 
growth, which can be recognized 
by furry white patches on the 
surface of fabrics. It can be 
halted by airing, thorough drying, 
and a good brushing with a soft 
brush. An electric closet dryer 
that reduces relative humidity is 
effective in routing mold and 
musty odors in all but extremely 
damp climates. 


Tapestries 


The key to the care of tapestries 
and other woven wallhangings: 
Roll them up and let them “rest” 
now and then. Hanging produces 
a strain on the warp. a cause of 
deterioration unless stress is oc- 
casionally eased. 

Hang away from strong light 
and moisture, and smoothly 
enough to keep any permanent 
folds from forming. Creases may

It is possible to prevent the 
damage that is often caused 
by careless stacking of paintings 
taken down for redecorating or 
for a household move. Put foam- 
rubber strips or some similar base 
on the floor to keep the stack 
from slipping. Protect the face of 
one painting from the back of 
another with corrugated card- 
board placed between every two 
in the stack. 

If you focus incandescent lights 
over paintings, keep the bulb far 
enough away to prevent heating. 
See that the electric cord doesn’t 
bunch up and cause a_ bulge. 
Where a canvas has no backing, 
such bunching can cause the 
paint film to crack. 

For any cleaning, mending of 
tears, or other repairs, ask your 
local museum to recommend a 
reputable restorer. 


Prints 


Prints hanging on a wall and 
those kept in a collector’s cabinet 
call for a different kind of care. 
For hanging, frame with a spe- 
cially made protective Plexiglas, 
slightly tinted to deflect ultravio- 
let light. Make into a dustproof 
unit by sealing together glass. 
print, and an (acid-free) all-rag 
board with a gummed tape that 
adheres with a glucose paste. 

When framing, give full play 
to margins, never trimming un- 
less they're badly damaged. Al- 
low for any descriptive legend at 
the bottom of the print. 

Best lighting for wall-hung 
prints is 35 footcandle for over- 
all room light, 50 or 60 footcan- 
dle for spotlighting. 

Best way to keep a collection 
of loose-leaf prints viewable is in 
a print cabinet with full-size 
drawers, using a see-through ace- 
tissue between 
prints. However, if prints are to 
be handled and admired, they 
need the protection of rag-board 
folders or, equally effective, a 
backing of rag-board 
with a flip-over paper cover.

When Architectural Designer Rick Booth moved into | 
his three-room, third-floor walkup in Manhattan two 
years ago, he faced unattractive features common in | 
a building over 100 years old. “The walls and ceil- 
ings were cracked and uneven and hadn't been 





painted for 40 years,” he recalls. “The rooms were I 
small and lacked light. The kitchen needed complete | 
remodeling.” But the apartment had two things go- | 
ing for it: It was cheap and in a good location. And 
the physical problems presented Booth, a graduate 
of Parsons School of Design, with his favorite pro- 


fessional challenge: updating cia architecture. A

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lively young member of today’s mobile generation, 
Booth decided to put his money into portables— 
‘‘oood furniture, accessories, and art, things that will 
go with me when I move’ —raiher than costly struc- 
tural alterations. In fact, the architectural transfor- 
mation was achieved with inexpensive, do-it-your- 
self ideas and cost less than $1000. In the living 
room shown here, 4’ by 8’ compressed paper panels 
costing $5 each were nailed up to cover wall defects. 
A $20 bundle of wood lath, normally used under 
plaster walls, proved “the perfect solution for a 
terribly cracked ceiling. though a rather tedious 
task. It took a week of evenings.” Within this frame- 
work, Booth devised a decorating scheme that would 
ee give “an illusion of light and spaciousness but at 
the same time be totally practical, in terms of main- 
tenance, for a bachelor like me.” Mainly white, the 
room’s success hinges on a medley of textures. An 
Argentinian sheepskin rug on the mellow parquet 
floor, two glistening sieel-and-black-leather Breuer 
chairs, an expansive pale sofa (tweed, Scotch- 
garded, to be practical), plus some clever lighting 
create this ambiance of airiness and luxury. Four 
children’s toy chests ($10 each) placed along the 
window wall contribute storage and hide a radiator. 
Sturdy Finnish stools double as end tables or snack 
tables. In the galley kitchen, just glimpsed below, 
shingles mask poor walls. (Continued )

Rick Booth’s bedroom, just seven feet wide, continues 
the study in textures . . . a fur throw on the bed. one ex- 
posed brick wall, and a ceiling of Styrofoam drinking 
cups (3700 in all at 90 cents a hundred). These he 
glued down on cardboard sheets in batches of 50, then 
stuck into position on the ceiling. Besides covering 
the ceiling flaws, they improved the room’s acoustics. 


Mirror panels, one foot deep, are fixed to the top of 


the walls so the ceiling “extends” to give the room an 
illusion of width. Here, wall-to-wall carpeting— 
banker’s gray—makes a smooth surface underfoot. Lim- 
ited for both display and storage space, Booth cut into 
the wall between the bedroom and living room and cre- 
ated three see-through niches. Two hold pottery: the 
third, a bedside television disguised on the living- 
room side with a photo blowup of an orange, near 
the sofa, right. These niches also help “enlarge” the 
narrow room. “I was lucky enough to have a landlord 
whe let me do as I pleased,” Booth admits candidly. 
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The home-loving 18th-century citizens of Colo- 
nial Williamsburg continue to speak to us across 
the centuries.

Country living within close reach of the city is the 


perennial dream of many suburbanites caught in the 
middle without the advantages of either. When De- 
signer Roger Rasbach moved his practice from San 
Antonio to Houston five years ago, he was determined 
to give his twin sons the roaming-the-woods quality of 
childhood he himself had known. Yet he needed to be 
close to his downtown office. Ten minutes by freeway. 
in an area being rapidly developed into typical subur- 
ban plots, he found an unspoiled tract graced by tall 
oaks. Out of iis seven acres he created five one-acre 
sites. selecting one for himself and so restricting the 
others that the sense of a natural woodland would 
be preserved. By utilizing a pumping technique. he 
was able to bring mixed concrete to the site without 
heavy equipment, so very few trees had to be re- 
moved. Designer Rasbach planned an indoor-outdoor 
house, roughly like the letter E (see drawing. next 
page). which created two private courts. Beyond their 
walls. the open spaces offer the boys. now twelve, a

The design of the house makes use of the 
best in contemporary architecture. The 
rise and fall of the roofs (seen night- 
lighted, above) allows soaring ceilings to 
rise 20’, yet preserves an intimacy in 
other areas. Great sheets of glass, tinted 
against the sun’s glare. bring in dramatic 
vistas of the tall trees, as in the living 
room, opposite, but are not used indis- 
criminately, The outdoor courts are true 
rooms, serving as adjuncts and connec- 
tives for the interiors.

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The Rasbach house is not unusually large by today’s 
standards. The enclosed areas are roughly 3100 
square feet, but the integration of the outdoor courts 
into the life of the house has been so artfully done 
that, from every point, there is a sense of unlimited 
space. Contributing to this are the simplicity and un- 
cluttered look of the furnishings planned by Interior 
Designer Norman Foster. Friends who had known 
Rasbach’s previous house in San Antonio were sur- 
prised to learn that the new house was smaller. One 
of the reasons is that the house provides clear vistas 
in many directions, from one room through another 
or across a court. The axis or, in this case, the spine 
of the house is the gallery that stretches over 70’ from 
the bedroom wing to the laundry door. The designer 
used an ingenious alcove idea to make each space 
seem larger. Thus, the working kitchen and the seat- 
ing area in the dining room are alcoves off the gallery, 
but actually use its space too. In the master suite the 
sleeping section is an alcove off a larger space that has 
been arranged as a den-sitting room. (Continued)

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We ask you to give a thought to Kleenex, which this year 
celebrates its 46th anniversary on the daily scene. It be- 
gan as a facial tissue for the removal of makeup, de- 
signed to be tossed out after one use, completely bypass- 
ing the laundress. One historic moment some lady—it 
had to be a lady—used it as a hankie, and thus began the 
decline and fall of the freshly laundered white linen 
handkerchief which had been a staple in every mannerly 
wardrobe since women wore wimples. Today the hand- 
kerchief is practically an objet de vertu, a ceremonial 
symbol occasionally seen at weddings and in the breast 
pockets of Establishment business suits. The disposable 
tissue has taken over. 

A similar fate seems to threaten the double damask 
dinner napkin, former pride of the trousseau, cherished 
in hope chests. Recently, the guests at a five-year-old’s 
birthday party, confronted with linen napkins, regarded 
them as novel and entertaining favors, delightedly dressed 
up in them, rolled them into balls, and batted each other 
with them. In the lexicon of the modern young, a napkin 
is made only of paper, and as the twig is bent, so is the 
tree inclined. 

Thus are our mores subtly changed by the disposables, 
objects which have one use only or limited reuse, substi- 
tutes for or supplements of what we think of as the “real 
but acceptable because they are conveniences

thing,” 
and don’t weigh us down with the problems of mainte- 
nance and storage. They’ve been creeping into our lives 
rather insidiously, if not behind our backs, at least with- 
out our realizing in what diversity—and with what im- 
plications for the future. Think of the disposables we 
take for granted: paper napkins, towels, toilet tissue, 
facial tissue, diapers, crib pads, food wraps, foil heat- 
and-serve containers, milk containers, teabags, wiping 
cloths, rigid plastic “glasses,” paper or plastic party 
plates and coasters and tablecloths, plastic forks, spoons, 
and knives, toothbrushes, the pillowcases and headrest 
covers on airplanes, the hypodermic syringes and exam- 
ining gowns in the doctor’s office. 

Perhaps you’ve made an ephemeral investment in some 
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of the nonwoven disposable panties that are now o 
market, or sent in a coupon or a box top for a “p 
dress or apron or smock—or attended the Har 
Athenaeum gala about two years ago where all | 
wore “paper” ball gowns, about the same time 
TWA dressed their stewardesses in golden dispo 
mini dresses, National Airlines gave their Miami p 
gers beach coats, and Air India offered disposable 
to the ladies and Nehru jackets to the gentlemen. Pe 
during a motel stop you’ve slept on disposable sheet 
pillowcases, stepped out of the shower onto a dispo 
mat, or dipped into the pool in a one-time-use bikini 
plied by the management. One Florida travel entr 
neur offers a packaged fly-and-drive vacation for a 
ily, supplying a motor home equipped with dispo 
linens and vacation clothes for the group. 

Of the soft, fabriclike disposables, many are not 
at all, but nonwoven webs of man-made fibers (ra 
polyester, polypropylene, nylon) bonded togethe 
supple sheets, chemically treated to have wet stré 
and resistance to tearing. Some lose their nonflammal 
when washed. Others are capable of being laund) 
which might seem to be a denial of their discar¢ 
raison d’étre, but this puts them into the categor 
things with limited reuse and somewhat justifies 
price.

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When Mr. and Mrs. William B. Crane, Jr., moved from an 
acre of terraced gardens and a hilltop house in Los Angeles 
to a highrise apartment in Manhattan, planting was the first 
thing they did. “At heart,” Bill laughs, “we'll always be 
transplanted Californians. Bertie waned a sanctuary from 
the city. like a little house in the country.” By placing the 
plants inside the rooms and outside on the terrace, the 
Cranes have so well succeeded that the mood of the apart- 
ment totally defies its location. From a vantage point in the 
living room, looking out to pots of marigolds with the dap- 
pled shade of a honey-locust filtering down from above, the 
twin towers of the United Nations Plaza apartments are 
clearly visible a few blocks away, but hardly believable. 

From the beginning the Cranes 
have attempted to enjoy outdoor 
living in New York the same as 
they did in California. Just outside 
the master bedroom a pink flower- 
ing crab shades a small table for 
eating breakfast and reading the 
paper. A larger terrace on the 
north side of the living room pro- 
vides a place for dinner parties. 





Since they’ve added a patio to the 
roof above, lunch often finds the 
Cranes and business associates 
gathered around the table for 
sandwiches and sun. If you want a 
steak sizzled over the coals in win- 
ter, Bill will do the honors out- 
doors, even if he has to dig the 
hibachi out of snow. 

The Cranes say their greatest fun is in sharing the plea- 
sures of the garden, and to this end they have played hosts 
to every kind of social event from wedding reception on 
the terrace to picnic on the roof. While the terrace main- 
tains a certain traditional elegance that might be found in 
the outdoor living area of any Georgian or Regency house, 
the rooftop garden is undoubtedly the most urbane truck 
patch in the world. Tassels of sweet corn seem to be na- 
ture’s versions of the TV antennas that sprout from the sur- 
rounding buildings. Here too is a bluegrass lawn that gets 
a regular clipping from an electric mower and manages to 
thrive on the limited rooting space of gravel fortified by 
years of accumulated soot. The roof also has tubs of weep- 
ing willows for shade, and a ledge with barstools for a cool- 
ing drink and a view of the cityscape. 

What the Cranes have learned about terrace and rooftop 
gardening is applicable to all similar situations, as well as 
to container gardening on any patio or deck. Plants have 
to survive limited root space, baking sun in summer, and 
occasional strong winds. Air pollution is not to be taken 
lightly, either. Bill says in this regard they try to grow only 
what “thrives without fussing.” 

A first concern is soil to sustain life for the plants and to 
anchor the roots. The current price for a 50-pound bag of 
topsoil in Manhattan is

had to evolve over the years, a little every season as we find 
the time and money.” No pots smaller than 8” in diameter 

are used, and the permanent planting beds with brick or 

redwood retaining walls are at least 12” wide and 12” to 
8” deep. Wire hanging baskets are lined with moss. 

Where possible, Bill lightens the soil by adding vermic- 
ulite, which gives bulk without weight and helps to retain 
moisture in hot weather. “Most roofs are not built to stand 
the weight of wet soil. Soilless mediums are better, combined 
with feedings as needed. For pots and baskets of flowers. 
] use a mixture of sphagnum moss, peat moss, perlite, and 
vermiculite.” The Cranes use various fertilizers, but always 
sparingly. Bill tries to maintain steady but slow, never lush, 
growth. “If the honey-locust grows 
too much, a windstorm will topple 
it right off the roof. We give no 
fertilizer at all once the trees and 
shrubs attain full growth. Vege- 
tables and flowers are different. 
If they are in fresh topsoil, no 
feeding is done the first season, 
maybe not the second, but there- 
after every couple of weeks in the 
summer up through September.” 

The one totally limiting factor 
about terrace and rooftop garden- 
ing is maintaining constant soil 
moisture. In earlier years it took 
the Cranes four hours to water 
the terrace. The planters couldn’t 
be drenched; rather, the hose had 
to be left to seep into each. “It 
seemed like a full-time job in July and August.” Then Bill 
installed an automatic system with eleven stations timed to 
sprinkle ten minutes each, all programmed to come on at 
different times. (There is never enough pressure for all sta- 
tions to water at the same time.) Now he has perfected an 
automatic watering system that waters the plants only when 
they need it. The valves that control this system are activated 
by sensors that detect the need for moisture in any container 
or area of the terrace or rooftop—pot, tub, hanging basket, 
or planting bed. The sensor also assures shut-off when the 
soil contains approximately 40 percent of the moisture it 
can absorb. By this system the plants stay in active growth 
with no setbacks, and the Cranes are free to come and go for 
a day, a week, or a month. The automation also allows them 
to enjoy gardening time in more productive ways. 

The Cranes’ terrace is never without the color of ever- 
greens, but in nearly every season there are flowers too. “We 
are replacing all the privet with azaleas, which give a spec- 
tacular flower show in spring and handsome foliage the rest 
of the season.” Tubs of rhododendrons have also been added 
for the same reasons. Daffodils, tulips, hyacinths, and crocus 
grow in the planting beds, with clumps of pansies and poly- 
anthus primroses tucked in here and there each April. 

In areas where tile, gravel, or bricks are not used, the 
Cranes’ favorite ground covers are strawberries and 238th- 
Street English ivy. Wisteria shades the master bedroom win- 
dows, and tubs of peonies grow at either side of the door 
leading inside. In the summer there are pots of petunias. 
marigolds, and lantanas in sunny areas. Hydrangeas, hostas. 
and ferns grow in the partially shaded beds. In one sun- 
drenched pocket Bertie has grouped tough perennials that 
flower in spite of extreme heat. (Continued on page 177)

PRESENT 


The sturdy proportions of “Norman Court.” a new 
collection of furniture by Heritage, will appeal to 
many people who seek a sense of stability in this era 
of change. Here and on the following pages we show 
a selection of pieces from the group in rooms designed 
by Barbara D’Arcy for Bloomingdale’s in New York 
City. The rustic backgrounds of rough plaster walls, 
exposed wood beams and ceiling braces suggest 17th- 
century half-timber structures in France and England, 
styles that inspired the wave of French chateaux and 
English Tudor houses built here in the twenties. Beau- 
tifully finished carved-wood panels, spiral turnings, 
deep moldings, and elaborate upholstery are among 
furniture characteristics derived from the period of 
Louis XIII. The 63-piece collection of designs for 
living room, dining room, and bedroom is well suited 
to the low-ceiling rooms of today, as these settings in- 
dicate.

By HELEN McCULLY There are many 
kinds of olives, each with its own indi- 
viduality. Although the olive is men- 
tioned in the Bible, its history is ob- 
scure, lost in the night of centuries. Its 
home seems to have been in southern 
central Asia, where apparently some an- 
cient botanist—one can only wonder 
who—tamed this wild, thorny bush, 
turning it into a ruggedly beautiful 
fruit-bearing tree. It was known to the 
early Egyptians, who were possibly the 
first to extract oil by crushing the fruit. 
In Homer’s day, it was mentioned fre- 
quently (it was a foreign importation) 
—not for eating but for anointing the 
body. Olives were already in cultivation 
by the Greeks as early as the 6th Cen- 
tury B.c., and the olive was very prob- 
ably carried by colonists to Italy, Sicily, 
and Gaul. 

The first trees came to the New 
World with the Spaniards via Mexico in 
the 17th Century, but it was Franciscan 
monks who garlanded the California 
countryside with trees. Today, the prin- 
cipal olive-producing countries are 
Spain, Italy, Greece. Portugal, Tunisia. 
Turkey, Algeria, Syria and Lebanon, Is- 
rael, Morocco, France, Yugoslavia, and 
Libya, and, in the Western Hemisphere, 
Argentina, the United States (Arizona 
and California), Chile, Peru, Mexico. 

The olive tree bears a fruit that is 
not only edible but capable of produc- 
ing the oil without which many a splen- 
did cuisine, notably French, Greek, Ital- 
ian, and Spanish, would be of lesser in- 
terest. Broadly speaking, the fruit used 
for oil is not the same as that which is 
grown for eating. 

American olives are of two types: 
ripe (many refer to them as black. al- 
though the color ranges from brown to 
black) and green ripe, which range 
from a yellowish green to light brown 
and are sometimes mottled. Packed in 
cans, the ripe, in sizes from small to 
super-colossal, are available with and 
without pits, chopped and sliced; the 
green ripe, with and without pits. 

Imported green Spanish olives are 
available stuffed (with pimientos, on- 
ions, anchovies, almonds, etc.) with and 
without pits, in two sizes, small and 
large, packed in bottles, also whole with 
pits. Note stuffed olives were unknown 
before the end of the last century and 
were first introduced under the copy- 
righted name “Pimola.” 


The wrinkled Greek or Greek-style 
olives. more palate-shocking than either 
the Spanish or the American, ranging in 
color from green, red-purple to purple- 
black, are available in bottles, barrels, 
and crocks and can generally be tracked 
down in authentic Italian, Greek. or 
Spanish grocery stores. If in barrels or 
crocks, they are bought by the pound.

Place the bacon in a cold skillet and 
cook over moderate heat until crisp.

Note they will not brown evenly all over, 
Lift from the pan and set aside. 

Add 3 tablespoons of the olive oil 
and 2 tablespoons of the butter to the 
fat in the skillet.

then drain on paper towels. 

Take a large, heavy, enameled cas- 
serole with a tight cover. Add the 
browned chicken and onions. Sprinkle 
with salt, pepper. thyme, and_ sugar. 

There 
should be enough liquid to cover. Bring 
to a boil, then simmer for 25 minutes 
to 30 minutes or until a fork will pierce 
the meat easily. Do not overcook or you 
will have stringy meat.

How to cool it 
this summer 


“Would I like to have air condi- 
tioning in my house? Of course. 
I expect it. I also expect it to 
keep my family comfortable. If it 
doesn’t, you can be sure I won't 
hesitate to call the contractor.” 

As little as ten years ago, this 
comment. made recently by a 
young House BEAUTIFUL reader 
in Cleveland, Ohio, would rarely 
have been heard. Then, most 
homeowners still put residential 
air conditioning in a class with 
flights to London for a theatre 
weekend. 

A look at the industry figures 
tells what’s been happening. In 
1960, less than a million dwelling 
units were served with central air 
conditioning. Last year, the num- 
ber climbed above 5.525.000. Or 
consider that at the beginning of 
the last decade, one out of nine 
new houses built featured a 
central cooling system. In 1969, 
one out of three units had cen- 
tral units. There’s no question 
the day is rapidly approaching 
when there won’t be a new home 
or apartment built without cen- 
tral cooling. 

Along with rapid growth has 
come a more sophisticated atti- 
tude toward air conditioning. The 
Cleveland reader, a recent bride, 
speaks for a new generation of 
apartment dwellers and home- 
owners. They know and appre- 
ciate the benefits of air condi- 
tioning. In fact, they accept sum- 
mer cooling at home as. readily 
as their parents accepted central 
heating. 

And, as air-conditioning con- 
tractors have learned quickly 
enough, the public no longer over- 
looks the occasional quirks and 
kinks that lower the comfort lev- 
el in a cooling system. 

“Our customers today have 
lived with enough air condition- 
ing to know when the system 
isn’t right,” said a Virginia con- 
tractor.

laundry room: exhaust the heat 
put out by the washer and dryer. 

Otherwise, this phenomenon is 
probably brought about by solar 
heat boiling through a large win- 
dow or glass door. It’s hot near 
the window and cool in the re- 
mainder of the room. Down on 
paper, this may seem rather ob- 
vious. But many intelligent peo- 
ple miscalculate the power of the 
sun streaming through glass. 
Others enjoy sunlight in the 
room, even on hot days. The fact 
is, where it falls in a room, sun- 
light noticeably raises the tem- 
perature. From the point of view 
of stopping heat gain, the best 
solution is to shade the glass from 
outside the house (with an aw- 
ning, leafy plants, or a shade 
screen). Draperies inside the win- 
dow are an aid, but still trap so- 
lar heat between the folds of 
material and the glass, and some 
of this heat increases the ambiant 
temperature. 

Another source of trouble may 
be poorly located registers. To 
minimize heat gain and stabilize 
the temperature in the room, reg- 
isters ought to be positioned on 
the floor in front of any large 
expanse of glass, or in the ceil- 
ing directly above the glass. If 
the registers need to be moved, 
you can expect that, in most 
cases, the job can be done quick- 
ly and at relatively little cost. 


The system is too noisy 
inside the house 


Noise is a relative thing. There 
are people who object to the low- 
keyed “pop” which sometimes oc- 
curs when sheet-metal ducts con- 
tract after cool air begins to flow. 
Insulation wrapped around the 
ductwork will halt the pop, but 
youd have to weigh the cost of 
the job against your annoyance 
over what is generally a small 
sound. 

On the other hand, some duct- 
work is poorly installed. When 
the blower switches on, the metal 
ducts reverberate like distant 
thunder, and continue making 
noise until the blower turns off. 
The remedy is almost surely duct 
insulation. By wrapping insula- 
tion around the ducts, the con- 
tractor can stop the rumbling, 
and as a bonus make the system 
more efficient (since cool air will 
stay cool longer traveling through 
insulated ducts, which, in turn, 
means less call from the ther- 
































mostat to the system for cool a 
Another kind of noise co 
from the fan and motor.

They may be. And there are s 
steps you can take to lower 





onthly power bill for the unit. 

But first, what do you mean by 
‘too high”? Are you comparing 
bills with the estimate given you 
by the air-conditioning contrac- 
cor? Then you may have good 
cause to complain. Of all people, 
the contractor who installed the 
unit should make the closest esti- 
mate of operating costs. Less re- 
liable are comparisons with a 
neighbor’s bills, or with estimates 
by anyone who bases his figures 
only on the size of your house 
and the Btu output of the condi- 
tioner. Too many other factors 
affect the amount of power you 
use (solar heat load, activities 
within the house). 

If you feel you have a legiti- 
mate complaint, call back the air- 
conditioning contractor. He can 
check the system. An air leak in 
the duct may cause the trouble: 
or a supply run that’s too long 
and needs insulation, a system 
that’s out of balance, or an un- 
dersized unit. Any one of these 
flaws could increase the amount 
ou pay every month. 

With or without the contractor, 
you can inspect the common 
sources of heat gain in your 
home. The principle here is sim- 































ple: Keep heat out of your house. 
and the conditioning machinery 
will strain less to cool the interi- 
ors. Less strain equals less power 
equals lower bills, and that ap- 
plies to all centrally air-condi- 
tioned homes. Areas to check: 

e Roof. A white or light-col- 
ored roof reflects solar heat best, 
and helps keep a lid on the attic 
temperature. The exception: red 
cedar shakes in their natural red- 
dish-brown shade. Wood, by it- 
self, is a good insulator. Thinner 
cedar shingles provide less insula- 
tion than shakes, but more than 
black or dark asphalt shingles. 

@ Attic. Temperatures here 
rise into the hundreds on a hot, 
sunny day. Insulation on the at- 
tic floor keeps this heat from af- 
fecting temperatures in the rooms 
below. There ought to be no less 
than 4” of mineral wool insula- 
tion, and preferably 6”. Mechani- 
cal ventilation is a big help. At 
the very least, stationary vents 
are a necessity. and of the various 
types, a combination of ridge 
vents and soffit vents is best. 

© Sidewalls. Insulation needed; 
a minimum of 214” of mineral 
wool, and 314” is better. 

e Glass. Solar heat penetrates 


? 


a house faster through glass than 
through any other material. Heat- 
reducing glass is a good answer, 
but a costly one if it means re- 
placing existing glass. Best solu- 
tion now is to divert the sun be- 
fore it strikes the glass. Awnings 
or sun shields are the quickest 
remedy; shade trees are a slower 
but more permanent answer. 
Draperies and shades over win- 
dows in the path of the sun are 
less effective, as already men- 
tioned, but are better than noth- 
ing. Another possibility: applica- 
tion of heat-reducing, plastic film 
directly over the glass. Ask for 
information on the film at hard- 
ware or glass outlets. 

© Activities. Expel heat and 
moisture from hot spots in the 
house: kitchen, laundry, baths. 
Correctly sized vent fans will do 
the job. Keep the doors and win- 
dows closed as much as possible. 


Neighbors complain about con- 
denser noise behind the house 


A solid wood, brick, or block 
fence around the condenser 
should lessen the noise. Just be 
sure the fence doesn’t redirect the 
hot-air discharge back into the 
unit. This could seriously lower 
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its efficiency. If a fence won't do 
esthetically, plant thick shrub- 
bery around the unit. If nothing 
works, you may be forced to con- 
sider having the condenser moved 
to a new location. 

And finally, if one or more of 
these quirks shows up in your 
air-conditioning system, who pays 
for setting things right? Deal 
with a contractor who gives you a 
firm, written guarantee, and you 
may not pay a cent. Many reliable 
contractors guarantee that the 
system will work. This is the 
broadest possible statement and 
means that he backs up his work, 
no matter what fault emerges af- 
ter the installation. 

If you buy a centrally air-con- 
ditioned house, find out (a) if the 
guarantee is transferable, and 
(b) exactly what it covers and 
for how long. And whenever you 
buy or inspect air-conditioning 
equipment, look for an ARI Seal 
of Certification. This emblem 
from the Air Conditioning and 
Refrigeration Institute assures 
you the unit will deliver the num- 
ber of Btu’s listed on the label. 
By implication, the seal also lets 
you know the unit is produced by 
a responsible manufacturer. ©

The most favored vacation ground 
for hikers, botanists, and anti- 
quarians is a surprising 50- 
square-mile stretch of bare lime- 
stone hills called The Burren, 
where scores of wildflowers push 
their way up through the barren- 
ness and there are strange pre- 
historic stones to ponder. Nearby 
is another Irish surprise—the 
town of Lisdoonvarna, surprising 
because of all the pleasures a vis- 
itor might expect of Ireland the 
last one is a bona-fide spa, but 
here it is, a friendly little place 
supplied with sulphur springs, 
magnesia springs, a pump room, 
and all the usual balneological 
goings-on, plus entertaining side- 
lines that turn spas into resorts 
the world over. The Hydro and 
The Imperial are the favored ho- 
tels. Every September an added 
attraction is a farmers’ festival. 
If American spa-lovers haven't 
discovered Lisdoonvarna, the Eu- 
ropeans have, and it seems to be 
much in vogue these days with 
students, especially the avid spe- 
lunkers, because there’s a_net- 
work of limestone caves under 
the ground here and much explor- 
ing to be done. 

The Clare Inn, about 12 miles 
from Shannon on a _top-of-the- 
world hill, makes a good head- 
quartering place for excursions 
into the western part of Ireland. 
More luxuriously and romantical- 
ly (and expensively), there’s 
Dromoland Castle, which has its 
own golf course, wooded parks, 
angling streams and bridal paths, 
and an elegant country-squire 
ambiance which anyone could be- 
come accustomed to in no time 
at all. Before it became a hotel, 
it was the Victorian-castle home 
of the Inchiquin family, descen- 
dants of Brian Boru, high king of 
Ireland. 

Grand as this may be, there is 
nothing typically Irish about it.

Boxed roses in about a hun- 


dred different varieties are avail- 
able now at retail garden cen- 


ters; prices range from $4 to $5. 
You can also keep the boxed 
roses until you find it convenient 
to plant them. They will continue 
to grow right in the plantable 
box; just water them through the 
top. Mysteriously, the box itself 
does not start disintegration unti! 
it’s planted in the ground. 


Forcing shrub flowers 


Unless spring comes early in your 
garden, now is the time to enjoy 
forced blossoms from spring- 
flowering shrubs at the same time 
you do some pruning on_ the 
plants that supply the branches. 
The ornamental quinces, _ for- 
sythias, winter honeysuckle, and 
crab apple lend themselves to 
this treatment, as do the Corne- 
lian cherry (Cornus mas), witch 
hazel, and flowering almond. 

All of these plants bloom on 
last year’s wood and normally 
are pruned right after the blos- 
soms fade. Because spring is a 
busy time in many gardens, the 
pruning does not get done on 
schedule. Actually, there are a 
number of reasons favoring lim- 
ited dormant-season pruning 
every few years. The people atl 
Wilkinson Sword suggest these 
advantages: 

1. The work is done while 
branches are bare so the gar- 
dener can see exactly where and 
what to cut. 2. The removal of 
bare branches is-of less shock to 
the plant than the loss of foliage- 
covered branches later on. 3.

he advantages of time-testing 


Art; in Washington, the Corco- 
ran; in Dayton, the Art Institute. 
reputedly the first museum to 
rent. Detroit, Boston. Minneapo- 
lis, Louisville—cities of all 
sizes—are operating successful 
lending services. Often it’s nec- 
essary to belong to the museum 
before rentals are allowed. Most 
membership fees are moderate. 
and the small investment brings 
the reward of renting whatever 
takes your fancy. 

Renting from a museum is 
safe. Originals are guaranteed, 
and the museum takes care of 
all insurance. All you have to do 
is take the responsibility for 
transporting the work to and 
from your home. The usual renta! 
period ranges from two months 
to a maximum of six, which al- 
lows a good turnover and insures 
a continuing flow of new paint- 
ings and large selections. 

The rental fees vary according 
to the sale prices of the works. 
In general, you can expect to 
pay about $5 for a two-month 
rental of a painting that sells for 
under $150; $50 maximum (of- 
ten as little as $20) for a paint- 
ing selling for $1000. As an 
added bonus, most rental charges 
will be deducted from the final 
sale price, should you decide to 
buy the work. 

The Detroit Institute of Arts 
has been renting good reproduc- 
tions as well as originals. They 
feel that reproductions of major 
artists are instructive to the no- 
vice and economical for the pros- 
pective art collector. Note, how- 
ever, that these reproductions 
are not the run-of-the-mill $5 
variety but can sell for $100 to 
$125 or more. Here you have to 
decide whether you prefer the 
status of having a signed orig- 
inal, or graphic supervised and 
originated by the master, or in- 
stead seek a reproduction of a 
time-tested, critic-acclaimed work. 
Perhaps a try at renting both 
will help you make up your 
mind conclusively. 

The Institute of Contemporary 
Art in Boston is another fine 
source.

For 
evening baby-sitting, we were fortunate in having competent) 
supervision from his junior-high sister. For those who would have 
to hire baby-sitters, the tourist information published by most | 
countries lists reliable agencies, offering English-speaking baby- 
sitters. Observing other families abroad, we realized it is also pos- 
sible to hire a cheerful waitress or chambermaid to sit during the 
evenings. Though such a person may not speak English, she can 
provide fine protective care for a child who has finished dinner 
and is ready to go to sleep. | 

But we found that absolute peace of mind about leaving the chil- 
dren involves a private bathroom. An extravagance, perhaps, but 
well worth the money, since there is no need then for a child 
to unlock the door and venture out into the halls at night. 








Jet travel 


Jet travel presented no real problem. After a ragged sleep during 
our nighttime air trip, my son and his sister both flopped onto 
their beds upon arrival at our Paris hotel, even though it was two 
in the afternoon, French time. “Let’s go see something,” said L. 
“We're going to sleep,” was the reply. The next morning at ten 
o'clock, they were still sprawled on their beds. sound asleep. But 
that rest set them back in order, and after that life was normal. 

Was it a vacation for us? I can’t pretend the two-week trip was 
a long model of decorous behavior. Yet the indiscretions were few. 
If a child has received in his upbringing some inkling of general 
obedience and realizes there are some simple rules of public be- 
havior that must be obeyed, it helps. Any child who has been to 
school, even kindergarten, has met with the idea of having to sit stil! 
on occasion, wait his turn, and accept sporadic inconvenience. 

Overall, it was a double vacation, a double exposure, in many 
ways richer than if my husband and I had been traveling alone. 
Paris and London, as we saw them, were superimposed with the 
freshness and enthusiasm of our children’s viewpoints. As for what 
our son gained in poise. confidence. and factual learning, I don’t 
think we'll ever really comprehend the extent of it. Day by day. we 
discover and are astonished by how much he did observe and has 
retained.

WINE-PASTING 
Pein 


How to plan it, what yow ll need, 


with three suggested selections 


By William Clifford 


If you want to enjoy bringing some friends together for a 
party, to drink at leisure and talk a bit about what you’re 
drinking, to listen to music and perhaps to dance, to have 
company and do something interesting and feel rewarded— 
then try a wine-tasting party. At a good wine-tasting you 
have fun while widening your horizons. Each time you taste 
a well-selected group of wines, you gain useful information 
that will deepen your enjoyment of wine permanently. But 
please, regard the experience as a party, not a lesson, 

I don’t recommend the beginner’s tasting that includes a 
dry red wine, a white, and a rosé (the basic table wines), a 
sherry or other apéritif wine, and a champagne. This might 
be useful with visitors from Inner Mongolia who have never 
tasted wine and want basic introduction, but it would be a 
lesson, not a party. Your guests are never quite so unin- 
formed. 

Of course, they aren’t all experts either. Nor is it neces- 
sary that you be one. In fact guests will feel more relaxed if 
you don’t know much more about wine than they do. Wine- 
tastings at home are not the same as the professional ones, 
which are held under clinical conditions, often before lunch 
when the palate is freshest, and the experts don’t swallow the 
wines but spit them out after considerable humorless garg- 
ling and taking of notes. Parties are not meant for really 
knowledgeable people. Later, if you find a group of friends 
earnestly interested in learning about wine, you can try the 
blind-label bit, the 50-year-old bottles, champagne tastings, 
and the rest. 

However, it’s not too difficult te plan the party so that if 
you have an expert guest he’ll get something out of it too. 
Tastings can be arranged in many ways. The wines can be 
chosen for tasting in depth or in breadth (sometimes both), 
and for either subtle or obvious contrasts. The three suggested 
eroupings that follow include all kinds, at costs varying from 
about $15 for ten people up to twice this amount and more.

What you'll need 


If this is to be your first wine pary you'll want a list of 
necessary provisions and arrangements. Select a table long 
enough to hold the bottles in a row. Spilled drops are in- 
evitable as each guest serves himself, so save your snowiest 
linen cloth for another occasion. Open the wines an hour 
ahead if they’re red, and when the party is ready to begin, 
pour a couple of ounces from each bottle into a stemmed 
glass standing in front of it. These glasses may be picked up 
by all guests to hold against the light and compare colors; 
also to compare bouquets and refer back to wines already 
tasted. But they’re not for individual tasting and should be 
replaced in front of their respective bottles. 

Each guest needs two wine glasses. By all means give each 
person a glass for each wine if you have the supply and don’t 
mind washing up. But with reference glasses on the table you 
can be comfortable with two glasses apiece. You’re almost al- 
ways comparing two wines at a time. Provide a pitcher of 
water and paper napkins so that each guest can rinse and 
wipe his glasses between wines. Guests normally all taste the 
wines in the same order, say from left to right as you have 
them lined up—and the lineup is usually from younger to 
older, lighter to heavier, or cheaper to costlier. But don’t 
worry if someone wants to go out of order. 











Food to clear the palate 


The standard food accompaniment is bread and cheese. 
Bread alone is enough to clear the palate (you can also do it 
by just waiting a few minutes between wines), but cheese 
makes wine taste better. Cut loaves of French bread into 
thin slices or cubes. Choose any mild cheese such as French 
Brie, Muenster, or Gruyére; Dutch Edam or Gouda; or Swiss. 
SAVOY DINING ROOM Similar American cheeses are fine, too. 

At serious tastings guests don’t wear perfume, nor do they 
smoke in the tasting room. But you’re having a party, so per- 
haps these rules ought to be kept for another time.

gional Médocs from other shippers would do as well as the 
Vallé Fréres. You may be able to find a Cabernet from 
Italy (Petternella, $1.75, Quarto Vecchio, $1.60) or from 
Australia, as alternatives to those from Yugoslavia and 
Chile. Just be sure the labels say Cabernet—there are many 
lesser red wines from these countries. 

This tasting allows you to compare one of the best and 
costliest dry red wines of California with a good one from the 
same area costing only half as much; to taste one of the truly 
great names in the wine world (Chateau Latour, an excel- 
lent wine in a lighter “off” year); and, to compare with 
these, several inexpensive wines you might like to consider 
for family drinking. It also shows you how well the Cabernet 
grape grows in four different countries. It gives you an in- 
teresting party for about $20, including bread and cheese to 
go with the wine. 


A regional tasting 


The second selection brings together wines from one small 
region, all of the same vintage, including a famous and costly 
one together with several that have certain similarities (as 
well as differences) and that you may find to be “almost 
as good” at much lower prices.

Four of these are chateau-bottled wines from the commune 
of Margaux; the other two are shipper’s blends. Here you 
have a chance to see whether wines coming from neighboring 
properties and costing less than half as much can come close 
to the illustrious Chateau Margaux; also if two blends from 
the same region at two different prices have some of the 
same character. You could compose a similar tasting for the 
township of Pauillac with Chateau Lafite, Latour, or Mou- 
ton-Rothschild at the top. Or, from the Graves region, you 
could taste such reds as Chateau Haut-Brion, La Mission- 
Haut-Brion, Haut-Bailly, La Tour-Martillac, and others. 


White wines on the menu 


After a couple of red-wine parties you'll probably feel like 
turning to white if only for variety. Here the additional prob- 
lem is chilling. Lacking half a dozen wine coolers, you can 
buy waxed paperboard or plastic buckets large enough to 
hold ice cubes and a bottle. Or simply chill the wines in the 
refrigerator and bring each one to the table when the group 
is ready for it. This suggested tasting, like the first, follows 
one grape variety through several countries.

Here are five wines for a low-budget total of about $14. Of 
course you may add a more costly Moselle wine such as a 
Bernkasteler Doktor; make many substitutions from Alsace 
and California; or bring in Rieslings from Yugoslavia, Aus- 
tralia, and elsewhere. In general, the fewer the wines, the 
more seriously most of your guests will taste them. 

Numerous other interesting selections are possible. For ex- 
ample, a comparison of popular red wines from different 
countries, including a quality Beaujolais (Villages or bet- 
ter), a Chianti Classico, a Spanish Rioja Reserva, and a 
good California Zinfandel such as the Christian Brothers or 
Louis M. Martini. Or perhaps the same chateau wine in all 
available vintages. A wine shop can suggest many more. 

To keep the party going after the tasting, you might pro- 
vide a jug of sound wine for quaffing. And a bottle of medium 
sherry for anyone who finds most table wines too dry. Wind 
up the evening with black coffee and something sweet such 
as a pastry or a liqueur. @

A pipe-dream 


bedroom for real 


In a movie now current, a man lives in his bedroom for weeks 
with everything he could possibly want dangling above him 
on pulleys. This isn’t exactly what we had in mind, but the 
idea might be worth adopting. The bedroom should be a 
haven furnished with such forethought and creative imagin- 
ings that even if you had insomnia you would be comfortable. 
Havens are rest places away from worldly interference, so 
you'd better first check to see that no outside goings-on are 
violating your sanctuary. There may be a neon sign that 
flashes insistently on and off, a folk-rock group that prac- 
tices next door, a street light unbearably close; or even too 
much moonlight streaming in.

How can you keep ice cream fresh longer? 


The USDA tells us that if the carton in which the ice cream is 
packed is wrapped securely in heavy-duty foil, it will keep its 
quality a lot longer. This, of course, only in a freezer that maintains 
zero temperature or below. 


What is pappadam? 


Also spelled pappadum, it is an Indian “bread” much like a very 
thin pancake that is fried in oil until it becomes crisp. See 
page 130.

What are sea urchins?

Round, pillow-shape sea creatures, known in France as oursins, 
whose quill-like exteriors (hence their being known as sea hedge- 
hogs in some places) have a tender. sweet roe inside which is 
eaten like an egg with a garnish of lemon.

No. The size of an egg has nothing whatever to do with its quality. |

You will find, however, a slight difference in the thickness of the | 
shell. The smaller the egg, the sturdier the shell because these) 
eggs come from younger hens. Extra-large and jumbo eggs are) 
somewhat more fragile and should be handled with more care. 


How fresh are the eggs in our markets? 


This is a real believe-it-or-not. Today, with modern processing and 
marketing methods. eggs are often so fresh that when cooked they 
are difficult to peel. You must have run into this problem in your 
own kitchen. After they've been washed, eggs are sprayed with a 
fine mist of an odorless and-tasteless mineral oil that retards 
aging by plugging the thousands of microscopic pores in the shell 
through which an egg normally “breathes.” Like people, eggs take 
in oxygen and expel carbon dioxide; it is this breathing process 
that thins the egg white and ages the egg. 


Should eggs be washed after purchase? 


No, no, no! A thousand times no. See above about the mineral oil 
that is sprayed on the washed egg to keep it fresh.

Far-out paints 


Since new colors are a prominent 
portion of this issue, I thought 
you might want to take a look 
into the future of paints. It turns 
out there are some strange form- 
| ulations now at the laboratory 
| stage. Think about a paint con- 
| taining “microvoids” that produce 
“subliminal psychological stimu- 
| li.’ Or how about hospital walls 
coated with paint that steadily 
gives off a germicide? Then there 
are paints already produced that 
conduct electricity and may be 
used in the years ahead to “wire” 
your house. Finally, there’s said 
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to be a paint coming that changes 
color on the wall, as you watch 
it. The trick is light, and the proc- 
ess is called metamerism, or the 
ability to change the color of an 
interior wall by varying the light- 
ing. All this in a recent article 
published by the American Chem- 
ical Society. No one can say the 
paint industry is standing still.

Aerospectacular flight 


Great things started to happen 
on the early-morning flight. Be- 
cause the landscape between Oslo 
and Bergen is so magnificent, trav- 
elers are often urged to make the 
trip by train, but the SAS flight 
over the same terrain must be 
the aerospectacular of all time. 
Leaving Oslo, you look down on 
a world of quicksilver lakes and 
evergreen forests. Gradually the 
scene becomes rocky granite, 
then dusted with snow, then snow- 
packed for real. until you’re over- 
flying the vast sea of hard-frozen, 
blue-white iciness which is the 
Hardanger glacier. Out of this

Our first delights—the broad, 
flag-flying central square, the 
Torvalmenning; the good cheese- 
to-fish breakfast at the Norge 
Hotel; the trim little room at the 
Bristol, where we parked our bags. 

We walked to Bryggen, the 
harbor-side street, to see the old 
Hanseatic merchant houses, their 
peaked roofs banding the harbor 
with the pattern that  distin- 
guishes Bergen from every other 


seaport. We threaded our way

without color? Colors are radiant 


forces, influencing us positively or 
negatively, whether we realize it or 
not. Nowhere is the use of color 
more important than in the home. 
The color of a bedroom can temper 
the mood in which we wake; the 
color of a dining room can affect 
our appetite. In our present trau- 
matic era, the right choice is par- 
ticularly vital. Surrounded by the 
drab concrete grays of our urban 
civilization, we need interiors that 
counteract outside dreariness as well 
as create beautiful backgrounds. 

The best way to pick color, the 
eleven leading decorators canvassed 
here agree, is to be guided by what 
you like, not by so-called color 
rules or fashions. “There should 
be no ‘fashionable’ or ‘in’ colors in 
decorating,” Natalie Davenport ada- 
mantly insists. Leslie Tillett re- 
marks succinctly: “We ignore what 
is ‘in’ because that means it will 
soon be out.” 

If you are doubtful about pref- 
erences, there are two ways to go 
about the search for colors to suit 
your personality, say the profes- 
sionals. You may find an answer by 
looking to your wardrobe. Andrew 
Delfino uses this technique success- 
fully with his clients, and finds: 
“You are sure to discover a_pre- 
dominance or repetition of a cer- 
tain color range.” And Albert Carr 
adds: “There is a great correlation 
today between fashion and home- 
furnishings colors. | even went wild 
with Pucci prints, covering a sofa, 
two loveseats, and ottomans in a 
* But you can also 
work from the other way on; in- 
stead of doing self-analysis, ex- 
amine colors for their characteris-

uation is quicker to absorb and 
equally informative: “Red is non- 
stop; grays and beiges are cautions:

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Generally speaking, the person 
who’s an active participant in to- 
day’s fast pace will usually prefer 
living with stimulating colors, 
though there may be extenuating 
circumstances when he will need 
background color to create ambi- 
ance of another kind. 

“Color can make a hectic life 
serene and calm or a solo, lonely 
life peopled in breathing,” Richard 
Himmel explains eloquently. 

Clear, clean colors are probably 
the best antidote to the grayness of 
our industrialized world. Jay Steffy 
makes a point of incorporating the 
three primary colors, red, yellow, 
and blue, in every room he does. 
“By using them,” he says, “rooms 
will not have a flat. cold. two-di- 
mensional look, but rather they 
will come alive.” That’s not to say 
that he uses them in their pure pig- 
ment all the time. A little red, yel- 
low, or blue may be mixed with 
white. “Then,” he adds, “ydur 
white room will be full of warmth 
and radiate a translucent glow.” 
Clear and unmuddied colors that 
create a clean, sparkling look are 
an incoming trend, Mrs. Kitty Mer- 
cer Stanley believes. “New fabrics, 
floorcoverings, wallpaper are show- 
ing more and more clear, vivid 
hues,” she notes. 

Once a decorator has selected 
color with a client, he goes right 
ahead and uses it with bravado— 
which is where many amateurs fail. 
Test yourself: If you decorate your 
living room with bowls of tanger- 
ine flowers why would you hesitate 
to cover the sofa in tangerine fab- 
ric? “Actually there’s no reason 
why -colors in a room can’t be 
mixed as wantonly and discordant- 
ly as a variegated bunch of flowers.” 
says Himmel, who often turns this 
theory into reality. And with cur- 
rent advances in technology, there’s 
less reason to waver. The orange- 
sherbet upholstery fabric — that 
might have seemed impractical a 
few years ago and rejected in favor 
of a more practical, dense, all-over 
pattern is likely to be soil-resistant 
and even machine-washable today. 














“Now that we can have more color 
with easier maintenance, let’s use it 
without fear,” says Jerry Lamb 
enthusiastically. “I especially rec- 
ommend slipcovers that can be 
changed with seasons or the whim 
of the hostess. I feel they should be 
as bold and daring or as patterned 
and colorful as the scale of the 
area and the conscience can allow.” 

An expressive comment here from 
Mrs. Stanley: “Color is like an illicit 
love affair—exciting. How much 
more fun to turn a corner and be 
greeted by a splash of brilliance— 
it’s like a stolen kiss.” 

Of all colors, no-color white is 
losing favor today more than any- 
thing else. Burt Wayne is emphatic: 
“You have to be very rich to do an 
all-white room in a city. I avoid it 
entirely, unless the client has a col- 
lection of art that needs white as a 
background. 

“A white room needs to be fur- 
nished down to the last vase and 
ashtray before it’s complete. Bold 
use of color on walls and ceilings, 
on the other hand, makes a room 
immediately livable. You can add 
furniture gradually as the budget 
allows.” (Green-and-white checked 
gingham at $1 a yard was his recent 
solution for walls and ceiling in a 
bedroom of a modern apartment.) 

Albert Carr, too, believes good 
color treatment of walls can be in- 
strumental in creating an exciting 
environment. “Particularly essen- 
tial,” he comments, “if you’re keen 
on entertaining. Guests don’t con- 
centrate on furniture. The first 
thing that strikes their attention is 
the walls.” The bold approach to 
walls and ceilings pays financial 
dividends.

“Color decorates when 
furniture or accessories,” Himmel 
maintains, developing the subject. 
“It can make traditional contempo- 
rary and contemporary traditional.” 

As you learn to reject timid use 
of color. forget the old ideas about 
how to improve a room with specif- 
ic colors. Burt Wayne suggests: 
“Often it’s better to do the opposite 
of the ‘rules.’ For instance, if you 
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have no light in a room, why try to 
make it lighter with white? Some- 
times it’s possible to capitalize on a 
deficiency, enhance a dark room by 
keeping it dark. My library is dark. 
I like to relax there at night—a 
time when | wouldn't get any nat- 
ural daylight anyway. So I’ve col- 
ored the walls dark brown, kept the 
ceiling white, and added an ocelot- 
patterned carpet.” He goes on: 
“Small, unattractive, boxy rooms 
don’t necessarily improve in char- 
acter if they're ‘enlarged’ with pale 
colors. Personality is what’s needed. 
A small, dark room isn’t less at- 
tractive than a small, bright room. 
Think in terms of what’s going to 
look marvelous.” Wayne’s  treat- 
ment of an attic guestroom, for ex- 
ample, has walls and ceilings cov- 
ered with bold paisley wallpaper, 
matching fabric for draperies and 
bedcovers. Where others 
have desperately tried to “open” a 
claustrophobic space with pastels, 
he’s created an inviting niche. 

John Dickinson advises: “Most 


rooms give an indication of a color

direction to follow. This could be 
from light, exposure, or from phys- 
ical objects that are to be included. 
If there are flaws in proportion and 
design, the disciplined and relent- 
less use of color will immediately 
give a room some authority and 
mask defects. In the same way, an 
awkward sofa covered in yellow 
and placed on a yellow rug against 
a yellow wall becomes far less awk- 
ward and seems to retire into its 
background. If one varies the shade 
of one color, the effect is diluted.” 

From the constant use of color in 
scientific and technical achieve- 
ments—in color TV, movies, and so 
on, it’s apparent that color plays a 
key factor in man’s goal for re- 
laxation and enjoyment. It may take 
a lot of time and energy and self- 
analysis to draw out your color 
needs and then apply them  suc- 
cessfully. But surely it’s worth it. 
Smith reasons why: “Color is spir- 
it, motivation, incentive, emotion, 
expression, determination, frustra- 


tion, achievement.”

Take three Old World aristocrats 
one rough-and-tough American 
native, and you have House Beautiful’s 
AY mee Flower Show, represented elsewhere in this 
oY issue in fabrics, paints, and furnishings. Horticul- 
turally speaking, our four flowers make an apparent 
motley, yet they do have some important character- 
istics in common. They are all old-fashioned favorites that 
now start the 70’s with new colors and hybrid stamina to 
cope in today’s environment. 

The Chinese perfected the peony a thousand years ago, al- 
most to the degree we know it today. Carnations originated 
in the Mediterranean, and, following centuries of refinement 
in Europe, they figured prominently among the 19th-century 
sentimentalists. Through the decades, the fragile wild del- 
phinium has grown to an 8’ spire of sky-colored flowers. 
Finally there is our own lowly zinnia, until recently a coarse 
field flower. Now it thrives from the dusty dooryards of 
the dry Southwest to the polluted air along Park Avenue. 

The 70’s will be the decade of the zinnia. A revolutionary 
type, just announced to the trade, will be available for plant- 
ing next year. Ironically, the man responsible for making it 
happen today for the zinnia was directly responsible for un- 
seating it. Until about 20 years ago, when Charley Weddle 
ushered in the age of the petunia, the zinnia was the most 
popular annual flower. Then came Weddle’s first all-double, 
all-large petunias in 1946, followed by an array of varieties 
in every color imaginable, with all kinds of growth habits. and 
we all but forgot the zinnia. Weddle, for all practical pur- 
poses, became “Mr. Petunia.” Now we may have to give him 
a new nickname, for in his breeding workshop in western 


Colorado. most attention is directed today to the zinnia. 


At this moment. the most fantastic zinnias in the breeders’ 
fields don’t set seed well. Growers have to sacrifice quality 
for yield. Now they are looking to Fs and F. generations to 
solve this problem. Weddle does his hybridizing in green- 
houses so that the work continues all vear. While a peony 


breeder waits four years to see a new variety come into first 
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bloom, the zinnia is an annual that can be brought into bloom 
three or four times yearly. 

This year’s star zinnias may be found among Nectarine 
(rose-pink), Wild Cherry (cerise-red), Winesap (dark scar- 
let red), Tangerine, and Burpee’s Zenith series—Firecracker 
(scarlet-red), Rosy Future (rose-pink), Torch (orange), and 
Yellow Zenith. All of these are classed as giant cactus- 
flowered. The fully double flowers are comprised of ruffled, 
quilled, and curled petals, with individual blooms averaging 
about 6” across. For cutting, the Tom Thumb types of an- 
other era have been updated with Cherry Buttons, Pink But- 

tons, and Red Buttons—12” to 18” plants are 

literally covered all summer with 114” flowers. If 

you prefer large-flowered zinnias with broad, 
plain petals stacked deeply, try the State Fair series, 
available in separate colors or in a color mixture. 

Zinnias will grow almost anywhere. They do best in 
well-drained, cultivated soil where a vegetable garden 
thrives. They are definitely warm-weather plants, and seeds 
should be sown outdoors after the soil warms up in spring. 
Or you can give them an early start indoors in individual 
bands or peat pots about six weeks before outdoor planting 
time. Through summer, all they need to keep the blooms 
coming is full sun and moist soil. Cut the flowers, either for 
bouquets, or to remove them when they look past their prime 
on the plants. The more you cut, the more they will bloom. 

For centuries the peony has been the grand lady of flowers. 
It has probably graced more priceless porcelain bowls than 
any other flower save the rose. Today there is literally a revo- 
lution going on in the peony world. This activity centers 
around the American Peony Society, which had exhibits of 
entirely new families of hybrids at the 1969 national show. 
So much is going on, in fact, that those in the thick of it 
seem uncertain as to who is breeding what. 

From the gardener’s point of view, the most exciting news 
is that by careful selection from today’s varieties you can 
have six weeks of bloom (four toward the Southern ranges). 
There are more colors than ever before. The greatest hold- 
back on these fabulous new hybrids is that peonies are slow 
to propagate. Present methods take 15 to 20 years for a new 
variety to become widely available. One answer may be tissue 
culture, which has totally changed the orchid business. Ex- 
periments began this January at the University of California 
at Riverside, where Dr. Toshio Murashige says that “tissue 
culture is theoretically possible for all plants,” but it may not 
necessarily work on peonies. Soon we will know, thanks to 
his work, which may revolutionize the peony world. 

What is happening with peonies is that crosses are ,being 
made now that were never thought possible before. The 
breakthrough occurred in Japan with a new race of golden 
peonies. The lutea hybrid Alice Harding was crossed onto 
the white lactiflora Kakoden. This cross was then repeated in 
the United States on a much wider scope. 

If you study the catalogs of peony specialists, you will find 
a bewildering array of varieties, all of which promise to be 
glorious. One guide is to read the Bulletin of the American 
Peony Society to see what varieties win in shows, and which 
ones the breeders talk about. At the 1969 national show, 
winners included Nick Shaylor, Gardenia, Mildred Mae, 
Mighty Mo, Pico, and Douglas Brand. The three best tree 
peonies were Infanta, High Noon, and G. Mandarin. West- 
erner was the best Japanese. In a (Continued on page 152) 
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As New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art 
celebrates its 100th birthday, we survey what 
museums are bringing to the national scene 
today in their evolution from staid treasure 
houses to community-minded educators, 


entertainers, and audience involvers

Been to a museum lately? Something like 560 million Amer- 
icans have—that’s the latest annual attendance count of our 
6000 museums. And that doesn’t include countless others who 
have been influenced by museum-inspired extramural travel- 
ing shows, study courses, and school programs which are be- 
coming as much a part of a museum’s function as the preserva- 
tion of its collections. Which is all by way of saying that muse- 
ums are not what they used to be. 

The museum, whether it deals with art, science, or history, 
is entering into the mainstream of living. Museum directors 
are today priming their institutions to play as vigorous roles 
in the community as the civic-proud baseball team or the Ro- 
tary Club. While still preserving their role as custodians of the 
past, they are simultaneously on the search for anything that’s 
making waves—social action, environmental art, the esthetics 
of plastics, kinetic light, three-dimensional art, the radical 
union of art and technology—and the explosively new or dar- 
ing gets equal billing with the classic. 

Typical of the high-level social action that reflects new con- 
cern beyond marble walls, two of New York City’s prestigious 
showcases for 


museums created 


Harlem-inspired projects. 
Both picked a decaying city within a city as the most important 
problem of their community. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art put the spotlight on Har- 
lem as it is today; the Museum of Modern Art portrayed it as 
it may be tomorrow. 

Dramatizing this problem with a multimedia documentary 
exhibit, the Metropolitan showed, in “Harlem on My Mind,” 
the meat, bone, and marrow of the world’s foremost black 
community, its past compared with its present, the contribu- 
tions made by its people, and their historical place in the 20th 
Century. The exhibition made waves, stirred up controversy, 
provoked demonstrations—and that in itself is evidence of the 


museum's new role in the community. The public was paying 


attention. In an older day few people might have cared. 

For its exhibition—“The New City: Architectural and Ur- 
ban Renewal”—the Museum of Modern Art assembled archi- 
tectural teams from Princeton, Cornell, Columbia, and M.L.T.,

gave them their heads to dream up what Harlem could be 
without tying the planners down to specific economic and geo- 
graphical mandates. While these utopian visions supplied no 
working blueprints, the project has spurred community thinking. 

Not waiting for Utopia, the Bedford Lincoln Neighborhood 


“Museum, operated by the Brooklyn Children’s Museum, 


moved into a vacant poolroom and auto showroom, and made 
it as alluring as Alice’s Wonderland for children living in the 
largest disadvantaged community in the country. The “Muse” 
(as its little visitors call it) vibrates with orange, red, white, 
and silver paint and is, according to one child, “full of things 
from ancient times, man, and real live today things like snakes, 
like sheep with a hippie haircut, like rabbits that snuggle, and 
other animals of a mini zoo.” 

Boxed museum treasures are taken home on loan, like li- 
brary books, and wondrous objects can be touched, handled, 
tried on, and worn—ancient Indian jewelry, Viking helmets, 
vintage hats, and clothes from the world’s exotic bazaars. 

Classes range from archeological expeditions (to Staten 
Island) to the study of the stars from the Museum’s Planetar- 
ium, from rock ’n roll and jazz to bongo drums. Free work- 
shop courses in puppet-making, theatre-play production, cre- 
ative writing, dancing, music, art, and geography are among 
the subjects pursued by children from five years old and up. 
The first year more than 100,000 youngsters stormed the bat- 
tlements of a museum where involvement is the key to its un- 
precedented success, where children’s ideas for programs are 
listened to and where an alert staff keeps these closely cued to 
classes in school. 

The same kind of innovation and surprise is luring adults 
into museums these days, too. The Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, which is long on both, recently treated its visitors to a per- 
formance by choreographer Twyla Tharp and 17 avant-garde 
dancers who broke from the museum crowd in blue jeans and 
leotards and danced spontaneously for 90 minutes up and 
down the monumental staircase, into the great hall, and out 
into the patio—possibly while the Met’s founding fathers 
turned in their graves. but in any case while the audience was 
introduced to Miss Tharp’s theory that real-life movements are 
art movements. 

Of late, the comprehensive exhibition, with highly publi- 
cized paintings lent by museums from all over the world, has 
crowds thronging the portals. Individual paintings, given 
movie-star treatment, attract the crowds like a movie first 
night. Rembrandt’s “Aristotle Contemplating the Bust of 
Homer,” the Metropolitan’s gem beyond compare, is an ex- 
ample. This painting, which commanded over two million 
dollars at auction, was viewed in hushed silence, broke attend- 


ance records, and almost became a household word. 
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The moon-rock souvenir from the Sea of Tranquillity is an- 
other example of the solo-spectacular. Only 114” long, weigh- 
ing 21 grams, and needing a jeweler’s glass to study its details, 
it nonetheless pulled 42,195 people, a record-breaker, into the 
New York Museum of Natural History the first day on display. 

Like the theatre, the movies, and TV, museums can never 
relax in their efforts to get full audience attention. and often 
spend years of work and a staggering sum of money to stage 
an ambitious show. (The days of creating an environment by 
splashing fresh paint on a few showcases are gone forever.) 
“The Magic Theatre.” a monumental spectacular of environ- 
mental art, attracted 82,000 people to the Nelson Gallery in 
Kansas City during a six-week run. Mounted by Ralph C. Coe, 
assistant director of the museum, “The Magic Theatre” this 
month winds up a five-year project that attempted to integrate 
psychic arts into the spectator’s own perception. 


The eight artists staging this spectacular used such smashing

visual concepts as a wall of ten standing acrylic prisms 814’ 
tall and filled with 421 gallons of distilled light-catching water; 
an electronic peristyle with an electronic brain in a see-through 
acrylic sphere; a strobe-lighted floor with fireworks flashing in 
the spectator’s wake as he moved across it. 

From Kansas City, “The Magic Theatre’ toured museums in 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Montreal, and winds up this month in 
New York City where the Museum of Contemporary Crafts co- 
sponsored its presentation at Automation House. 

In the big push by museums to mount more interesting shows, 
many have overlooked the esthetic potentials inherent in fabu- 
lous man-made materials. Not so Milwaukee’s Art Center, San 
Francisco’s Museum of Art, and New York City’s Jewish Muse- 
um. Not neglected by these forward-thinking museums were 
plastics. In a recent exhibition staged jointly by the trio at the 


Jewish Museum, plastics received their full merit of reward in 


the exploring hands of 49 artists, (Continued on page 194)

Education is the key—an expanded ed- 
ucational program that goes beyond the 
Met’s walls, into the streets, into the city’s 
classrooms, and especially into the imagi- 
nations of the city’s youth. 

“We have a commitment to communi- 
cate. There’s going to be a lot more going 
out and giving forth,” says young Harry 
Parker, new Vice-Director of the Met’s 
Education Department, which has been 
for decades responsible for the Met's

almost overwhelming offerings of in- 
museum lectures and courses. 

“One of the problems with museums is 
that lots of people are bewildered by 
what they see because they don’t under- 
stand it. We want to go out and let them 
know what we have here, tell them some- 
thing about it before they come to the 
museum so that they don’t have to won- 
der what they’re looking at and why we 
have ii here in the first place. We want to 
actively go out to educate and inspire, 
and to give people pleasure while we're 
doing it. We have 18 new projects already 
started. We look at them as tryouts, but 
if they are successful they may well shape 
what we'll be doing in the Met’s second 
century.” 

One of these innovations is “Eye- 
Opener,” a traveling exhibition designed 
as a sugar-coated lesson in becoming 
world 


around us. The first show deals with the 


aware of the art forms in the 
spiral, which is shown in such objects as 
shells. plants, the barber pole. and in the 
works of artists from the Met's collec- 
tion. As a clever device for pulling in the 
audience, the very truck on which the ex- 
hibit is installed is a spectacular. It pulls 


up at a playground, a housing project, a 


vacant lot, lets down its sides. and the 
whole “exhibition hall” inflates like a 
balloon, a device bound to lure the 
crowds. It is traveling the five boroughs 
of New York, ten days per neighborhood. 

Another project is the High School 
Museum, a mountain-goes-to-Mohammed 
idea by which exhibitions and lecturers 
from the Met go out to the schools. 

Also developed, through a grant by the 
Geigy Chemical Corp. and Arthur K. Wat- 
son, is an ingenious method of teaching 
American art and American history more 
or less simultaneously by film strip com- 
plete with narration, music, and art from 
the museum’s collection. 

A major undertaking, which might well 
be forecasting the day when high schools 
establish their own museums, is a broad- 
range program of art education, a sort of 
prepackaged art course which, besides 
slides and recorded lectures by art ex- 
perts and historians, provides subscribing 
schools with six art exhibitions during the 
school year, each with 30 works of art in 
the best possible reproduction. 

And this is only the beginning of the 
future and the Met’s involvement in it, 


meantime continuing its traditional func- 


tion as the caretaker of the artistic past.

Lamb and the red wines of Bordeaux 
truly are meant for each other, particu- 
larly when the wine is a St. Emilion, 
rich red, bordering on purple, with 
flavor beguiling as a fresh ripe peach. 
Sometimes called the Burgundies of the 
Bordeaux region, the most famous are 
Chateau Ausone and Chateau Cheval 
Blanc, but Clos Fourtet gives them a run 
for their money, and I suggest it as a 
first choice in the 1961 vintage. Lighter 
in price and generally in body are: Clos 
des Jacobins, Chateau des Grandes 
Murailles, both 1964; Chateau Ripeau 
de Ferrand and Chateau Roc St. Michel, 
all 1962 vintage. They are generally 
priced below $3.00. Regional St. Emi- 
lions, of no specific chateau, should cost 
less than $2.00 a bottle. Also highly rec- 
ommended, St. Emilion’s American cou- 
sins, the Cabermet Sauvignons of Cali- 
fornia, around $3.00.

“T almost starved my first months in 
New York. American food seemed so 
strange.” said Bakula Bendre, daughter 





of Marayan Bendre, one of India’s most 
distinguished modern painters. Hungry 
as well as homesick for home dishes, 
Bakula borrowed an apartment and in- 
vited some of her student friends to 
jevayala chala (come to eat). 

Being Hindu, the Bendres are vege- 
tarians, though younger members of the 
family will eat chicken, lamb, fish, and 
shellfish outside their home. Bakula’s 
first taste of beef here “shocked” her but 
she has since learned to enjoy it, espe- 
cially in a Japanese restaurant. 

To a Westerner. the whole concept of 
this Indian dinner is unusual. Entrées as 
well as rice are seasoned somewhat the 
same. Yet. on tasting, each has its own 
individual character. All are served at 
the same time on the same plate. Des- 
serts and salads are unknown. Menus for 
both noontime and evening meals are 
essentially the same—Bakula tells us 
they do not eat breakfast at all. Though 
she served a Riesling wine for the plea- 
sure of Western guests, it’s not custom- 
ary to drink anything but water.

gled summer house poses serenely on the bluff of a 
22-acre site overlooking Peconic Bay on Long Island. 
Like a ship’s bridge, the house-wide second-level bal- 
cony seen over the treetops in the photograph above 
commands a remarkable. sweeping view of water. 
Taking advantage of the view from that height, the 
designer, Architect Bernard Marson of New York, 
raised the living/dining areas to the second level. 
These spaces are immediately behind the fixed and 
sliding glass doors on the baleony—doors fitted with 
bronze-tinted, heat-absorbing glass. Master suite

The naked strength and natural beauty of wood play 
a strong role in the Edwardses’ house interiors. Fir , 
is dominant, used on the floors and ceilings, for the 
beams overhead and in the stairwell. As sculptural 
as a modern museum piece, the stairwell supports a 
couch, cantilevered to the left, above, and a bar, to 





the right—a handsome, efficient and inexpensive 
way to use space. Covering the bar top: the same 
bronze-tinted glass used in the glass doors opening 
onto the balcony. Buff firebricks block out the fire- 
place, topped by a sheet-metal flue, painted black. 
Overall, there is a “have your cake and eat it too” 
quality about the balance between openness and pri- 
vacy: a lovely view in one direction; light through 
well-placed windows, plus the security and solidity 
more commonly found in a townhouse. Construc- 


tion cost was $30,000—reasonable for the area. 
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Vertical boards on the rafter ends, top photograph, 


help shield the summer sun, spread changing shadow 
patterns on the fir deck. The house is on a_ breezy 





knoll (the reason it’s heated only, not air conditioned). 
FIRST FLOOR iH || II Solid end walls and rail on the balcony deflect wind, 
make a qt/et enclave for sunning. Those end walls 
and rail are really plywood box beams that help 
support the cantilevered deck. Inside the glass wall, 
a fir-clad stairwell angles toward the third-level bal- 
cony, master bedroom, bath, and private deck, plan 
of which is top left. In the photograph immediately 
above, note that the bronze-tinted glass doesn’t alter 
the appearance of the scenery outside. Coloration in 
the glass is apparent only looking in from the deck. 
Tub chairs and a clean-lined, glass-topped cocktail 
table are typical of understated furnishings through- 
out, in keeping with the simplicity of the structure. 
A close look at the floor plan will reveal a primary 


characteristic of good design: very little “low-use” 





space, such as entries, halls, stairs. Every possible 
square foot of floor space is put to use, and good 
that is, since the house is not large. There are less than 
1100 square feet within the walls. An area for parking 
is provided alongside the front entry. Sectional view, 


left, clearly shows the cantilevers, glass clerestories.

The Pacific Northwest is the home of the Western 
red cedar shingle, and a most appropriate habitat 
for this piquant, shingled house—a product of its 
own forests. Designed by Architect Paul Hayden 
Kirk for a narrow, wooded slope in Seattle, it is as 
indigenous to its region as the fragile cedar flitches 
that sheath it. In addition to its owners, Mr. and 
Mrs. Blair Kirk, it houses an occasional guest, a 20- 
year collection of fine art, and a perpetual presence 
of high, well-lighted space. 

The lofty living room/art gallery (upper right) 
is the principal feature of the house, its twin-peaked 
bands of facing clerestory windows presenting a 
rare example of unique, abstract form rising from 
the honest solution of an interior lighting problem. 
The kitchen (center, right) looks across an open, 
tree-viewing court to the den beyond. From the 
street, the low, hovering fascia of the carport roof, 
ornamented with a chain-mail frieze of round-cut 
shingles, adds an air of medieval pageantry to the 
enigmatic, stylized towers. Projecting beams fly out 
across the wood decks (opposite), to conduct rain- 
water from inner roof area to concealed downspouts. 
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The sea is an emotional pageant: soothing, hypnotic,

mysterious, moving, animated, disquieting, fear- 
some. Viewed from land, it is never dull. Small 


} wonder the architects opened every important room 
. in this house to the water. Insulating glass in fixed 
windows and French doors wraps around three sides

An almost overpowering, asymmetrical, shingled 
roof extends deeply on three sides to shade the glass 
from the morning sun. Solid, shingle-clad rails sur- 
round a wide pine deck, above, which benefits from 
both the overhangs and its orientation inside the 
“U.” At almost any time during a sunny day, the 
owners have a choice of sitting in cool shadow or 
warm sun on the deck. Space inside the living room 
is accentuated by redwood ceilings that rise with the 
shape of the roof to an apex about 12’ from the oak 
floor. This is repeated in the master-bedroom wing. 
The fireplace wall, left, and all walls except the back 
wall in the dining gallery are plaster painted white. 
The gallery wall is sandblasted concrete. Fireplace is 
built with Pennsylvania “ironspot” brick corbeled 
upward to the throat. as if a mirror image of the 
rising ceiling.

mayonnaise. Then add enough 
heavy cream to bring the mayon- 
naise to a light consistency.

Sautéed Baby Lamb Chops 


This unusually delicious and suc- 
culent method of cooking lamb 
chops involves some slight dis- 
cussion with your butcher. What 
you want, and must insist on, is 
having him take the ribs and cut 
them in two right through the 
bone. Some butchers do this by 
machine, At the same time, have 
him cut off the bone ends but not 
“French” the chops. This gives 
you small, thin chops, and you 
should allow 4 to a person. 

Before you start cooking have 
ready a generous heated platter 
and keep it warm in a low (140°) 
oven. This is most important be- 
cause lamb cools much more 
quickly than other meats. 

To cook, dry the chops thor- 
oughly on both sides. Take a 
large, heavy skillet and add 3 to 4 
tablespoons of butter. When it is 
hot and foaming, add only as 
many chops as will fit into the 
pan without crowding. Turn them 
over once (most easily done with 
your fingers) so they are but- 
tered on both sides. Then sauté 
over a good heat a total of 3 
minutes, turning once. They will 
take on only a little bit of color. 
As the chops cook, lift from the 
skillet to the heated serving plat- 
ter and keep warm. Add more 
butter to the pan if it is needed. 

When all the chops are cooked, 
season well with salt and freshly 
ground pepper and garnish with 
a handsome bouquet of fresh wa- 
tercress.

To thaw or not to thaw 


Opinions vary on this. We prefer 
to thaw the frozen meat and bring 
it to room temperature before 
cooking. largely because we feel 
more confident about our cooking 
time. However, the meat can be 
cooked from the frozen state al- 
lowing somewhat more time. 
Broadly speaking, frozen meat 
takes about 43 to 144 longer to 
cook than thawed meat, and 
boned cuts, frozen or not, take 
relatively longer than meat with 
the bone in. 


About netted lamb roasts 


_A little more than two years ago, 
the American Lamb Council orig- 
inated netted boned lamb roasts 
(leg, shoulder, and breast). The 
cut surfaces are rubbed with pow- 
dered egg white, which acts as a 
binder; the meat is then rolled 
and encased by machine in a tube 
of elastic netting. A very tidy 
package, indeed. The meats can 
be roasted in their nets (which 
are removed after roasting) or 
they can be sliced into steaks 
to whatever thickness you like, 
then broiled or sautéed. Available 
in good food stores nationally. 


How to care for and 
store fresh lamb 


Like all other meats, lamb should 
be refrigerated uncevered or 
loosely covered in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator or in 
the meat storage compartment. 
If the lamb has been prepack- 
aged, loosen the wrappings be- 
fore refrigerating unless the meat 
is to be cooked that day. Like 
ground beef, ground lamb deteri- 
orates quickly and should be eat- 
en within 24 hours of purchase. 
We do not recommend freezing 
ground lamb. 


_ About imported 
New Zealand lamb 


For the last several years New 
Zealand has been sending us fro- 
zen lamb (legs, shoulders, rib 
racks, and loins) and we are told 
frozen lamb patties, boned and 
rolled legs and shoulders will be 
sent in the foreseeable future. 
This is “spring” lamb in the 
sense that it is young lamb about 
4 to 6 months old and, 
true of American lamb, it is in- 
spected, not only by the New 
Zealand Department of Agricul- 
ture, but on arrival here by the

U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
New Zealand lamb is usually on 
the lean side with the fat general- 
ly concentrated around the mus- 
cles rather than in the tissues. 
You will find there is perceptible 
uniformity in the various cuts. 
The distinctive flavor is a result 
of the animals’ having been bred 
for meat rather than for wool.

current poll conducted by officers 
of the Society, the favorites were 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Moon- 
stone, Kansas, Nick Shaylor, and 
Sea Shell. Also much in the lime- 
light among growers in the know 
are the “Estate” peonies bred by 
Charles Klehm & Sons Nursery. 

Tree and herbaceous peonies 
are best planted in early fall. Pe- 
onies need a sunny, well-drained 
site, with no competition from 
greedy tree or shrub roots. Once 
planted, they do not need to be 
disturbed or divided in a lifetime. 


Growing carnations 


There are basically two types 
of carnation—those cultivated in 
greenhouses by florists, and those 
hardy types for the garden. The 
garden carnations have a style all 
their own. The flowers are loose 
and informal by comparison to 
the pampered ones from a green- 
house, which are often so uniform 
they look almost artificial. 

The news in today’s garden 
carnations is that they give an 
abundance of bloom and live over 
from one season to another, ex- 
cept in climates of severe winter 
cold. To help them live over, 
plant in perfectly drained soil, 
and mulch with straw or leaves 
after fall freeze-up. 

From seeds. the garden carna- 
tions begin bloom at the end of 
the first season, in late summer 
and early fall. They give a much 
better showing in the second year. 

Best of all seed-grown hardy 
carnations is the Fragrance strain 
bred on the West Coast, with 12” 
sturdy stems supporting the high- 
ly scented flowers. They bloom all 
season if you keep them cut. 

Next in favor are the Chabaud 
Giants. an everblooming strain 
with flowers on 20” stems. These 
are available in a dozen different- 
named yarieties, all to be started 
from seeds. Teicher’s Rasse Nel- 
ken is considered the hardiest of 
the garden carnations, a strain 
with strong stems, each crowned 
by two to four fully double 2” 
flowers. Most bloom occurs in the 
spring. Also to grow from seeds, 
the mixed English Giants will 
give flowers the size and quality 
of florist carnations if the sec- 
ondary buds are removed. 

There are also a number of 
border pinks which make excel- 
lent garden carnations. Select 
from named varieties of Dianthus 
plumarius, such as Dinah, Essex 
Witch, Her Majesty, and Salmon 
Unique, listed in catalogs of nur- 
serymen who specialize in hardy 
perennials. Also to consider are 
Allwood’s perpetual flowering 
















































pinks, bred in England, with 
very foliage that is attractive e 
in winter.

many of whom created works es- 
pecially for this show (“Plastic 
Presence”). 

Not every museum in this fren- 
etic period of innovation has a 
new temple in which to experi- 
ment. But that is the good luck 
of the Chicago Museum of Con- 
temporary Art which swung open 
its doors recently to the new, the 
controversial, and the conceptual. 

This museum’s recent avant- 
garde shows have ranged from an 
“Art By Telephone” exhibition, 
with each of 40 artists dictating 
by long distance what he wanted 
the museum staff to create or di- 
rect for him, to a Christo wrap- 
ping of the entire museum’s two- 
floors with a canvas tarpaulin. 


Department store to museum 


The Walker Art Center, of Min- 
neapolis, is also due for new 
marble halls that are presently 
being built on the old site, but 
this hasn’t stopped the museum 
from conducting business as usu- 
al. Meanwhile, it is exhibiting in 
the large-scale auditorium of Day- 
ton’s department store, 
an untapped audience of store 
browsers and shoppers and _ peo- 
ple who may never have been 
inside a museum. The upcoming 
exhibition, “Figures and Environ- 
ment,’ (May 15th-June 13th) 
will be seven tableau sculptures

The museum is the base of a 
and art-history courses of a co 
lege and it may also invite th 
artist-in-residence to its quie 
halls to humanize his craft. Whe 
located far from cities, this m 
seum is often the only one wher 
isolated residents can _ satisfy 
their hunger for art. Although 
some schools have galleries de| 
signed by Philip Johnson, and 
Breughels on their walls, wha 
young buffs value most is the 
spirit of experimentation. 

A lively example is the “Art i 
Process” series of New Yor 
City’s Finch College. Displaye 
alongside each work of art is th 
much-lived-with memorabilia o 
the artist’s working pains: hi 
notes, diagrams, drawings 
sketches, models, and in somé¢ 
cases slide-rule figures. Used fo 
exhibition purposes, they opal 
up the anatomy of sculpture 
painting, collage, graphic, or oth 
er art form. As a result, odd 
exhibit tells an informative, inti 
mate and often dramatic story of 
the artist’s 
veloped. 

Just as innovative, the Theatre 
of Light (Kinetic Light Environ4 
ment) put on by Trinity College's 
Widener Gallery of Hartford, 
Conn., was a three-week spectac4 
ular staged indoors with inflat- 
able vinyl bubbles, kept inflated 
by machine blowers. A bubble 
30’ in diameter housed a bubble 
within a bubble from which a 
fantastic kaleidoscope of light 
imagery played. The show drew 
10,000 spectators, and young peo- 
ple from Hartford’s disadvantaged 
area took part in the ambitious 
program extensively aided by the 
Hartford Electric Light Co.’s| 
probing research in kinetic light.

The perfect time for Norway 


In late spring or early summer 
in Norway, the days lengthen and 
the sun shines warmly.

Who would have thought that Phyllis Diller would join the 


garden-club set? “Well,” she said as we talked over the Old 
Man cactus with the silky spines that grow naturally into a 
Diller hairdo, “IT wouldn’t say I’ve gone that far. My only 
claim to green thumbs is when I get them mossy from han- 
dling pots. But I’ve always loved live plants. No family 
should be without one. I really feel we absorb our surround- 
ings, therefore they should be as beautiful as possible. I 
want to help put at least one colorful plant in every room 
across the country.” 

For Phyllis, this is no idle dream. Through her franchised 
plant boutiques, already open in Philadelphia and Houston, 
she is determined to help balance the ratio of plant to brick. 
“Plants, nature, environmental awareness—they’re all a part 
of the 70’s spirit. We have to find ways to purify the air we 
breathe. Every little bit helps, even if it is only the improved 
air in a room filled with plants taking in carbon dioxide and 
giving off oxygen.” 

Phyllis, whose name happens to mean “green leaf” in 
Latin, grew up in a small town in Ohio. “At home we always 
had huge begonias and a palm. | think I was more interested 
in the truck patch than in dolls. What I liked most was going 
out to pick a lot of peas. Eons later, when I played New 
York for the first time, the cement city overwhelmed me. 
‘Thank God, I said, ‘for a piece of parsley.’ Right then I 
decided something had to be done to take the mystique out 
of growing plants. Gardening is a great diversion for every- 
body, no matter age or state in life. 

“The gardening buffs will always find a way,” Phyllis 
maintained, “but I want to make the right pot plants avail- 
able to every person who craves greenery. It’s a simple 
matter of fitting the plant to the place.” 

To this end, three kinds of plant tags are 
Phyllis Diller Exotic Plant Boutiques. Yellow signifies at a 
glance that the plant needs bright sun. Pink is for diffused, 
filtered, or partly sunny. Gray indicates no sun, or that the 
plant adapts to a situation without direct sun. The front of 
each tag gives the plant’s common and botanical names, 
along with its country of origin. 

For example, the yellow tag for a bromeliad states that it 
is “Native to South America and the West Indies. There are 
2200 known varieties. all related to the pineapple.” On the

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Loving Care: “T” for temperature suggests a range of 50° 
to 80°; “L” for light indicates bright (a good light bulb or 
sunlight) ; and “C” for care: “Water well in ‘throat’ of the 
plant: let soil dry before watering again. Do not let stand 
in water.” 

More than 80 different plants, mostly tropical foliage 
types best adapted to modern homes and apartments, will be 
stocked. Flowering kinds will appear in season, along with 
special new varieties as they are found and propagated. 
Along with the plants, there are the containers. fertilizers, 
sprays, and lighting accessories for keeping them happy in 
an artificial environment. 

What does Phyllis grow in her own home? “My real home 
is a marvelous old house in Brentwood | Calif.] with ferns ee : 
everywhere inside and palms all around the loggia. We House Beautiful 
have our own vegetable garden, and I’m crazy about herbs.” 

Currently, home for Phyllis and husband Warde Donovan 
is a duplex in Manhattan overlooking the East River. while 
she stars in the Broadway cast of Hello Dolly!

Liebfraumilch 


Is it as good (or as bad) as they say? 


Liebfraumilch—perhaps no name 
in the wine world has been more 
widely misunderstood. It is loved 
by some as a favorite wine, 
damned by others as a misleading 
name that can mean anything. 
Both are right. in way. 
Obviously it’s an exaggeration 
to say that Liebfraumilch may 
mean anything. What it means is 
a German white wine from any 
part of the Rhineland, especially 
from the part which is called 
Rheinhessen or Hesse. Hesse, you 
recall, is the home of the Hessian 
mercenaries whom George III 
hired to help his redcoats put 
down the American Revolution. 
Fortunately, the Hessians are bet- 
ter winemakers than soldiers. 
There are 155 towns and _ vil- 
lages in the Rheinhessen entitled 
to produce Liebfraumilch. And vir- 
tually all do. Naturally enough, 
the quality varies. Actually, the 
winemakers of Hesse don’t try to 
make a standard wine. They don’t 
think of their wines as “Lieb- 
fraumilch” but rather as hun- 
dreds of different local wines 
named for their villages and 
sometimes for specific vineyards; 
for example Nierstein, or, better, 
Niersteiner Rehbach, Niersteiner 
Auflangen, Niersteiner Orbel, 
ete.; and Oppenheim, or, better, 
Oppenheimer Sachtrager, Oppen- 
heimer Herrenberg, etc. 


The label 


Wines of such high pedigree as 
these could be labeled Liebfrau- 
milch but rarely are. It can hap- 
pen, though, and once in a while 
it does. The reason is simply that 
it’s the shippers—and at our end 
the importers. the distributors, 
the retailers, advertisers, and con- 
sumers—not the growers—who 
“make” Liebfraumilch. If Lieb- 
fraumilch is a name we will buy 
more readily than Rheinhessen 
Nackenheimer Rothenberg, then 
the labelers are prepared to give 
us what we want. 

What is more commonly la- 
beled Liebfraumilch is a_ship- 
pers blend. They can be very 
good or they can be ordinary, de- 
pending on the shipper. Even 
when an unblended estate-bottled 
(the usual German word for this 
is Originalabfullung) wine comes 
from a known vineyard, it is not 
necessarily better than one of the 
good shippers’ blends. The great 
shippers have large reserves of 
skill and capital and good wine, 















































any of which may be lacking on z 
small private estate. Their blend 
ing is done only to improve thi 
total character of the wine—t 
bring together in harmony th 
superior qualities of severa 
wines. no one of which is exacth 
right by itself. When a gifted an 
experienced professional such a 
Artur Meier, the manager of 
Sichel Sons in Mainz, tastes ne 
wines, he instinctively thinks 
how each of them can be im 
proved, and frequently makes e3 
perimental blends on the spot 
at least he did when I spent som 
days tasting with him last fall. / 
shipper’s blend can be a super} 
wine whenever a superior shippé 
blends for quality, not price. 


Care in blending

likely be proud enough to say so 
on his label. Actually German 
law allows the label to say “Ries- 
ling” when only two-thirds of the 
contents come from this grape; 
this will soon be changed to 
three-quarters. You can safely as- 
sume that the Rieslings of Hesse 
will not find their way into Lieb- 
fraumilch except for the excep- 
tional spdtlese or auslese bottle 
mentioned earlier. You can like- 
wise assume that the more ordi- 
nary Liebfraumilchs will contain 
wines from the more southerly 
Rheinpfalz, while the best may 
have some from the Rheingau. 


Matching food with wine 


Rhine seem to define 
their own world of enjoyment, 
whether by themselves on a sunny 
afternoon or with a meal. You 
don’t really need to worry very 
much about what goes best with 
what. Certainly this is part of 
their charm—part of the great 
attraction of Liebfraumilch. When 
you have settled on a Liebfrau- 
milch that you especially like, or 
in your search for one, I suggest 
that follow the time-tested 
practice of matching local wine 
with local food. We tend to think 
of white wines exclusively with 
fish. The Rhinelanders think of 


their white wines with everything

you 


—every food from the lake and 
the stream, the woods, the pasture, 
and the garden. You may of course 
enjoy them with brook trout or 
fresh salmon. Also smoked eel. 

But then try Liebfraumilch 
with sausages—with the whole 
range of “cold cuts” that we’ve 
inherited mainly from Germany. 
The wine can turn a quickly com- 


posed party for family and 
friends into a feast. For a more 
elegant dinner party, serve it 


with a fine veal ragout. Or in the 
contemporary German style, with 
three cutlets of beef, veal, and 
pork. If you never realized that 
white wine would go so well with 
meat, this knowledge should be 
worth the cost of the experiment.

It is best to 
store it in glass, plastic, or metal containers, tightly sealed.

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Is it true turkeys can be cooked overnight? 


































Low-temperature cooking (200°), which is what this amount 
to, is not recommended. In fact, it’s dangerous. By scientifi 
tests, it has been determined that if turkeys are cooked a 
such a low temperature, regardless of the length of time, th 
bacterial count jumps dramatically and salmonella bacteri 
(which cause a serious food poisoning) multiply at a fantasti 
rate. So the answer is no! Turkeys, stuffed or unstuffed, shoul 
never be cooked at less than 300°. 


Why do recipes sometimes call for both vanilla and almond? 


We’ve wondered about this ourselves. So we wrote to McCor} 
mick & Co., the spice and flavoring people, and this is what 
they say: “The theory that vanilla used in combination wit 
almond makes the almond more apparent simply isn’t true 
Almond is far more potent than vanilla. Adding vanilla tend 
to mellow and soften the overall flavor.” If you want a vanill 
flavor, use vanilla; if almond, use that. Ignore any recipe tha 
calls for both. It’s probably out of date, anyway. 


What is monosodium glutamate? 


It is a salt of glutamic acid, derived from a variety of natura 
foods (such as sugar beets, wheat, soy beans) and is, in itself 
a natural ingredient of every protein food (meat, fish, poultry 
cheese, tomatoes, mushrooms, even mother’s milk). In hi 
book Eating for Good Health, Frederick J. Stare, M.D, Pro 
fessor of Nutrition and Chairman, Department of Nutrition 
Harvard School of Public Health, says: “Protein, the body’ 
building block, is essential for growth and life.” Monosodiun 
glutamate, colorless and tasteless, has been known and used 
for centuries in the Orient to enhance food flavors, but it is im 
portant to point out here that while it will emphasize flavoi 
it will not cover up bad flavor. 





Is it safe to use monosodium glutamate? 


In his syndicated column, Food and Your Health, Dr. Frederick 
Stare (see above) recently wrote: “In my judgment the recen| 
potshots at MSG are unwarranted at best and premature a 
least. I still regard it as completely safe as it is used in foods 
even in baby foods, and as far as I know, so does the Food anc 
Drug Administration.” 





How do you use monosodium glutamate? | 
In The Pleasures of Chinese Cooking, an authoritative book 
on Chinese cooking, Grace Zia Chu says: “In using mono: 
sodium glutamate, remember that a little goes a long way. A 
pinch of the powder will enhance virtually any dish, be il 
vegetable, soup, seafood, meat, or poultry.” As a rule of 
thumb, 1% teaspoon is sufficient in a dish that will serve four te 
six. It is not, of course, used with sweets and should not be 
used in egg cookery. We are told that prior to roasting, é 
sprinkling in the cavity of turkeys, which are inclined to be 
dry, tends to make the turkey meat juicier. 


A couple of tips from a meat man 


Harry Brower of New York’s Lowy Bros., an old and distin 
euished independent New York City meat store, tells us thal 
steaks completely coated with a light film of vegetable oil. ther 
refrigerated uncovered, will stay in perfect condition for sev; 
eral days. This is handy information if you are able to pick uf 
two or three steaks at a good price. He also tells us that the 
texture of choice (USDA) steaks improves if they are chilled i

Coming clean 
about plastic waste 


Those handy disposables can cause 
problems: They're made of miracle materials 


that are too good—they won't fade awa 
g vi Ly. 


When New York career girl Vi- 
vian Sansom opens her Fire Island 
summer home this June, she’ll 
find on her beach a gallon bleach 
bottle, about half-a-dozen foam 
hot cups, lengths of wrapping 
film, two molded six-pack car 
riers, and two empty suntan lo- 
tion bottles. She’s sure to find all 
this, because she has been finding 
it each year when she reopens 
her house. She doesn’t like this 
plastic garbage—and wishes 
something were done about it. 
Millions of Americans share her 
sentiments. 

The paradox of the situation 
is that plastic refuse amounts to 
a mere two percent of the total 
solid waste generated in this 
country. Yet public — outery 
against its littering the country- 
side is growing. Why such 
strong reactions to what, statis- 
tically speaking, seems a minor 
problem? The answer is simple. 
Plastics suffer the twin curse of 
permanance and_ visibility. Un- 
like metal, they do not corrode. 
Unlike glass, they do not shatter 
into fragments. Unlike paper 
goods, they do not dissolve and 
disappear. Discard a plastic 
bottle and, unless somebody 
picks it up, itll be there in all 
its ugly glory ten years later. 
Plastics won’t fade away. They 


must be disposed of. And that’s. 


the problem. Disposal requires 
special steps; otherwise, dispos- 
ing of plastic disposables could 
lead to environmental pollution. 


The big three 


In 1969, 3.5 billion pounds of 
plastics, amounting to 17% 
pounds per capita, went into 


packaging applications, produc- 
ing the largest slice of the plas- 
tic garbage. They consisted most- 
ly of three materials, polyethyl- 
ene, polystyrene, and_ polyvinyl

chloride—vinyl. Of these, ,poly 
ethylene (it’s the one with the 
waxy feel, used for bottles, plas 
tic film, and coatings for con 
tainers) was the bulk leader} 
Polyethylene can be burned, bul} 
when melted it gets very hot ane 
gives off a waxy odor. The drip 
pings can foul the gratings on in 
cinerators. Polystyrene (harder 
material, used for ice-cream con} 
tainers and disposable cups) 
emits black, stringy soot wher, 
ignited. Vinyl (tough materiall 
often used for shampoo sbottles 
and the like) presents the great 
est disposal problem, liberating 
irritating and _ corrosive 
when burned. 
Fortunately, solutions for suc 
cessful elimination are in sight 
But since the garbage problem 
is primarily urban, these rem 
edies must be municipal with 
some necessary assists from in 
dustry, plus federal and_ state 
governments. The concerned cit 
izen can contribute useful actio 
by understanding the proble 
and exerting pressure on the 
government to help speed things 
along with disposal. 


Operation waste away 


The traditional approach t 
solid waste has been land dis 
posal, but now estimates sho 
that economically available dump 
ing sites will be exhausted dur 
ing the 70’s and responsible peo: 
ple are looking into viable 
alternatives. Ocean burning an 
dumping, incineration, com pact} 
ing are considered only short 
term solutions to the long-term 
problem. Conventional systems 
of incineration produce problems 
because of the ignition charac 
teristics of plastics already men} 
tioned. Compaction was oncé 
considered quite promising.

Unconventional reversal of living 
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The two houses that Architect Stephenson 
has made into one were once carriage 
houses of the Georgian mansions that face 
on Dublin’s Fitzwilliams Place. Those 
former purlieus of horses and hay had 
long since been remodeled into atmos- 
pheric little cottages by people who, like 
the Stephensons, enjoyed the so-near and 
yet so-far seclusion of the mews. The 
Stephenson redo is the most sensational 
to date, hidden behind a rosy brick wall, 
top left.

“Tt was not a question of working for 


two idle people,” said Interior Designer 
Billy Baldwin. “He’s Braniff [the pres- 
ident], you know, and she’s Wells, Rich, 
Greene [Mary Wells, New York’s adver- 
tising luminary]. So they’ve simply no 
time to shop. The house is very much 

a retreat from a busy life, so they 
wanted it to be pleasant and relaxing.” 

When the Lawrences bought the house, 
it was a dark, gloomy, unfriendly Tudor. 
Architect Page Cross completely gutted 
and architecturally redesigned the inte- 
rior. Then Billy Baldwin brightened it 
by using, especially in the living room, 

a “sunny Matisse palette.” When he 
showed Mrs. Lawrence the scheme of the 
materials and paint in the living room, 
she said, “The green light is on. You 

can go right ahead and do as 

you like with the rest of the house.” 

The upholstered furniture is colorful 
cotton and linen. Much of the wood is 
painted pastels. But the real excite- 
ment, Baldwin thinks, is in the contem- 
porary American paintings—the Stamos 
over the sofa, opposite, for instance. “It’s 
hard to believe that the Stamos didn’t 
come first, but the Lawrences bought it

But since design was what I 
was going to do with my life, I was glad to 
be able to make this house my own.” 

Although the house was, he admits, 
right for its previous owner—“marvelous 
and brooding in a nighttime sort of a way” 
—Jerry Herman wanted a light, bright en- 
vironment for himself (not surprising if 
you've seen Dolly and Mame). “On both 
floors, I ripped everything apart. drawing 
pictures of what I wanted the men to do. It 
was fascinating to watch them work.” 

One of the major alterations was in the 
living room, opposite. “I opened the ceil- 
ing and put in a skylight. There had been 
an old factory skylight, but I removed it 
and designed a new one for the same 
space.” This room—indeed, the whole 


house—now glows with sunlight, color, and

why architects and builders have long 
since turned to bleaching new, kiln- 
dried lumber to achieve somewhat the 
same effect overnight. 

For every bleached sidewall on a 
house, there are probably five treated 
with stains, three with water repel- 
lents, two with gloss finishes, and ten 
with paint. And some are untouched. 
Trying to compare the merits of two 
treatments is often confusing. A trip 
through a paint store may be less than 
an answer—leaving you more mystified 
than before. Then how should you 
treat wood exposed to the elements? 

To get an answer you must first de- 
termine how you want the wood to 
look. Newly cut? Weathered? Clear? 























A hint of color? Solid color? Once 
that decision is made, the right treat- 
ment begins to suggest itself. De- 
scribed below are the steps to each 
finished look you may want to obtain. 

One recommendation applies to all 
finishes. Buy kiln-dried lumber. There 
are two reasons: It resists warpage, 
and it provides a more stable surface 
for all finishes. 

Most lumberyards today carry only 
kiln-dried wood. But enough still 
stock “green” lumber—fresh from the 
tree and loaded with moisture—to war- 
rant specifying kiln-dried when you 
order. If you were to use green lumber 
to build a deck, the sun would extract 
moisture from the wood unevenly. As 
a result, some of the fibers would 
shrink. Others wouldn’t. This is why

(a) gunk up a paint job, and (b) soil 
clothing if the wood were used for a 
bench or deck. 

Another general recommendation: 
use only aluminum, stainless-steel, or 
hot-dipped, galvanized-steel nails; 
screws made of the same three metals, 
or brass. Common steel nails rust, and 
rust stains on wood are both unsightly 
and difficult to remove. 

Weathered wood: There are three ways 
to achieve the look of weathered wood. 
Two have been mentioned: buying 
aged lumber and bleaching new wood. 


The third approach is the easiest: Buy 
new, kiln-dried lumber, and don’t do 
anything to it. 

Purchasing boards torn from a 
century-old barn for siding or an out- 
door structure is risky. Used inside as 
paneling or structural lumber, aged 
wood looks good and endures satisfac- 
torily. Applied outside, the same old 
boards and planks may deteriorate 
very fast. Unfinished wood weathers 
well for between 30 and 50 years in 
most areas of the U.S. Beyond 50 years, 
its useful life declines. (Just for the 
record, in 1961 remnants of the orig- 
inal, unfinished pine clapboard siding 
were still attached to the Hartwell 
Farms house in Arlington, Mass. That 
house was built in 1636. ) 

Bleaching new wood has several ad- 


vantages. Above all, you gain the look 
you want almost immediately. More- 
over, bleaching produces a more-or-less 
uniform gray on the wood surface. 
Even variations between springwood 
(light) and summerwood (dark) are 
muted under bleach, through the ac- 
tion of the bleach and a small amount 
of gray pigment in modern-day 
bleaches. Also, today’s better bleaches 
contain water repellent and a mil- 
dewcide—further protection for wood. 

Bleach gives wood a head start in the 
weathering process. As the effect of 
bleach gradually wears. away—in three 
to five years—action of sun and rain 
takes over completely and weathering 
continues. As a result, one or two coats 
of bleach are ordinarily all that’s re- 


quired. Two exceptions: If you feel 


the bleach didn’t turn the wood light 
enough, wait about six months: then 
give the wood a second application. Or 
if the wood begins to darken notice- 
ably, bleach it again. You may not have 
brushed on enough bleach the first 
time around. ; 

It might be well to add that bleach, 
in this case, doesn’t mean Clorox or 
ammonia. It’s a product sold in paint 
stores, a bleach specifically labeled for 
use on exterior wood (often called 
bleaching oil). 

Suppose you choose the third route. 
Leaving wood unfinished has some 


pros and a few cons. It costs nothing 
and takes no time—a good start. And 
unfinished wood loses none of its orig- 
inal strength; it will last decades. 
What bothers some people is the 


blotchy appearance that often shows 
up on the surface of wood during the 
change in color from new-sawn to 
This 


leaches out color-carrying resins from 


gray. occurs because the sun 
lighter portions of the wood faster 
than from the dark streaks of sum- 
merwood. Also, areas of wood out of 
the sun, such as sidewalls beneath an 
eave or a portion of deck shaded all 
day by a large tree will stay darker 
than wood exposed to sunlight. Even- 
tually 
ten years—all the wood will turn to a 


in a period of perhaps five to 


fairly uniform gray. But until then, 
the surface may look unsightly. 
Another point: If you want to use 
unfinished wood on a deck, bench, or 
anything that comes in contact with 


people, buy quarter-sawn or edge- 


grained wood, The surface of this lum- 
ber remains relatively stable and tight 
as it weathers, Plain-sawn or flat-grain 
boards (the most common variety) 
tend to show more weather checks, and 
are likely to splinter as they age. Also, 
you'd be wise to select a durable wood, 
such as the heartwood of redwood, red 
cedar, or baldcypress—all naturally 
resistant to decay. 

Overlooking the variations in color 
that occur during weathering, all wood 
turns toward brown first; then later, 
to gray. Cypress, hemlock, white pine, 
ponderosa pine, and spruce turn final- 
ly to a light gray, which in some lights 
seems to have a silvery sheen. Red 
cedar, redwood, Douglas fir, and 
Southern yellow pine turn to a darker 
gray. By the seashore, exposed to salt 





air, almost all wood turns eventually 
to a silver gray. 

Suppose you opt for weathered sid- 
ing, then change your mind once you 
see the wood turning brown here, light 
brown there, and a muddy color be- 
tween. Can you “erase” the weathered 
wood? At this point, yes. When the 
wood has finally bleached to gray, no. 
Have a professional painter do it. 
He'll clean the wood surface first with 
a strong detergent and water; then 
wipe it with an oxalic-acid solution, 
and rinse it. This will bring the color 
back almost to iis starting point. Then 
you can proceed with whatever treat- 
ment appeals to you: bleach, water- 
proof, stain, or paint.

A Sunday driver on this quiet 
Scarsdale, N.Y. street might 
wonder at the dramatic rise 
of bleached cedar siding that 
contrasts sharply with the con- 
ventional split-level house to 
which it is attached. But to the 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd 
Gottlieb, the contrast in moods 
only adds to their enjoyment 
of the house. 

Rejecting their own early 
version of a typical screen 
porch, they chose instead 
Mayers & Schiffs plan for 
what might be called a three- 





dimensional Mondrian—a geo- 
metric expression of hard-line 
graphics (see the addition in 
color on the cover). 

On the lower floor, the en- 
tire space of the new wing is 
devoted to an entertainment 
room, connected to the origi- 
nal family room. Both rooms 
open to an extended patio, 
which in good weather pro- 
vides another link between the 
old and the new. The slate 
flooring of the entertainment 
room is carried out across the 
length of the patio. 

The triangular extension of 
the addition rises past the 
second-floor bedroom to a 
peak of 22’. The bedroom, 
which occupies the main 
square section of the new wing, 
overlooks the living room 
when a folding panel is opened 
(see plan). Large, high win- 
dows (photograph, far left) 
bring light—and a _ treetop 
view—to the bedroom. The 
changing light through these 
and other windows combines 
with the supergraphics on the 
walls—done by Florence Cas- 
sen—to create a mood of ex- 
citement that differs, deliber- 


ately, from the original house.

t’s really more of

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Brooklyn Heights, a charming, neighbor- 
ly—and reasonably safe—section of New 
York City. The apartment itself was 
only a 15’ cube of space, but the assets! 

Sunlight, skylight, porch. So 
Burt Stern, a young designer with a 
new wife (and a new theory of 
space), rented and remodeled the 
fourth and fifth floors of a Greek 
Revival house on a pleasant, tree- 
lined street. “The problem,” 
he said, “was to make something 
livable—unlikely as it 
seemed to us at the time—out 
of this miniscule space.” 
Theory: “Although the 
shortest distance between two 
points is a straight line, 
it's not necessarily the 
most interesting. If you | 
take 20 steps instead of 
ten, it makes the space 
seem bigger.” While 
another person would re- 
move whatever he 
could, Burt Stern built 
an “obstruction” into 
the space. This obstruc- 
tion (a core of storage 
cabinets) divides the 
first floor into en- 
trance, living, dining, 
and kitchen areas. 
As you come through 
the front door, you 
immediately face a 
wall. “Two steps 
on one side of the 
obstruction force 
you to turn, step up, 
down, and back to 
what is really the same 
level you started 
from. You get a feeling 
that you're _ travel- 
ing.” When they need a 
breath of fresh air, 
the Sterns escape to a 
small terrace hung with 
basket chairs. Storage 
space: incredible! Be- 
neath the sofas—summer 
clothes, scrapbooks, _ let- 
ters. In a narrow drop behind 
the sofa, architectural 
drawings. Unexpectedly, a TV 
pops out and a desk-top falls 
open.

Hurry, hurry, hurry! Read this quickly, because it’s a report 


on the status of the status symbol, and you’re on a fast track. 
We’re speaking of those indicators of one-upmanship by which 
you can let the world know, under your own roof, that no one 
is more “with it” than you, and it doesn’t hurt a bit if you 
also imply that money is no object when it comes to being 
“in.” But for all we know, by the time you get to the bottom of 
this page, what’s “in” may be “out,” and what’s been “out” 
since the antimacassar may well be “in” again—a 
disheartening sign of our populous, communicative, and 
affluent times, because the sooner more people acquire what’s 
“in,” the faster it’s “out.” So, with this fair warning, let’s 
take a look at what all status seekers are up against. We make 
no judgments. We simply report. 

Suppose you were the first on your block to lacquer your 
walls chocolate-brown and coat them with carriage varnish for 
the wet look. Sorry about that. Not that the wet look is out, 
but chocolate is, replaced by dark, muddy, dirty-bright (do we 
make ourselves clear? ) rose-red, bright navy, deep 
curry-yellow—hard-to-mix and hard-to-match colors that 
could lead to fiasco without a helping professional hand. It’s 
very in to be able to say it took five coats before the painter 
caught the subtle nuance. 

Taxicab yellow is in. Sweet colors are out. Re the wet, shiny 
look: still in, as in acrylic plastics, leather, vinyl (getting 
crinklier all the time), steel, chrome, all silvery metals, glass, 
mirror—but our with-it informants tell us that it is now The 
Thing to mix a dry look with the wet, as in dull, matte stripes 
patterning high-gloss wallpapers; as in suede or velvet chairs 
keeping company with bright-color lacquer or glass-and- 
chrome tables; as in large-scale white plaster accessory pieces 
against mirrored walls—very thirties, very Jean Harlow, very 
in, as Syrie Maugham might have put it 40 years ago. 

Mirror is in—but only if you slather it everywhere—on 
walls, ceilings, bedheads, tabletops. Silvery is the ticket. 

Losing its status lustre—the gold look, in vermeil, ormolu, 
gold leaf, gilded-swan bathroom fixtures, bamboo flatware, 
except that you’re very in if you take some little nothing, like 
a $1.98 wicker basket, and have it electroplated. 

The zebra rug and the Flokati have had it, to be replaced 
by antique Tibetan rugs, antique Tabriz or perfect facsimiles 
that have got to have been made in France, or an American 
Navajo rug, or a rare Mexican serape, the neck slit left open.

The free floor 
is in—lacquered, stenciled, pale-stained, or just left as is. 

Wall-to-wall carpeting, once as impressive a status certificate 
as an in-the-wall oven, now sends you back to Start, but you 
can update its image by applying the strata factor, the in trick 
of piling thing upon thing —rug upon rug. for instance. The 
same pile-up principle puts pictures and oddments on 
bookshelves against books, and cushions on cushions on 
throws on sofas. Pattern on pattern on pattern has been in, but 
it’s doing a fadeout. A Turkish corner, a sink-to-the-floor divan 
heaped with cushions, dimly lighted by an exotic hanging 
lamp, puts you in the know, if in an awkward seating position.

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iris, the often tattered and neglected “flag” of pioneer days, 
has come a long way. It is now a classic. the flower whose 
_ breathtaking early is celebrated universally, and the first to be 
judged in an international competition. Now in its 15th y 
the International Iris Festival will take place this month in 
_ Florence, Italy. In a deadly serious seven-day contest during 
_ which entries are inspected daily, the winners will be judged on 
_ stamina, stature, color, form. and substance. 
To American home gardeners, it hardly seems possible that 
_ the flower can be improved. Strolling through an iris breeder’s 
garden, one sees plants hardier than ever: most colors are in 
evidence, and the bloom is so abundant every stem makes a 
bouquet. Yet each year new varieties are introduced. 
| Why do they keep hybridizing? There are many reasons. The 
_ iris is easy to cross-pollinate and in this jet age the breeder has 
an added advantage. He can harvest pollen from a promising 
male parent he discovers today in Milan and apply it tomorrow 
| to a female parent in his Chicago garden. In color, there is a 
feverish race to produce the first pure, true red. Everywhere the 
_ breeders are striving for a longer bloom season, and more vari- 
_eties that dependably repeat bloom in autumn. Besides these 
completely honorable goals, irisarians are also vulnerable to the 
whims of fashion. Domestically speaking, today’s high-style iris 
_ must be frilly and ruffled, the fancier the better. On the inter- 
_ national scene, however, today’s chic is the plain flower, chiseled 
_and tailored. If you want to succeed as an iris breeder, your 
_ aims will depend on where you plan to show. 
_ Iris judges on every continent use a similar check list for 
| determining a variety’s worth. In the competition at Florence, 
| no variety has attained a perfect 100-point score. Most winners 
receive between 70 and 80. The judges look for: (1) Increase 
| of the plant. It should be strong, but not overgrown. (2) Re- 
_ sistance to disease. In modern varieties, only the iris borer and 
_ leaf spot pose a threat, and control of both is not difficult. (3) 
| Abundance of flowers. Five to seven flowers on one stem is con- 
| sidered excellent, but the number of stalks is also important. 
| (4) Stalk and branching. The stalk should be thick, but not too, 
and branched so that the flowers are well-spaced. (5) Color, 
_ form, and substance. Iris petals contain a high percentage of 
_ water, so that the color should have a certain luminous quality. 
_ Form applies mostly to the posture of the flower petals. The 
_ three falls should have a healthy, snappy flare. Even though the 
falls of the traditional fleur-de-lis turn down sharply and in- 
_ ward, this kind of droop is considered bad form in a contempo- 
rary iris. Substance means that the flowers should withstand a 
_ reasonable amount of wind and rain. Perfume also counts. Not 
all are pleasantly fragrant, but most are. and the intense honey 
smell from a garden of iris is nearly overwhelming.

The international competition began in 1955, when members 
of the Italian Iris Society joined with the city of Florence in 
establishing the International Iris Garden on a hillside over- 
looking the city. The site was further enhanced by the presence 
of old olive trees. Members of the Society contribute their time 
for the Garden’s upkeep, and in the first 15 years they have 
planted more’ than 10.000 iris rhizomes, representing 2000 
varieties. These have been sent by breeders in Australia, Czecho- 
slovakia, France. Germany. Great Britain, Israel, Rumania, 
South Africa, Spain, Switzerland, the U.S.S.R., and the U.S. 

The irises grow in beds laid out as a rusiic Florentine garden, 
with paths leading through the olive trees. A collection of great 
interest was contributed by the Presby Memorial Gardens of 
Upper Montclair, N.J., comprising about 300 varieties that have 
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been planted in chronological order to show the enormous prog- 
ress made in the art of iris-breeding. Another collection, do- 
nated by an American, George Bayne, will be admired this year, 
in and by the lake that has been built for aquatic varieties. The 
next major planting in the Garden will be a collection of wild 
iris species from all over the world, assembled by the University 
of Florence through its Department of Botany. 

The most-sought prize is the Florin of Florence, a gold medal 
fashioned after the gold florin of the Dukes of Tuscany. Last 
year’s winner was Irish Charmer, which won all first-place votes 
on the first ballot. It was bred by an American, Cora May 
Pickard. Other winners included Diplomacy (two-toned blue 
by Keppel, U.S.A.), Caliente (best red. by L. Luihn, U.S.A.), 
Charade (best blue, by L. Babson, U.S.A.), Frau Margarete 
Schinzel (red and yellow, by G. Von Martin, Germany), Frau 
Carola Deumling (dark red, also by Von Martin), Nebraska 
Navy (best light blue, by A. Ensminger, U.S.A.), and Merry 
Madcap (best plicata, by J. Gibson, U.S.A.). { 

The International Iris Garden is open to the public during f 
the entire month of May each year, and visitors may watch the 
jury at work and see new entries, not only those being judged 
but those from all previous years, as well as those being grown 
for competition in the next two years. 

Meanwhile, back in the U.S., the American Iris Society cele- 
brates its 50th anniversary in New York City from May 30th 
through June 2nd. A charter planeload of distinguished visitors 
from Europe will add to the excitement here. The focal point of 
the convention will be the banquet at which the Society’s first 
president, John C. Wister, will speak.

When Architect Samuel Crothers set about de- 
signing a new kitchen for his wife. he knew 
one thing: It had to be bigger than the 8’-wide 
galley she’d had before. But the new space 
turned out to be almost too big. 

“It really didn’t work until we built the roll- 
ing counter,” explains Mrs. Crothers. “I do 
most of my work on it, and it goes to the table 
or anywhere with me.” The counter, which 
often acts as a bridge in the center space, stores 
dry foods, bread, paper goods. 

The kitchen was part of a major addition to 
a remodeled stone milking barn in Radnor, Pa. 
Though this whole section is new. its steep 
roof reflects the slant of the original barn to 
which it is attached. Huge skylights bring 
light not only to the kitchen but to the next- 
door living room, through windows high in 
the partition wall (opposite page). 

Along this wall is a shelf of many uses. 
Often a plant display, always a phone desk, 
on entertaining occasions it turns into a bar 
at one end and a buffet at the other. 

Among other conveniences, Crothers  in- 
stalled a low-level corner window near the sink 
to give his wife an easy look at the front door 
if a car should drive up or the bell should ring.

the look of freshly cut wood can 
be retained outdoors year after 
year with periodic applications 


~of water repellent. If the color 


of the wood turns at all beneath 
this treatment, it will become 
darker. For example, redwood 
with pinkish-red lights on the sur- 
face may turn tan or brown. But 
provided the repellent is reap- 
plied when required, the wood 
will not become gray. 

Applied to durable woods, wa- 
ter repellent goes a long way 
toward preventing checks and 
splinters. And for the surface of 
all wood, repellents with a mil- 
dewcide added retard growth of 
mildew, a marked advantage for 
residents of warm, moist areas. 

Water repellents are practically 
as thin as water itself, and easy 
to apply. As one veteran painter 
said: “Just slop it on any old 
way.” If you’re doing it on your 
own, be generous, especially the 
first time. As a rule, this first 
coating of water repellent is 
short-lived. Exposed to sun and 
moisture-laden air, wood treated 
with water repellent may darken 
and look soiled within six months 
of the initial application. These 
are normal signs, indicating the 
need for a new coat. The dark 
patches have lost the protection 
of water repellent and are turn- 
ing under the sunlight. Soiled 
areas will most likely be mildew, 
which you can identify when you 
look closely by tiny strands ema- 
nating from a central spore body. 
In short, mildew is a fungus. To 
clean the wood, give the surface 
a detergent scrub and a water 
rinse. Then, over the dry surface, 
apply a new dose of water repel- 
lent. Thankfully, effectiveness 
of each application lengthens. 


Repellent treatment 


Once the cycle is established, 
professionals expect to apply a 
new coat of water repellent about 
once a year on flat surfaces di- 
rectly in the sun; from every two 
to three years on vertical sur- 
faces. 

Don’t anticipate a gloss on 
wood treated with water repel- 
lent. It won’t happen, even with 
successive applications. Instead, 
the wood will appear quite nat- 
ural. Do feel free to use water 
repellent on any outside wood 
structure. It’s as effective on a 
picnic table as on wood siding. 
And, incidentally, this is a good 
treatment if you have cedar shin- 

















gles on your sidewalls or roofs. |

rolonging sheen 


here is one way to prolong a 
loss finish over clear wood, but 
calls for a little subterfuge— 
‘ind more work. Suppose you 
want a glossy finish over a red- 
ood patio table. First, sand and 
lean the wood. Then coat the 
edwood with a redwood stain. 
And cover that with a good var- 
ish when it dries. Here’s what 
takes place. One reason varnish 
fails, paint chemists have discov- 
ered, is the reaction to the sun 
of wood beneath the film of varn- 
nish. It’s as if you put a pan of 
cold water under a heat lamp 
and covered the pan with a sheet 
f glass, expecting the glass to 
prevent the water from growing 
warmer. In the case above, pig- 

ent in the redwood stain blocks 
he ultraviolet light, preserving 
the wood beneath and keeping in- 
tact the bond between varnish 
‘and wood. In some cases, this trick 
may double the life of the gloss 
nish. Of course, if this finish 
breaks down, you'll have twice as 
much work replacing it. 


Oil Wiaish 

Not everyone means the 
thing when they say “oil finish.” 
Even professionals use the term 
locsely. But one fact is certain. If 
oil finish refers to the use of 
boiled linseed oil over unmodified 
wood, then the best advice is:

Don’t use it. While it may help 
preserve the color of the wood 
(although it will immediately 
darken the color) and act some- 
what as a water repellent. lin- 
seed oil can produce an unat- 
tractive surface. First, the oil 
tends to collect dust and dirt par- 
ticles floating in the air. Second, 
instead of halting the growth of 
mildew on the wood surface, lin- 
seed oil produces a comfortable 
environment for the spores to 
multiply. With much better prod- 
ucts on the market to produce the 
same look, it doesn’t seem sensi- 
ble for anyone to use linseed oil 
on exterior wood. 


A hint of color 


Semitransparent stains give you 
the best of two worlds. The nat- 
ural grain of a Douglas fir or the 
handsome texture of a red cedar 
shingle stands out clearly through 
this class of stains. Yet they man- 
age to impart a tone or shad- 
ing to the surface, which from a 
distance is a reasonably distinct 
color. 

The leading manufacturers pro- 
duce a complete collection of nat- 
ural wood tones, plus a surpris- 
ingly wide range of pastel colors, 
in addition to blacks, grays, and 
white. 

These stains 
smooth-surfaced 
particularly well suited to tex- 
tured or rough-sawn wood sur- 
faces. Moreover, there isn’t much 
you need do to the wood before 
application. Clean it and make 
sure the surface is dry. The same 
thing is true when you restain. No 
sanding or scraping is required. 
Finally, since stains don’t form a 
film over the wood, there’s no op- 
portunity for blisters or cracks to 
appear on the surface.

coat of water repellent over the 
stain. Do not put a water repel- 
lent under a coat of stain. The 
ingredients that repel water also 
may repel the stain. 

One note: The better brands of 
stain today contain a mildewcide. 
Check the label before you buy. 
It’s a helpful plus. 

And a mild warning: Pay at- 
tention to the list of uses de- 
scribed on the label. Some stains 
are recommended only for wood 
that won’t come in contact with 
people or their clothing. This 
isn’t true of pigmented stains, 
and most exterior stains today are 
pigmented. But some firms are 
still producing dye stains for out- 
side use, and the dye does come 
off occasionally. You can imagine 
what that might do to a white 
tennis dress. 

Finally, for color on roof shin- 
gles, use a semitransparent stain 
with a mildewcide. Just know that 
stain pigments (or dyes) can’t en- 
dure too long under the beating a 
roof gets from weather. In fact, 
you might make a note at this 
point. There are three approaches 
you can take for red cedar roof 
shingles or shakes: leave them 
alone, apply a water repellent, or 
stain. Any other treatment will 
prove troublesome. 


Solid color 


Looking at dark green shingles 
on the sidewall of a house from a 
distance of, say, 20 yards, you 
would have difficulty determining 
whether the color was paint or 
one of the new _ heavy-bodied 
stains. Up close, you could tell. 
Paint tends to fill up the textured 
crevices in the shingle. Stains 
soak in, leaving the texture in- 
tact but solidly coloring the wood. 

To gain the appearance of a 
solid color, most professionals 
will choose a heavy-bodied stain 
for textured or rough-sawn wood: 
paint for a smooth surface. Oth- 
erwise, the comments above on 
semitransparent stains apply 
equally to heavy-bodied stains. 

As for paint, research in the 
industry over the past two dec- 
ades has brought about many 
changes, but one stands above the 
rest: Paint now lasts longer than 
it ever did. Our parents could ex- 
pect two, maybe three years of 
life out of the old oil paints ap- 
plied to the outside of their 
houses. Today, five years is prac- 
tically minimum, and there are 
cases of coats lasting longer than 
eight years.

House Beautiful interviews a most 
unlikely subject—David Frost, a 
bachelor (strike one against 
him), who lives much of the time 
in a New York hotel (strike two) 
and spends even more in a plane 
commuting between London and 
New York (strike three!). He 
didn't tell us much about hearth 
and home, but he revealed an 
astonishing confidence in a life- 
style very much his own. 


I arrived, 15 minutes early, at 
the Little Theatre on West 44th 
St. in Manhattan, where Frost 
prepares, edits, and tapes the 
“David Frost Show” (U.S. ver- 
sion) on Mondays. Tuesdays, and 
Wednesdays (he flies to London 
for tapings on Friday, Saturday, 
and Sunday). A tough schedule. 
In the reception room, where [ 
waited, Carnaby Street types wan- 
dered about in maxi coats with 
soggy paper cups of coffee. A 
poster reads: “You don’t have to 
be British to love David Frost!” 
Grimy, it all is. Super-grimy. Not 
at all like the setting for a ty- 
coon. At one o’clock we went up 
to Frost’s office where—it was 
true—he was so engagingly “glad 
to meet you” that I had to forgive 
his lateness. He settled at his 
desk—a great long thing piled 
with papers. 

I began with a quote by Robert 
Indiana, the artist: “Someone 
who lives by himself can_ live 
more creatively and completely.” 

“Yes ... well, I live by myself 
in the sense that I’m not married, 
and the reason I’m not married is 
that I greatly enjoy the diversity. 
I enjoy being alone. I enjoy time 





spent on my own. At the same 
time, I enjoy being with people, 
so that in a sense I don’t live by 
myself. I don’t think anybody 
lives by himself.” 

What about alienation and all 
that? Did he mean he doesn’t sit 
around brooding and_ thinking 
dark thoughts? 


Explanation 


“What I mean is—oh, we're 
getting poetic very early—that 
‘no man is an island.’ [ don’t 
think any of us live by ourselves 
even if we’re not married. You 
spend most of your life with other 
people. And the tremendous joy 
I get out of life is provided a 
great deal by the people I’m with, 
whether it’s girl friends, people I 
work with, or just people I meet. 
One of the great joys of my life is 
meeting people, on screen or off.

Still musing on the question of 
being alone: “I suppose one’s on 
one’s own in an airplane—seven 
hours each way. In a sense, one 
of the joys of that is having time 
to think and to be alone—you 
can be alone in a football crowd.” 


On loneliness 

Is he ever lonely? “I can’t re- 
member being lonely—no. I don’t 
really know what true loneliness 
is, which is very, very fortunate. 
I am very fortunate in many dif- 
ferent ways, and I’m grateful.” I 
quoted to him a sentence I had 
come across recently: “It was fun 
and wild, but was it the complete, 
full life?” Did it apply? (I won- 
dered if it would reveal a long- 
ing.) “Mm—ah—well. I think so, 
yes. 'm certainly having the com- 
plete, full life now, and I suppose 
in its own way it’s wild. What 
is the complete, full life?” Would 
it be. | suggested, using all your 
talents and abilities, whatever 
they might be, as well as doing, 
perhaps—and certainly knowing 
—what you enjoy? “Ah, well, 
yes. It’s not wasting time. In that 
sense I’m having a very full life. 
a full schedule. I think the full 
life means living on _ various 
planes—on a physical plane, a 
mental plane, a spiritual plane, an 
intellectual plane—yes, living on 
as many planes as_ possible.” 
Again, a joke: “Nobody lives on 
more planes than I do. BOAC, 
Pan Am.” Laughter. 

On his show Frost had said to 
the actor Nicol Williamson: “J 
never resist a challenge.” Is it 
true? “My whole life has been 
based on that. Oh, not that I said 
at the age of four Ill try that 
new baby food or that new kids’ 
food because I never resist a chal- 
lenge. But really, I’ve done that 
all along, because if you look 
around you find people who have 
been offered a big opportunity 
and have decided to stay where 
they are and carry on with what 
they've been doing. Often—not 
always, but often—a rigidity sets 
in in what they’re doing—do you 
know what I mean?—and a little 
spark is lost. So I think that the 
way to have an enjoyable life is 
to never resist a challenge. An 
exciting life, certainly, but it’s 
probably expedient as well.” No 
despair. Not even wistfulness. No 
failure or frustration. How rare, 
and how delightful. 

What does he do best? He 
would not answer. He was. in fact 
boyishly modest. “I don’t like to 
make claims—if other people 
want to make them, then of course 
I'm glad.” If he wouldn’t say what 


he did best. what does he mo, 
enjoy? “What I enjoy most ji 
terms of my public—or my pr 
fessional—life is, as you say, d 
ing something well.

never officially occupied. There- 
fore it was not a legal residence 
and violated the zoning rules.

The interiors of the studio and 
the farmhouse kitchen were fin- 
ished in old barn wood. This 


was rubbed down to give a warm, 
informal effect. The old kitchen 
became a cheerful new family 
room. A fireplace was built of 
varicolored brick. The mantel, an 
old hand-hewn beam. Bookcases 
were built from floor to ceiling on 
each side of the double window. 


Unifying the buildings 


In the studio, now at the op- 
posite end of the building, stairs 
were built leading to what has 
become a lovely suite of two 
bedrooms. Both rooms view the 
stream and woodland beyond 
through large picture windows. 
To unify the buildings, the farm- 
house was painted barn red to 
match the trim of the studio. 
Trees, shrubs, and flowers were 
planted to blend the new unit into 
its surroundings. 

Now that it is finished, we can 
almost forget the agonies of its 
birth. In fact, we now find it 
easy to think of it as one interest- 
ing, unusual house. The years 
will mellow its already pleasing 
appearance, and we revel in the 
knowledge that it is strictly legal.

What exactly is foie gras? 





Foie means liver and gras means fat. Together. the two words 
translate into fat liver which is, in a sense, meaningless. How- 
ever, gastronomically, foie gras is the liver of a goose or duck 
monstrously fattened. Although the French are generally cred- 
ited with “inventing” foie gras, there are frescoes on the tomb 
of Ti, a royal official of the Fifth Dynasty in Egypt, depicting 
geese being force-fed. That was 4500 years ago. Homer, 
Herodotus, Cato, Pliny the Elder, Horace, and Apicius (he is 
credited with having written the first cookbook) all referred 
to foie gras, sometimes with truffles. So it is apparent it was 
known to Greek and Roman gastronomy. The Gauls followed 
in the steps of these pioneers, fattening their geese on figs just 
as the Romans did. As a matter of interest. foie derives from 
the Latin ficatum, meaning the liver of an animal fattened on 
figs. Today the geese are force-fed on maize (Indian corn). 


What do the foie gras labels mean? 


Foie gras (see above) is pure fresh goose liver with the addi- 
tion of seasonings, generally available in France and becom- 
ing so in U.S. in the fine food stores. Expensive, and worth 
every bite. Not canned, but wrapped in foil. Foie gras truffé 
(or aux truffes) is pure goose liver with the addition of truf- 
fles—at least five percent—usually in a “ribbon” down the 
center: foie gras naturel is pure goose liver—and the best part 
of the liver—without truffles, used primarily as an ingredient 
in cooking: paté de foie gras (also known as bloc, purée, 
mousse, rouleau or roulade de foie gras) contains at least 75 
percent pure goose liver and up to 25 percent other livers. with 
or without truffles: paté de foie doie has somewhat less pure 
goose liver (only 50 percent) and the remainder is made up 
of other livers, usually pork. It is worth noting that all canned 
foie gras ages like wine and can be kept indefinitely. Fresh 
foie gras will keep about a month, refrigerated; canned, once 
opened, about ten days. 


How do you serve foie eras? 
2 Do 


First of all, the unopened can should be refrigerated for sev- 
eral hours. Do not, however, freeze. It should then be un- 
molded with care to keep its shape (sometimes it’s necessary 
to dip the can in hot water for a couple of seconds so the 
goose liver will slide out smoothly). Cut with a sharp, thin 
knife dipped in hot water after each slice to avoid sticking. 
Present the foie gras on a dish garnished with lettuce leaves. 
bouquets of watercress, or chopped aspic. Serve with plain, 
unbuttered toast. 


What are fish and chips? 


Fillets of fish, dipped in batter. then deep-fat fried: the chips 
are sliced potatoes fried in oil to a crisp. golden brown (we 
know these as “French fries”). Best eaten immediately with a 
sprinkling of salt and pepper. Fish and potatoes have prob- 
ably been eaten in one form or another in England forever, 
but fish and chips in tandem, as it were, date from about 1860 
when a vendor mounted a small stove on a two-wheeled cart 
and began hawking the combination in the streets. delivering 
his “goods” wrapped in newspaper. Now, due to an enterpris- 
ing Englishman by the name of Haddon Salt, Fish and Chips 
shops are popping up all over the country and you can walk 
out of one of these shops with this good English fare (we 
speak with familiarity) wrapped up in a facsimile of an En- 


glish newspaper. [ Continued |

How do you make onion juice? 


Cut a good slice off the root end of the onion, then squeeze on a 
reamer as you would an orange. 


How good are dried beans nutritionally? 


Extremely good. In fact, Cornell University (N.Y.C.) describes 
them as “nuggets of value” since they are low in cost but at the 
same time high in nutrients. A good source of protein, without 
which we couldn't live, they strengthen the protein content of 
any meal. In these days of high food costs, dried beans are a 


fine food to lean on. 
What are the types of dried beans available? 


The most popular are the white beans (marrow, Great North- 
ern, navy, and pea), used interchangeably in baked beans 
whether Southern, New England, or Western style. Pinto: 
pale pink, speckled with brown; also called “red Mexican” and 
“red miners.” popular in the Southwest in hearty stews. Red 
and white kidney beans (usually found in cans): light to 
bright red-purple, used in chili con carne, soups, and salads. 
both large and small, flat, and kidney-shaped; in the 
South, large limas, mottled with purple, are called “calico” or 
“speckled butter beans.” often used in combination with 
meat, such as lamb. Red beans: darker red than pink beans, 
also known as Mexican “chili beans,” essential in chili con 
carne and other Spanish dishes. Black-eye and yellow-eye: 
oval, with either a black or yellow “eye,” called peas in the 
South; black eyes are the very heart of Hopping John, an old 
Southern dish traditionally served on New Year’s Eve. Chick 
peas, also known as Spanish, garbanzo, or cecci peas: good in 
stews, soups, and puréed with seasonings to make a dip for 
hors d’oeuvre. Black or turtle beans, from South America: 
white inside, oval-shape; used primarily in soups in U.S. South, 
but in South in many bean dishes. Cranberry 
beans, known in Ohio and Indiana as “‘shellouts,” similar to 
pintos, except markings are pink rather than brown: popular 
in New England, where they are used interchangeably with 
young limas in succotash.

Point, Long Island, a young couple with five 
daughters, doers and swimmers all. asked Interior 
Designer Melvin Dwork to create a self-contained 
pool and entertaining center down the hill from 
their large and formal Normandy-style main house. 

Requirement: The poolhouse must relate archi- 
tecturally to the main house, since they would be 
seen together in the fall and winter, when the trees 
are bare. Dwork therefore designed a simple, white- 
brick facade. a smaller version of the main house. 
The pool itself, designed by Innocenti and Webel 
(who also did the landscaping) is based on the Eu- 
ropean idea of a “balcony” at one end of the large 
pool. This shallow level helped all the daughters 
when they were learning to swim. Inside the pool- 
house (next page), another mood, another world.

beams in the ceiling are struts that support 
indirect lighting. Great for the party mood. 

Except for pillows covered in brilliant fab- 
rics from the Far East, Melvin Dwork kept the 
room devoid of color. Here, texture is impor- 
tant: the cruder elements—wood, stone, bamboo, 
fur. A chair is carved out of a tree trunk (with 
a shelf at the bottom for the family dog). 
The entire poolhouse is furnished with prim- 
itive art. Pre-Columbian vases, eollected by the 
owners, are displayed on Lucite bases, designed 
by Dwork. African masks over the massive and 
intricately carved Portuguese chest.

In the dining room, opposite, carved. antique 
English brackets are used architecturally to 
support the beams. The round dining table, 
placed in the corner of the room instead of 
the center, is actually a pair of consoles. 
The dining chairs—Louis XIII family heir- 
looms—are all in different heights and coy- 
ered in the same fern fabric as the living- 
room sofa seen on the previous page. 
Sculpture within sculpture: A pre-Columbian 
rain god is housed in a specially designed 
Plexiglas case and pedestal by Rudi Sigle. 
This, a splendid juxtaposition (typical in 
the poolhouse) of the very old and the very 
new. The abstract painting on the wall is by 
a member of the family. 

The brick-walled kitchen, above, has a cen- 
ter work island so that everything is within 
easy reach of the workspace. Cabinets are 
cypress, painted with a light wash that 
matches the walls of the big room. Counter- 
tops, terra-cotta quarry tile. Preparation and 
cooking for large summer parties is handled 
by the freezer, refrigerator, two efficient 
ovens, and a barbecue. 

In the guest-sitting room, top right, a long, 
low table—completely laminated in dark 
brown cobra—is placed between two sofas 
(that turn into beds) in the center of the 
room. An unconventional placement, cer- 
tainly, in a guestroom. The walls are lightly 
covered in a smooth, no-color biscuit shirring. 
Restful, soothing—an escape from activity. 
Plan shows how the rooms are placed so 
that the poolhouse is a self-sustaining unit 
for guests. The family, however, may ente1 
the pool dressing rooms without going in- 
to the house to disturb the overnight guests.

Five years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Wellman, 
Jr. moved into a turn-of-the-century house in 
Marion, Mass.. 60 miles south of Boston. (It 
had been a summer residence for Grover Cleve- 
land.) They converted the heating and redid 
the interiors, but with three young children 
who were growing more active all the time 
they felt something more was needed. 

“We decided that we would all enjoy a swim- 
ming pool more than the formal garden, which 
was what we loved when we moved into the 
house.” said Nancy Wellman. Her husband, an 
activist who jogs daily, wanted a pool that they 
could use in the winter, too. Architect Edward 
H. Bullerjahn designed the pool with an air- 
supported portable dome to cover the pool in 
the winter. “We swim all year round. The dome 
comes down early in the spring when it’s still 
chilly for most people, but we like it.” 

The pavilion-guesthouse built with the pool 
has a covered hallway (with dressing rooms, 
sauna, and a kitchenette) that leads from the 
main-house kitchen to the loggia, opposite and 
below. The loggia is 20’ square, with glass on 
three sides, a cathedral ceiling, and a Plexiglas 
cupola that lets in light. The floor is brick—an 
extension of the swimming-pool terrace. Ben 
Cook of Trade Winds designed the loggia in 
lime-green-and-white fabric—Nancy Wellman’s 
favorite colors—so even in the gray of winter, 
it has a sunny summertime look. (Continued) 
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he garden was 
lovely, but neither of 
us has a green thumb” 


“Marion is on the seaside,” Nancy Wellman 
explained, “but it seemed that in the summer 
when we wanted to swim, the tide was always 
out. Rather than worry about the tide and pay 
a fortune to the gardener, we decided one day 
that we'd rather put the money into a pool. 
“The pool—it’s 20’ by 40’—has an auto- 
matic filtering system, chlorinator, and vac- 























uum. We test the water every single day, and 
give it a thorough going-over once a week, 
but even so, it’s far less work than the garden. 
We enjoy it much, much more. We chose 
Ed Bullerjahn as our architect because he 
used to live in Marion; we felt he could de- 
sign the poolhouse to blend with the main 
house, which is shingled. The vinyl bubble is 
not terribly attractive, but I didn’t want a 
permanent structure over the pool. In the 
long, covered hallway (the outside is shin- 
gled) that leads from our back door to the 
pool, we have the men’s and women’s chang- 
ing rooms (below and left), slightly different, 
of course, but both decorated, like the loggia, 
in lime-green, white, and black.”

gio Bernardes, one of Brazil’s leading archi- 
ts and planners, has accomplished such an 
eape with great artistry—and without losing the 
vital visual setting and immediacy of the metrop- 
olis. At Leblon, a mere half-hour drive from 
downtown Rio, he found a rocky, private prom- 
_ontory jutting into the soft waters of the South 
Atlantic. Complete with fishing rocks and shel- 
_ tered beach, this personal headland encompasses 
a superb panorama of such Rio igndmarks as 
the Sugar Loaf, the beach of Ipanema, the diz- 


zying precipice of the Corcovado—yet seems as 
far from the city as if over the horizon. 

Into this environment of unhurried, perennial 
holiday, Bernardes has woven a rich complex of 
buildings designed to house both his family and 
his architectural practice. Inside, the stone-and- 
glass structures are naturally air conditioned by 
inducing cooling sea winds to circulate through 
hollow, terra-cotta brick partitions. (Continued) 
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arying levels of 
indoor and 
outdoor space 
flow together for 
easy living 


The upper story of the house, comprising the 
entry, kitchen. library, and living and dining 


areas, is an airy, tile-roofed pavilion that 


rides atop the rock-walled bastion of the bed- 
room level beneath it. The lower story pro- 
jects well beyond this superstructure—its 
own flat roof surfaced with polished, burnt- 
umber paving tiles to form a wide upper-level 
terrace for sunning. strolling, and _ starlit 
dancing. These tiles flow into the house and 
appear throughout the top floor. Facing the 
sea, the entire southern exposure of the upper 
level is enclosed with heavy sheets of un- 
framed clear glass that pivot on pintle hinges 
and swing open to the terrace. These doors, 
virtually invisible, can be locked in open 
position to admit the prevailing gentle airs of 
the promontory. A corner of the living room, 
top left, looks out toward the spectacular 
topography of Rio harbor. A brightly colored 
Brazilian family room on the lower level, bot- 
tom left, is completely self-sufficient with its 
own kitchen and bar, and sofas for siestas. It 
opens onto a secluded, tree-shaded terrace 
that steps down to the swimming pool, oppo- 
site page. The family room and its terrace are 
paved with glazed white tiles—as are all 
floors throughout the lower level. The spa- 
cious wood pool deck cantilevers above the 
steeply sloping site and is protected by a low 
parapet that serves as a continuous lounge. 
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ative materials 
merge in a mosaic 
of local color 


From the light transparency of the upper 
story to the deep, cavelike shelter of the lower 
level, the unifying characteristic of the in- 
teriors is a rich, colorful exuberance of na- 
tive materials. Upstairs the palette is warm. 
ranging from the dark earth tones of the floor 
tile to the vibrant terra-cotta red of the brick- 
work. The two-way fireplace, at left, separat- 
ing the library area from the living room be- 
yond, is a simple, linear abstraction of brick, 
faced with white tile and a timber lintel. The 
hearth is of cast concrete. The ceilings here. 
as throughout the house, are of terra-cotta 
tile laid between slender concrete beams. The 
hollow brick units used to construct the air- 
cooled interior partitions are laid sideways to 
create a filigreed divider screen (bottom 
right, opposite) between the library and the 
stairway leading down to the lower level. The 
simply furnished dining room (bottom left, 
opposite) looks across the empty reaches of 
the South Atlantic. The lightweight tables 
and chairs on the terrace can be easily moved 
to suit the view and the owners’ whims for 
alfresco dining. The master bedroom, right, 
sequestered in stone, suggests the remoteness 
and quietude of a Tibetan lamasery. Its 
cooler hues typify the pervasive mood of re- 
treat downstairs. A deep-cut window in the 
east wall is fitted with a simple wood-slat 
shutter that admits air and soft light when 
closed. and swings open to focus a dreamlike 
view of sea and’ emerald Brazilian landscape. 
The furnishings are family antiques, and the 
sage-green bedspread is a plain, native weav- 
ing. The wide-set master bath, bottom right. 
has open-shuttered vistas to the south. The 
low-lying bathtub was hewn on the site from 
a solid rock outcropping of the promontory.

For the beachcomber, a diversion on a 
lazy day—hunting for shells that will 
hold the memory of summer intact all 
winter. Their appeal goes back to an an- 
cient age when Chinese Buddhists con- 
sidered them a symbol of good luck, 
and to Greeks and Early Christians who 
adapted their forms to architectural de- 
tail. Renaissance artists filled shell 


backgrounds with allegorical figures, 


and soon after, the shell forms were 
claimed ideal for the curves of the 
rococo extravaganza in Europe. The 
English decorated Queen Anne furni- 
ture and the backs of silver spoons with 
their motif, while in the 18th Century 
women collected them to frame mirrors 
and cover vases. Today’s shell decora-

Coffee Cognac

Summer is the season for change, and 
nowhere is this more evident than in 
our drinking habits. People who 
ordinarily don’t imbibe from one 
Saturday to the next find themselves 
with a drink at lunch on vacation. Very 
pleasant. But if we drink more often, we 
drink more moderately. A 12-ounce 
cooler will often stretch further than 
three or four cocktails—and is certainly 
less enervating. As a matter of fact. in 
addition to air-conditioning the inner 
man, the fruit juices and other mixers 
replenish fluids, salts, and mineral 
elements lost to the sun and the action. 
As an excuse for something different, 
summer is perfect. Many purists who 
would normally consider diluting 
sherry asin cheerfully pour it over ice 
when the weather turns hot. It’s a time 
for breaking the rules, no matter who’s 
looking. With most people, what 


happens is that they break the rules 
with their own favorite spirits. Though 
we drink more rum, gin, and vodka in 
the summer, bourbon is the best-selling 
liquor—as it is the rest of the year. 

The interesting accommodations that 
are made with the different spirits may 
give you some fresh ideas for summer 
drinking. For instance, there’s the 
Summer Sour, simply a clever way to 
make a tall drink of the Sour. It takes 
the usual Sour ingredients: juice of half 
a lemon—a scant ounce, if you're 
measuring—| teaspoon superfine sugar, 
and 14 to 2 ounces of whiskey. Put 
everything into a cocktail shaker with 
ice cubes or cracked ice and give the 
shaker a good workout. Now here’s 
where you depart from the traditional 
method. Pour the entire contents of the 
shaker, including the ice, into a 10-ounce 
highbali glass. Top off with a splash or 


two of chilled elub soda, decorate with 
a half-slice of orange and a cherry, and 





you have a bona-fide Summer Sour. 

Bourbon-on-the-rocks often graduates 
to Bourbon and Branch (tap water, for 
those of you who don’t know) ora 
Bourbon Highball. If you find ginger 
ale in an ordinary highball a little sweet 
for your taste, you might try the Ginger 
Bourbon. Cut two discs, each about the 
size of a nickel, from a finger of fresh, 
moist ginger root. Drop them into a 
large Old Fashioned glass. Bruise the 
ginger root, add ice cubes and 1) to 2 
ounces of bourbon, depending on your 
taste. Stir. Pour in chilled club soda to 
fill. Stir quickly. It’s a quenching drink, 
with the tang and aroma of the ginger 
but none of the sweetness.

The pleasures of the palate are 
indescribably good in summer. 
More regrettable, therefore, is 
our tendency to nibble snacks. 
down vats of chilled drinks, and 
neglect the protein, iron, and vita- 
mins that keep energy high and 
the pelt sleek. 

Certain dishes are as indig- 
enous to summer as dahlias and 
fresh mint. Cold soups—boon to 
cooks, a blessing to all. Senega- 
lese, with its smooth elegance and 
exotic whiff of curry. Vichyssoise, 
almost a cliché of summer dining 
now, but lovely when fresh. Gaz- 
pacho, a special taste, can be 
smooth and saucy or, in the cups 
of bad cooks, sharp and nasty. 

Because we must do with so 
much tinned and frozen food 
winter, when summer comes, our 
motto should be “Freshness is 
all.” Why serve vichyssoise from 
a can when you can make it so 
quickly and easily? And when the 
result is bound to be infinitely 
more satisfying ? 

Country folk are lucky in sum- 
mer.

sufficient humusy material so that 
it doesn’t dry out too rapidly. One 
excellent medium can be made by 
mixing equal parts by volume of 
garden loam, vermiculite, and 
milled sphagnum moss (or wet 
peat moss). Water containers of- 
ten enough to keep the soil moist. 
Twice a day, morning and eve- 
ning, may be needed in hottest 
weather. When you go away on 
vacation, or if you garden only 


on weekends, hire a local young- 
ster who is interested garden- 
ing to be your water boy. Most 
containers will have drainage 
holes, but if not, add 


pebbles to a depth of about 2” 


before planting. After heavy rains, 


drain off excess water by tipping 
containers that have no drainage 


holes. Feed plants every week or 


two. Use plant food,
